in the Moones Ecclipfe is vifible) and the propottionableneffe of the Earth to the Water, that 

&s much dry Land might be as well on that, as on this fide the Line: neyther was it likdy, 
that fo hnge a quantitie of the Globe thould be couered with ‘Waters, which was made princi- 

7 pally for the vie and habitation of Man; or that this Globe was tot equally ot ee on both 
fides that Centre, which is one to it and the Water ; or that there fhould be fuch huge Lands 

(if they wete Lands) in this old Age of the World,not inhabited by Man, whofe Blefling from 
the Creator was to fill or repleni(h the Earth,renewed againe after the Floud; orthat the Indies 
inthe Eaft might not in the Earths Globolitie be as readily found out by the Welt,following 
the Sunne in his dayly Tourney, which with all his Night-watch of Starres was as vnlike to be 
there ppbainted 4 continual courfé and circular Race tor the Seas or Delare Lands. Experi- 
ments had alfo taught him,both by relation of the Portugals in their longer Voyages,and in his 
owne on the Weft of Spaine, that the Wefterne Winds ‘holding a conitant courle yeerely, and 
thatalfo farre off at Sea, could not but arifé from fome Lands further Weftward, then any yet 

20 knowne: And Martin Vincent, a Mariner which vfed the Azores or Tetceras, had told him, 
that he was once carried foure hundred and fifcie leagues to the Welt of Cape S. Vincent, and 
there tooke Vp apiece of Wood or Timber,wrought by mans hand, and that,as farre as he could 
iudge,without Iron, which he imagined had come from fome Welterne Hand. Pedro Correa, 
which had married his Wiues fifter, had likewife fignified to him, that at Puerto Santo he had 
feene the like Peece driuen thither by the Wefterne Winds, wrought in the fiime fathion: and 
elides,he had feene great Canes,which in each knot might containe aboue two pallons of Wa. 
ter,which he alfo sent to him to fee; which being vnlikely to grow in the knowne parts of 

the Weftand hauing read of fach growing in India, he fuppofed, that fome long and violent 
Wefterne ‘Winds had brought them thither from thence. ‘The inhabitants alfo of the Azores 

50 had told him, thatftrong Weft and Northweft Winds had brought by Sea vpon Graciofa and 
F; eal certaine Pine trees, ewo dead men alfo on the Coaft of Flores,with larger faces then are 
‘vfuallin thefe parts,and of other faucr,and two Canoas another time driuen allo by the Wind. 
Antonio Leme of Madera had related, that being carried in his Caruile farre Weftward, he had 
feemed to fee three Hands : And another of that Hand had fued to the King of Portugal in 
the yeere 1484. for licence to diftouer certaine Land which he {ware he had feene euery yeere 

1 uer-againft the Azores.. Diego Velax.ques hadfortie yeeres before beene carried farre into the 
Wet,and there obferued the Seas and Winds fich,as if the Land were not farre off, as he affir- 
med to (olimbss : and another Mariner told him of Land hee had feene farre Wett from Ire-

And hee which hitherto had not found 
credit to aduance (nay, {carcely meanes, but in great part, by the bountie of eA/phonfo di Quin- 10 
taniglia the Kings chiefe Auditor,to fultaine) him, obtained the Letters of Frier Ivan Perez dé 
Marchena to Frier Fernando di Talonera the Queenes Confeffor,and at laft,by the mediation of 
the Cardinal] Afendoxa, Archbihop of Toledo, procured audience and graunt of the Catholike 
Kings, Queene d/abel taking order with Lewés of S. Angele to empawne fome of her Iewels,to 
the value of two thoufand Duckats for his Expedition, which yet he lent out of his purfe : {0

Magnanimous Colsmbus,not broken with Pouertie at home, with Affronts and Difcounte- 
nances abroad, with imputations of impotent,almoft impudent,at leaft as imprudent as impor= 
tunate fancies of impoftble, impaflable Nauigations by vnknowne Seas to vynknowne Lands!

E haue heard of the Quarrell twixt Siuill and Lisbone,or the Caftilian and Portugal 
compounded, each fharing a moitic of the World. Some queftion grew of the Mo- 
Molueca's, lucca’s,after the difcouerie of them by the Portugals, whether they appertayned t0 
the Caltilian or Lufitanian fhare. It is to be confidered, that ten yeeres atter Gama’s 
difcoueric, and ill vfage at Calecut, the Portugalls fought all this time reuenge, and in great 0 
art effected it, notwithftanding the Indian Potentates, the Agyptian Sultans affiftance (as 
long after the Turkes facceeding in that State and Quarrel) maintaining their Trade, and pro-_ 
pagating their Sea and Land-Soueraigntie in thofe seeltbone with fome viciffitude of fore 
tune,and with loffe euen this Summer of fome of their principall Commanders : eA/meida the 
late Viceroy bafély perifhing neere the Cape of Good Hope, by the hands of wilde Negros 3 
Citinius, whiles hee enuyed any partner in the glory of taking the Kings Palace at Calecut, 
whiles e/buquerque fet the Citie on fire, and petmitting his fouldioys to oner-hattie pillage, 
Jofing his late-gorten purchafe, and himfelfe ; and eA/buquerque himfelfe carryed away neere

Sequeria hauing here made League with the Kings of@edir and Achen, and ereéted fuch 
Stone Pillars as before are mentioned, in both places,as Monuments thereof,pafled to Malacca, # 
where hee receiued great kindnefle of Afamudins aMahumetan, which had viirped that State 
by force from the Siamite,who yet asthe Samorin, or King of Calecut, by the Mores wasalte=_ 
red, and fought by Treafon to murther the Portugals,and {eize on their fhips. For pretending 
after League aes entertayne him ina Feait,Sequeria hauing intelligence,excufed hime 
felfe by fickneffe : whereupon hee offered extraordinarie fauour slate his thips (contrarie to 
Mores wreche- the cuitome of that Port) before all thofe which had bene there before them, which muft bee 
FicatMalaccs carryed clofely, for feare of difguit and mutinie of other Merchants, which Sequeris accepted 
thankfully, and fent his men to diuers places afigned, Patiacus,che fonne of Vrimutis,the next 
man in Malacca after the King, was {ent aboord tocomplement with him, tilla figne gives 
by finoake from a certaine place, fhould at once arme,the reft in other places, and him on fhip- ro 
boord to fiidden and vnexpeéted faughter.

Fiue fhips were furnifhed at the Emperors command : the Trinitie Admiral, Stephen Gomes 
a Portugal, Pilot ; of Sax Vittoria, was Luys de Mendoza Captaine; Jobm de Cartagena of } 
the thip S. Antonio; John Serran of the flrip S. Tago; and Galparde Duexada of ait fhip- 
Conception: Magalianes himfelfe being made Generall, ‘Tht whole companie was two hun- 
dred chirtie feuen, or (as fome fay) ewo hundred and fiftie } of which, thirtie were Porcugalss 
On the tenth of Augutt,1519. they departed from Siuill; the fix and twentieth of September 
they arriued at Tenarife; the third of O&tober they fayled betwixt the Mands and Cape'Verde, 
They fayled many dayes in the fight of the Coait of Guinea, and hada great calme feuentie 
dayes,which they fpent in attaining the Line.

This Land is continuate,and 
one firme Land with the Cape of Saint eAveuitine, which is eight degrees from the E 
noétiall, In this Land they were refrefhed with many good Fruits of innumerable kindes, i 
found-here allo very good Sugar Canes, and divers Hides of Beafts and othet'things, wii 
omit for breuitie, " pear. 
They departed from this Land, and fayled to the foure and twentieth depree anda bal 
toward the Pole Antartike, where they found a great Riuer of frefh Water, and cettaine rae | 
nibals. Of thele, they faw one out of their thips, of flature as big asa Giane, hauigayoyce 
like a Bull. Our men purfied them, but they were fo fwift of foot, that they cotild not ouet- 
take them. About the mouth of this Riuerare {euen Tands,in the biggeft whereof they four 5 
certaine precious Stones, and called it the Cape of Saint Adary. The Spaniards thou fe that 
by this River they might haue pafled into the South Sea: But they were deceiued in cheapie j

Beuehinva ShireoPLinnen Cloth, and a Coat of white Woollen Cloth ; alfoa Capa Combe, 
2 Looking-Glaffe, with divers firch other things, and fo fent him to his companic . The day 
fellowinig hee reforted againe to the fhippes, and brought with him one of thofe great Bealts, 
which hee gaue the Captaine. But after that day they never faw him more, fuppcling him to 

be thine of hisiowne company, for the conuerfation he had with our men. 
After other fifteene dayes were paft, there came foure other Giants without any Weapons, 
‘ut had hid their Bowes and Arrowes in certaine Buthes.. The Captaine retayned two of 
10 thefeswhich were eftand beftmade. Hee tooke them bya deceit; giving them Knyes, 
Sheeres, Looking-Glaflés, Bells, Beades of Cryftall, and fuch other Trifles , hee fo filled their 
hands, that they could hold no more’: then caufed two payre of hackles of Iron to bee put on 
their laze, mating fignes, that hee would alfo gine them thofe Chaynes; which they liked 
very well, becaufe they were made of bright arifthining metall. And whereas they could not 
carry them, becaufe their hands were full, the othér Giants would haue carryed them ; but the 
Captaine would not fj uffer them. “When they felt the thackles fat about their legges, they be= 
gantodoube: buethe Captaine did put them in comfort, and bad them fland {till. In fine, 
when they faw how: they were deceiued, they roared like Bulls,and eryed vpon their great De- 
I Sctebos, to helpethem. Being thus taken, they were immediately feperate and put in fun- 
30 dry thippes. They could neuer bitide che hands of the other two: yet was one of them with 
much difficultie ouerthrowne by nine of our men, and his hands bound; but he fuddenly loofed 
himfeltis, and fled, as did alfo the other that came with them. In their flying, they thot off

Befere the King of Zubut was baptized, hee was named Raia Humabvon. When the Cap- 
taine demanded of him, Why all the Idols in the Hand were not burnt, according to his pro- 
mifé + hee anfwered, That t ey efteemed them no more as Gods, but onely made facrifice to 
them for the Princes Brother,who was very. ficke,and as noble and wittie a manas was in the 
Thnd, The Captaine aniwered, That if hee would burne all his Idols, and beleeue fathfully in 
Chiritt, and be kaptized, hee fhould be immediately reftored to health, and that he would elf 
give them leaue to firike off his head. By thele words and perfwalions of che Captaine,he con- 
seiued fich hope of health, that after he was baptized,he felt rio more griete of his difeale, And 
this was.2 manifeft Miracle wrought in our time, whereby divers Infidels were conuerted to 
Our Faith, and their Idols deftroyed,and allo theit Alears ouerthrowne,on the which they were 
accuttorned to eate the facrificed Aeth, The people of the Hand pay the King a portion of Vic- 
30 tuals for their tribute,by all their Cities inn Villages.

eight fathoms rockie ground, within a mile thereof ; the Rocke bearing Welt Southwell. ; 
wvent coafting along South Southweit, and found great {tore of Seales all along the Colt. 1 a 
Rocke ftandeth in 48. degrees 4. to the Souchward of the Line.

therewith three an twentie Spaniards moré, which were all that remained of foure hundied, 
whichwere left there three yeeres before in thelé Straits of Magellan, ali the reft being deat} 
with famine; And the fame day wee pafled through the narrowelt of the Straits, where the 
aforelaid Spaniard thewed vs the Hull of afinall Barke,which wee iudged to be a Barke called 
The ohn Thowsasy eis trom themouth ofthe Straits vnto the narroweft of the Straits, 
fouretéene leagues, and the courte lyeth Weftand by North. ‘The mouth of the Sttaits ftarid- 
etlvintwoand fiftiedegrees, From the narrowelt of the Straits vnto Pengwin Mani, is tenne 
caguesjand lyech’ Weft Southweft fomewhat to the Southward,where wee anchored the eight 
day, and killed and falted great flore of Pengwins for ViGtuals; Sao ; 
Tie ninth day wee departed from Pengwin land, and’ranne South Southwelt to King Phi2 
fips Citie, which the Spaniards had built? which Towne or Citie had foure Forts;‘and every 
Bort had in icone cat Peece, which Peeces were'buryed in the ground ; the Carriaves werd 
ftanding in their places vnburyed : wee digged for them, and had thenvall,” They had contri- 
ued their Citie very well, and feated it in the bet place of the Straits for Wood and Water 
They had builded vp their Churches by themfelues: They had Lawes very feuere amon ig them- 
20 felues, for they had ereéted a Gibbet, whereon they had done execution vpon fome of theit® 
Sompanie, It feemed vnto vs, that their whole lining fora great fpace was altogether vpon 
Muskles and Lympits; for there was not any thing el{e tobe had, except fome Deere which 
<tme out of the Mountaines downe to the freth Riuers to drinke. Thefe Spaniards which were’ 


e ere, were onely come to fortifie the Strai ts, to the end that no other Nation thould'hane pal - 


age through into the South Sea,fauing onel ly theirowne : but'as it appeared,it was not Gods! 
will f9:to haue it. For during the time that they were there; which was two" yeeres at the 
leatt, they could neuer haue any thing to growe, orin any wile profper. And on the otlier’ 
fide, the Indians oftentimes preyed vpon them, vntill their ViGtuals grew fo fhort, (their {tore’ 
being {pent which they had brought with them out of maelbideyS hauing no nieanes to renew 
30 the fame) that they died like Dogges in their Houfes,and in their Clothes, wherein we found 
them {till at our comming, vntill that in the end the Towne being wonderfully taynted with 
the fell and the fauour of the dead cople; the rett which remayned aliue were driven to bus 
rie ach ‘things as they had there in their Towne either for prouifion or for furniture, and {6 to 
forlake the Towne, and to goe along the Sea-fide, and feeke their Vidtials, to preferue them 
from fteruing, taking nothing with them,bue euéty man his Harquebuze and his furniture that 
was able to carry it (for fome were not alle to carry them for weakeneffe) and 1 Iiued for the 
fpaceofia yeere and more,with Rootes, Leaues,and fometimes a Fowle,which they might kill 
with their Peece, To conclude, they were determined to have tranelled towards the River 
of Plate, onely three and twentie ptrfons being left aliue, whereof two were ‘Women, which 
4© Were the remainder of foure hundred. In this place wee watred and wooded well and quiet! ly; 
Our Generall named this Towne, Port Famine : Tc ftandeth in 53. degrees by obferuation to 
the Southward, 

The fourcteenth day wee departed from this place, and ranne South Southweft, and from 
thence Southweft vnto Cape Froward, fiue Leagues Weft Southweft : Which Cape is the 
Southermoft part of all the Straits, and ftandeth in the latitude of 54. degrees. From which 
Cape wee ranne Weft and by North fiue Leagues, and put into a Bay or Coue on the South 
fide,which wee called Muskle-Cone, becaule there were great ftore of them:wee ridde therein 
fixe dayes, the Wind being ftill Wetterly. :

‘Thete is very good paftuteground in-this Hand;and withall many horfes, oxen,bullocks, 
theepe very fatand faire, great ftoreof goates which be very tame,andate vied continually to be 
milked. They-haue moreouer abundance of pigeons, turkeys, atid ducks of a maruellous bignefle.

they: had fight of Chili and La Mocha: ‘This Iland is low and broad to the North, full of rockes 
to the South. Ontherwentie fixth they fent out boats to traffique with the peoplesthe Gouer- 
nour and his fonne dined with the Admiral, and feemed gladto fee fach munition againft the 
Spaniards, as likewife did all the Chilefians at fight of their training and muftering, their Souldi= 
ers. They exchanged Hatchets, Corall, and the like; for great plenty of Sheep, of whichthey 
had two for one Hatchet, with greatautefie. But they brought allto the Boat, nor would fut— 
ferany to goe to their Houfes, icalous, itteemes, of their wiues. -One of thefe fheep was of legs; 
andnecké very long; hare-mouthed, and bunch-backed, which they wle for carriage and culeure 
TO as afles, They had many Hennes and other Fowles, On the twenty-feuenth we fet fayle, and 
‘wentic eighth came neere the fhore, hard by the Iiland of S, Afary, brokenand rockie. On the 
twenty ninth, wecame to harbour therein, A Spaniard came aboord them, hauing a pledge left 
forhim, But inuiting them-to a dinner on fhore, one of the boatsefpied a’ conuoy of Souldiers, 
tending tothat place where they fhould dine:wherupon they returned aboord;with the Spaniard 
prifoner, The nexe morning they went on fhore with three Enfignes. The Spaniards fet their 
Church on fire, and fled, In theskirmith two Hollanders were wounded, and foure Spaniards 
flaine. Their houlesbuilt of Reed, yeelded a goodly flame, They found {tore of Hennes, tooke 
fine hundred theepe, with other {poile, Here they vnderftood of three Ships which had departed 
thence in Aprillto feeke thefe Dutch Ships, furnithed with athoufand Spaniards, the Admirall 
ac having fortit Brafle Pieces, the reft proportionable. Wereupon the Dutch determined now ta 
feeke them, in the Ifle of Conception, aie after that in Ualparifa, and then on the fhore of Ari- 
64, The Spaniard alfo reported of the like preparation in Linsa, hauing Dutch Gunners. They 
hated certaine orders of Militarie difcipline, how each Ship; and each perfonhould. carry. 
himfelfein the fight, ifthey encountred the enemie, and todie rather then yeeld, 

Tune the firft, they {et fayle,and pafled noc farrefrom eAuroca,‘a Towne with fiue hundred 
Spaniards in Garrifon, continually affaulted by the Chilefans. On the third, they. approached 
the Ifle Owiriqueynaus, neere the Continent, and behind it came vp to the Towne of Conception, conception 1- 
whereiny befides many Indians, were two hundred Spaniards.

her witha Boate ful of men,and cabled che Vice-Admirall to dofthe like, The Admirals Boat mie 
ftaken.was by a Peece from the Hynt/man drowned one man alone efcaping.  Thenext morning 
fue thips.fent word tothe Admirall,tharthey would do their bef to efcape:but the Dutch Ade — 
mitall and Vice-Admirall fet vpon the Spanifh Admiralland Vice-Admirall, and entred ablou- 
die fight s;che e4o/e another Hollandfhip cameinalfo. The two Spanith thips were fattened 
togetherand gauegreateraduantage. Atlaitchey forfooke the Vice-Admirall, and leapt into 
the-Admirall, not finding therein aboue fiftie perfons aliue, as by their Confeffionsafter appet= 
red. Meane while they hung outa white flag of Peace, which was divers times plucked inby 0 
the Gentlemen, chufing rather todyethen yeeld, The Dutch preffing them, the Vice-Adml- 
rals men returnedagaine and renewed the fight, and the Dutch Vice-Admirall was in great per 
rill, the Spaniards ltaping into her out of their Admirall, but repelled or flaine, And the Sp 
nifh Admuall not further enduring fled, and, by benefit of night efcaped the purluit of the 
Dutch Admirall .if outof the fire into the water be an efeape. For fodhi was the fame that fhe 
went to vilit the Saint Frames, as alfo was faid of another of them called the Saint Afary. The 
Vice-Admirall and e42o/#s beftirred them fo with fierie Rhetorikes and yron Difputes, that che 
Spanith Vice-Admirall palt hope of efcaping fet vpa flag of Truce. TheDutch Vice-Admiral _ 
fent two Boats to bring the Commander’abord.But he refufed , faying,he would ftay thatnight 
except the Vice-Admurall himfelfe would fetch him : or fend fome Captaineto remaine i 
pledge, and rather defired death then difgrace. One of the e£o/w men in this while had take 
away their flag,and the Boats departed, ten or twelue ftaying aboord contrarie to command chat 
they might bee .fitft inthe {poile.

They were in great feare of vs, (although we fhewed them all the friendthip we could,) and y 
doubted that wee would take their Countrey from them, The King promiled vs that ie wet

The thirtieth day iuthe moming, the King {ent vs two little Hops for. nt: the 
day, the King of the other Hand came to fee a King of that Iand, sath se broughtlise 
teene Hogs,and three hundred men in his Companie, all of them hauing certaine greene heir 
hanging about their midles, whereof they make their drinkes When t ¢ King was neeré yt 
the other King, he began afarre off with ftrange Ceremonies and Reuerence te bow down his 
bodie, falling with his face vpon the ground, and praying with a great noyfe, and much zeale, * 
we thought. The other King went to meet him, andlikewife with a great noyfe and ftrange 8% 
ftures, vied him very reuerently, and after much adoe, they both role vp on their feete,and went r) 
and fate together vnder the Kings Belay, and there were affembled togetherat leaft nine panded 
men. When they went to fit downe they prayed againe , according to their manner, hag ie 4 
downe their heads, and bowing downe to the ground, holding their hands one in another,wi\ 
weadmired. Afternoone, Aris (lawfon being on thore, Pataki le Maire, Claus Tobnfor Banywee 
{ent for, whowentafhore, with foure Trumpets anda Dnimme, tothe two Kings, ¢

The fixteenth in the morning, we failed in with our Ship betweene both the Iflands, anda 
chored at nine fathome, where we had good lying, after noone our Boatand Shalop rowed to che 
lefler Liland, to fetch fome Cocos, and burnt two or three of the Indians houfes:: about. Evening 
oui'men came aboord againe, and brought fo many Cocos:nuts, that every: one of ys had: three 
nuts for his part. » Thofe peopleare cleane naked, their priuie members and all. 

The feuenteenth in the morning, therescame two or three Canoas towards our fhippe’,” and 7 
threw Cocos nuts into the water, making fignes to vs to fetch them, whereby, they foughtto be 
friends with vs. We made fignestothem tocome aboord, at la(ttaking better courage, they

1607. with the twotall Shippes, the A/cention and the Vaio, we weighed aie

Thefixth of May 16 0 8. hauing {pent fome daies in refrething our mente 
Maio, we dire&ted our ‘courfe for the pafling of the Equinoétiall, and fo fo r 
Cape of Bona Speranza South-eaft, and by South, and South South-eaft. TM 
Equinoétiall we paifed very fpeedily, and then you haue the generall wind, that bloweth cot 
tinually, between the Sorith-caft and South-eaft and by Eaft:: fo that the further you fayleto the 
South-watd, you fhall finde the wind to Eafter the more, as betweene the Equinottill and the 
Tropicke of Capricorne. The elenenth day of Tune, in the Latitude of fixe and twenty desig 
being vnder the Tropicke, we met with’a Cardcke that was bound for India 5 hername was 
Nane Palma. This Caracke was caft away afterward vpon the Coaft of Soffala, within 
leagues of Mofambike : che Captine of which {aid {hip came Paflenger home in the fame CH 
racke that T’came out of Jndia i1i,’béing“Admirall of the Fleece of foure £ ayle.

Thurlday, at foure in the morning, the Moone was eclipfed , and at one in the after-noon®:

Some to feech of any one of them. I wasinformed, that Aignell our Jureba(fi dealt doubly both 
Withithe Matter and my felfe: for Lfenthim along to be linguiftyand aii che Matter, and divers 
came co me; telling me, that he both {pake with our people, and gaue them counfell to ab- 
fent chemfelues. Once I did perceiue how the world went, and doubted the priuy conueyance 
9 of cur people, which was like toenfie, if this Bow Diw the Gouernour were not extraordina- 
“Aly deale withall: whereupon a Prefent was laid out, ; 
Afternoone, the Bon Dix pailed along the ftreet before out Engli/b houte on foot, hee being aco 
pompanied with the young King ( who gaue him the vpper hand ) with aboue five hundred tol- 
Wers after them.

The thirtieth of September, the Ambaffadour had audience with the Gouernour of. pink com 
cerning all his bufinefle , vnto whom he fhewed the King of Perjians Firma, as alfo the King 
Spaines Palle, thinking thereby to fitis fie and refolue the icalous doubts of the Portngals 
ger there, (whoreported, ypon intelligence from Ormus 5 that Don Roberto Sherley was onl 
forch of England with three fhippes into the Jndies of purpofe to fteale) but they peremp! 
denyed credence toany Writing hee fhewed them, faying, it was neither their Kings hrandsO® 2 
Seale. For if it were, they could not be ignorant thereof, confidering they knew it Jo we! Hi: 
further faid, it was counterfeit. Whereat the Ambafladour was much moued to impatience ile: 
replyed againe vnto them,faying,that.t was meere folly to fhew them any Kings hand of s oft 
for they had no King, and therefore could notknow it. And that they were a watte Natit 
ly fubdued, and brought vnder fubiestion perforce by the King of Spaine, and were feruil on

And in our way we met with a Portugal Frigatbound for Orme, which I faw Wo 
newes of our fhips being there : becaule none of their fhips (which were daily ex} eGted) 
come till we were gone. This Frigat came clofe by out fhippe, and tooke view of hers ni 

ted: Now when we were landed, there came three crfoure Portugals vito vs» O° ine 
we had brought any goods afhoare,and fuch like qaeftions : to whom wee madenot Yeasts 
king thew that we vnderftood them not, becaufe we might ynderftand them for our 440 60 
if occafionferued. Then therecame another Portugall (who {pake the Datch Tongte, ie ei 
fe&tly) telling me many things concerning the peopleand Countrey, all tending to di igeae Not 
an idle and frinolous manner : thinking thereby to diflwade vs from defiring Trade h “othe 
long after, the Officers of the Guftome-houfé came and conduéted ys yp to the Caftle,w’ 


Gouernourdwel, who we thought would haue Jpoken with ys thaemight,bur did AO" jc

CH Ap.10,§,3..° of the Portugals to binder the Englifh Trade, 


it was fo late : yet the Officers (being for the moft part Banians; and {pake good Portugufe ) feat 
ched euery part about vs for money, not leauing fo much as our {hooes vnfearched. Whuch being 
doné,and peceiuing vs to take it firangely,they prayed vs to be contented, for it was the order of 
that place. To which I anfwered, thatalthough the Portygalsmight giue them caufe to ordaine 
fo bad a fathion , yet Englifh Merchants didnot, Meazle like; lide money in their fhooes : but 
hotwithitanding, we were therewith contented. Then the Gouernours Seruants came to vs, 
©xcufing it likewile, faying, that he was difpleated thereat. And fo'they brought a great light, 
and diredted vs from the Caftle, vnto the honfe where Sir Robert Sherley ; the Perfian Amballa- 
1o dourdid lodge’: to whom wee found our felues very welcome, and lodged’ there all the time of 
Our abode in Dil, expence free. The Portugals {ecing vs landed ; and heating thar wee were to 
treate with the Gouernour about the fetling of Trade there, did nothing all this time but (like 
enuious and lying Malignants) {pread clamorous and fcandalous {peeches, in difgrace of our King, 
ation, and Countrey: reporting, that we were theeues,and not Merchandizers, but liued'chief= 
ly by robbing ofother Nations on the Seas, : 

The thitd of OGoberin the moming, the Gouernourfene the Ambaflador word, thatin the 
‘afternoon he would haue {peach witltws. In the meane while, wee had intelligence that the 
Portugalls were | abattgall they could witlyhim,and others, to prevent our intertainement: 
both by offering him gratifications if he would refule vs, and by threatning to be gone, ifhe did 
Teceiue vs,alledging as before, that they Would not trade where theeuesdid trade,Neuerchelefle, 

0 according to our expectations , the Gouernour fentfor vs ; and withall commanded foure great 
horfes gallantly trapped,to be brought vnto the Embafladours hoult, for his Lord{hip,Siv'7/ 
Powell, Matter Salbancke, and my felfe; alf> a certaine company of his{eruants, to conduét vs ‘to 
the Caftle: alo all the Embafladours followers wentwith him,each of them carrying an Halberc

r us werode through fome ie Citic, wheret! i people in eur reetcame floc 
ing to fee vs, they Hee of | ieee heard talke of Englifhmen, but bene: fad feene any before 
NOW: for we were the firléthat euer came into that part of the Countrey, When we came cothe 
le, we were receiued very orderly, and direéted pce fome {pacious roomes, (where foul- 
,. diours were ftanding omeach fide as we wentin rankes, cloathed all in whitelinnen from head 
30 to foot) vp co.an high Turret, wherein the Gouernour, and fome other were fet: wlto at out n= 
trance arote, and faluted vs, bidding vs kindly welcome.Then we all fate downe togecher round 
¥pon the Carpets, which were {pread vpon the floare according to their fafhion. Then the Go- 
Uernour againe faid we were very welcome,and that he was glad to fee Englihmen in thofe, parts; 
and proceeded to further talke concerning our bufineffe, and told vs (whereas wee defired trade ) 
the Portugals would not confent that we thould driueany trade,or haue to doe where they were; 
threatning to be gone ifhe did entertaine vs. Notwithitanding, ifhe could be aflured of a greater 
enefit to arife by our trade then by theirs, he would not care if they did forfake him : for hee 
did well affeét our Nation, But in the meane time, he hauing farmed the cuftomes of chat Port 
‘om the King, vnto whom he ftood bound for the payment.of certaine fimmes of money yeer- 
ly for the fame, whether it came in or not: it behooued him carefully, tobe circumfpeét in orde- 
fie thofebufineifes, whereby to auoid the Kings Highnefle difplealure; which vnhappily mighe 
fall oat to his veter overthrow and vndoing. 
: And then he began to tell vs further,that theeuftome of the Portugalls trade, together with 
their ™eanes in lecting out their hips to Guzerates and Baxians,amounted ynto a Leck of Rupias 
Yeerely, which is tenne thouland pound fterling. Then he demaunded of vs, what forts of Com= 
ities we had now brought, and the quantities of each; alfo what ftore of money ¢ All which 
Weanfwered him, alittle more or lefle, and withall told him,that although now we brought but 
quantities, yet wee could furnith that Portat our next returne, with any Commodities 
5 Whatlouer the Portucalls did bring; and fuch a quantitic of each, as we fhould perceiue requifite 
fitting to be vented there. Of this heliked well, and asked in what time we could returne 
from, our Countrey thither againe + We anfwered him, inabout twenty two monetlis, So hee 
con, chided, faying, That in regard of our {mall ftocke, the Portugals would both laugh at him,and 
ty VS, if we fhould be entertained now. Wherefore, he withed vs todeferreit vntill cur next coma 
Ming, and in the meane time he would giue vs writing, vader his hand and feale, thereby to afi 
, fare ys of entertainement at our next comming, conditionally, that we come prouided as afore. 
and we to leaue him another writing, toaflure him that our thip fhould not moleft any of 
the King of Mogors ships, goods, nor. fabie&ts; which weagreed vntoi: withall requefting him, 
that although hee would notreceiue vs whereby to eftablith a trade now; yet that he would pers 
Mit vs to make fale of thofe goods we now had: which inno wifehewould grant, for feare of 
ending the Portugalls, alleadging asbefore. Then we delired him that weemight haue water, 
and other refrefhing for our money, and we would depart fo foone as we could, For this he faid, 
that fo fooneas we dlid fend him our writing aforelaid, he would both fend vsanother, and giue 
‘ Order to his Officers for the fame: bur he would not haue the Portagalls to know thereof. So we 
fecing no remedie, demanded ofhim what forts of commodties he would haue vs bring shisha 
al 
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alfo what Commodities that countrey did affoord: who anfwered. thefe, viz, 

Broad cloath of diuers prices, and Jig ht colours, as Stammels, Reds, Greenes,and Sky-colourss 
and Aniles, Blewes, and Azures, &c, Elephanes teeth, Irons Tinne, Lead, Steele, Spices,Mony-

Then wee tooke our leaues of him and parted, returning to the Embafladours. houfe again 
wherel framed a Letter, and fent him according to out promife, figned by M, Salbarcke, and mY 
felfes and receiued another from him likewife, which was im the Perfian Janguage, much like the yo 
Hebrowe Letter backward: the Engh/b whercof was interpreted to .vs:by the Ambafadouty 4 
followeth, viz, H 


Hereas here arrinted at this Port of Diul, in the Kingdeme of Niugore, one English (hip cA!” 
Wi: the Expedition, whereof is Captaine Chri Page web ir Merchants Lofeph Sale 
bancke and Walter Peyton, so /arid Don Robert Sherley, tbe King of Perfians Embaffadorswhe de- 
JSired grant of trade in this Port( being under my gouernment) which willingly 1 wonld bane gr 
onely for preimdiciall inconueniences infuing: for they broughenot merchandixe fisting in quantitie0 beg 
fueb trade: neither the Portugals by whofe trade at prefent I reape benefit, wowld confent thereto thre” 
ning t0 bee gone if J didreceinethe Englith Nation, : So that thereby, 1fhoutd hance beene left defttit 20 
of all trade, whereof thofe ares Money dee arife yeerly, which Lam bound topay unto the King 
Maieftie: and im le therein , I, ne ee fe difpleafiore , to my wetter 
throwand undoing. Yet notivith/tanding, for she lone Lowe unto the King of Pextia, by whofe Ei 


\ dour Lamyvequefted, andthe affettion 1 beare unto the Englith Nation; together with the fairb full 


msauce of their writings, left with me unddtbeir hands and feales, of the two Merchants aferefaid,( sobied 

4% nat to mnolefh or medale with any ofthe [aid Kings [hrppes, goods nor fubietks, in the time of this thei" 
Voyage, in the fhippe aforefaid -) 1 hane ginen them this writing under mine owne hand and feale * 
promifing the Englith Nation ( shat if they willcome like themfelues 5 fo fitted that I may aduantdge 

Selle mare by them, hen hy the Porcugals) infallible affierance of intertaincment to trade, with [uch ‘ 
nable grant of Priniledges as we fiall agree upon. Dated in Diul the shird day of Oftoher, Anno 1613" 30

The fourth of Ostober, we receiued the writing from the Gouernout, together with onter 
his Officers for our wacering and refiefhing : and then wee haftened to returne aboord 
fhip againe. Anda little before our departure, the Ambafladour fell into difcourfe with vaabort 
the procuring of a Firma trom the King of Magore : and withall, wifhed"Matter Salbanck 0 
along with him for Agra (which is the chiefe place where the great Afogoll keepeth his COU’ 
and he would warrant vs, that lie would procure the fame in very thort time! efpecially ae 9 
this fo fit an opportunitie offered, both in regard of his bufinefle with the Afogoll, as alfo et 
willingnefle oe Arsh Manewardus, to entertame vsat this Port : which opportunitie bee 
flip, we fhould neuer obtaine the like ; his Lord(hip protefting and vowing to doe his belt ¢? s 
uour therein, and thew himfelfe a true hearted Engis{hman towards his Countrey, howloeuet 
Company of Merchants Che faid) did conceit him. And further,that Mater Salbanck grouldbe 
an eye-witnefle of his conflant and faithfull proceeding therein, todée the Merchants ate 
obtaining the faid Firma? not only for Dinl, but alfo for any other part'in the Mogolls omit in 
ong : and alfo thould bring it for England ouer-land himfelfe, All which being grou! (et 
fome reaton, and Malter Salbarck hauing ‘been in thofe parts before, hee was willin tow To 
take: Prouided, he might haue the confent of the Captaine, myfelfe, and others int! sabes 0 
which purpofes, the Ambafladour writ a letter to the iptaine,perfivading his confent theretty/ 5 
and fentit aboord by vs. fide t0 

So we parted from Diw/ this day inthe after-noone, and when we came to the Riuers4 eee 
take Boat, there flocked about vs many of the Countrey people : alfo there came downe f° 
bout zdozen of the enuious Portupals, who began to talke with vs in’ Dutch, as before, 4! fine 
ding of vs many frivolous queftions : which, when Thad anfwered, I fj pake in their owne chat 
guage, (becaute the Banians which were there prefent, might ynderftand ) and told them 
they were a fhamelelfe and lying peoplejin Because of fo many deuifed {eandals, and flan’ and 
reports of our Nation 5 vnto whom they knew themfelues much inferiour in many retells 
that they did it only in malitious policie, becaule they would not haue vs to trade im the I mpalle 60 
wellas they. Alfo I told them, | if they did not containe themfelues within the COMF pe 
of better peace, reforming themfelues hereafter, both in their fayings and doings, the Thea 
all rooted out of the /ndies, anda more honeftand Royall Nation placed in their room(s: jes too 
one of the chiefeft of them fingléd out himfelfe, and anfwered thus: That they had Sees not 
many already, and therefore they defiredno more. And as for feandalous fpeeches SY "yoy

deny, being vrged thereunto ; for not long pal, off from Swrat; they hada fhip taken by Engh 
men, as they {uppofed : to which I anfwered them, thacit might bee rather the Hollanders. So 
they concluded, in the end very plyant and fociable, withing thac we might trade in all parts of 
the Undies with them, afd they withvs, like neighbours and friends; and that there were fome 
Agreement made betwixtonr King and theirs, for the bringing to pafle thereof, Thus they taking 
) ir leaues of vs in very kind manner, we parted. _ 
©The fixt, we arriued aboord our {hip againe, where:it was agreed vponj that Maftet Salbanck, 
fhould goe, as aforefaidy with the Amballadour for Agra: Wherefore he fitted himfelfe, thinking 
I to hane'gone afhoare'the next day ; and in'the meane time, the Captainefent the Purfer and his 
‘Man to buy freth vietualls, and prouifion for the Sea: whio, when-they came to the Citie; were 
by the Goucrnour prefently turnted backe againe as they went ; and expreffe command by Prot 
clamation, vpon paihe of death, the Country people fhould bring 0 more Exgé/ men afhoare, 
Thefe {adden ani frangealtetacions made vs much to maruell; for wee could neuer know the 
Certaincie whereupon irgrew, or what fhould be the canfe. 
© Allthetimeof ourbeing heere at Sizde, we could never vnderftand of any trade fetled ar Su- 
rar: forifwe hadwe might haue takeu other Courfes. The Ambaffador had aboue feuen moneths 
Tourney, (ftom Rane te ee in ‘Perfia) by Caravan; or if he procured 'to trauell otherwife; 
en it isone monethlefle. > 4 : : : 
P Theninth, we fet failefrom hence, direéting our courfe, with Gods leaue, for Sumatra. 
20 | The twentieth of Nouember, we came to aranchor in the Roade of Prixman,where we went 
: AInbetwixe the two Northermott little Hands, and anchored clofe by the Northermoft of theth 
Oth in fine fathome water. And in the meane time wee beat the price of Pepper at Priaman, 
tid brought it trom twoand twentie Rialls, cofeuenteene Rialls a Bahar, firft peny : at which 
‘We bought two Bahars, which were brongheaboord our (hip.But the Goucrnour,although 
‘We had prefented him with a piece, would not tuffer vs to take houfe, nor to bay any Pepper 
afhoare, ynlefle wee would beftow fome twentic Prefents vpon the Officers and Merchants 
ere, > aktp ite 3 - 
The twoand twentieth, We receiued a letter from Captaine Chriffen, out of the Hoflander at 
: , earnelily withing Vs tocome to Tecod with our {lip, fo foowe as we could, and wee fhould 
30 nor file to lade fo much Pepper as we determined, and chat in fhort time. And becaufe we were 
Dot well acquainted with this place; Captaine Chriften fent one of-his Mafters Mates, named 
| Richard’ Hall,'to Pilot vs into the Roade, by realon of many dangerous fhoalds that lye a- 
i bout Tecoo. : 

— The eightand twentieth,we came toan anchor in Teco Road, in foute fathom watet, where 
Richard Hall revurned aboord the Hofiander, and being troubled with the Fluxe, dyed the fame 
hight. Now we being come to Tecvo,found all things contrary to our expeétation. For,whereas 
before our comming hither, the Counttey people chee their Pepper to Captaine Chriffen after 

?welue and thirtcene Rialls a Bahar, in trucke of Surat commodities ; they now demanded two 

= hd twentie Rials ready money, refilfmg to trucke With him at all for commodities. Alfo, heere 
demanded a8 many prefents; a5 they of Priaman; befides leuentie two Rials of place for 
@Nchorage, So that we were now wore to pafle then before and time not permitting vs to make 
dclay, we grew into fhort termes with them : and told them, that although wee did not buy a 
Cattee of Pepper there, wee would not agree, nor yeeld vnto their vnteafonable demands, And 
Withall; 1 framed alletter, as trom the Captaine, by him firmed and conligned to the chicfe Go- 
, Uernour, thewing him that the did not vie our Nation fo well, as we did expeét at their hands, 
oth in tegard of their vniuft lemanding of prefents; (which we did not viually giue by com- 

Pullion, but either for affeetion ordeféruing) and alfo their vnreafonable delaying the perfor- 

| ‘ Mance of their promifes, falling out tobe fo vncertaine, that wee could not account them to bee 
+ Matchant-lilke dealings. For our (hips haue ftayed there diuers times;three,foure or fiuemoneths, 

. so only depending vpon their pofting promifés, to haue cheit full lading ; which might haue beene 
38 Well difpatched inone moneth, with that {mall quantitie of Pepper which they had, This 
“tter was Englifbed by the Hofianders Linguift (named Jeby, an Indiaz, who {pake the language 

Very well) vnto the chiefe Gouernour : who herhupen Bae protege order, that wee might buy 

. . ©Pper of any man that would fell, And withall fent a meflengeraboord our (hip, to with one 
Vs to come afhoare, and it fhould be weighed there. But we doubting their delayes, accepied 

. Hot thereof’ and therefore fent him word againe, that wee could fiot ftay fo long, as to weigh it 
poate tif they would bring itaboord and weigh it,we would giue them eighteene Rialsa Ba- 
ar for their Pépper, and two Rials vpon each Bahar, for the cuftome and Gouernour; being iuft 
a yrentie Rials, conditionally they would bring itaboord ; otherwife we would not flay.So they 
ingring {omewhat long before they came, we fet faile, making thew to depart : which the Go. 

| Uernour perceiuing, forthwith fent another meflenger (who {pake the Portugmif@ language indif- 
“tently well) ¢o entreate vs to come to an anchor againe, Saal wee fhould haue as much Pepper 

1 Fought aboord immediatly as we would lade:which we did,and they cameas faft with Prawes 

ung of Pepper, as conveniently we could weigh it: and fo continued for the fj pace of three or 
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foure dayes, till they had brought about fome two hundred Bahars;and then began to flack sheir 
bringing. Which we petceiuing, and fearing to {pend oner-much time heere (let we fhould lofe 
the {afons of the Monfons) we departed for Batam, erty 
December8. The eightof December, we fet Jaile from-Tecoe, where weleft three of our men inthe: He fie 
ander, their necelfitie fo requiring: In our courfe to Baxtam, for themoft part, we failed within 
fight of Sumatra. phiew . 
The fixteenth, at our entrance into the Straights of Swda, being the fixteenth of this pre- 
fent, we met with the Dragon bound homeward, by whom we writ home: 4 
They arrite in.

= be Pate whole letters, and the delivery of foure chefts, the Captaine caft anchor againe. Allo wef 
Tanna, him two of our men, namely, CMortamer Prittie Yonker, and Thomas Valens, one of our Cal 
enters Mates whereof they flood much in.need ; for they had not one Carpenter left aliue-T) 
having alfo difpatched thefe bufineffes with the (Yoawe, we fet faile once againe for England, 0%

twentie minutes North latitude; Hereabouts many of our men began to fall ficke, fome of ; 
Scuruie and fwelling in their legges. The tenth of Iuly, we came to an anchor in the Downes

_ The nine and twentieth,] {ent George Downeton on Jand to obférue both the latitude and variad 
tion of this place, in regard of the great difference in our variations wee had found betweene 
tay former Voyage in the Pepper-(orne, and this prefent Voyage : the latitude he found was thir- 
Ue foure: degrees,andno odde minutes, and the variation one degree and fortie fiue minutes by an 

imuth, being Welterly variation, whereas for the moft partall formerly haue made Ealterly 
Variation. This night wee diffolued our Tents and brougheall our things aboord, and made readie 
Sur thip apainft the next day to depart, which we did accordingly. 
he fixe of Augutt,we came toan anchor in the Bay of Saint Avguftine , in Saint Lasrence 
land. But on fight of our comming the Inhabitants abandoned the place , that wee could haué 
Ro fpeech with them: we cut Straight Timber fordiuers vies. Andaiterwards wee got fomere~ 
cthing of them, On the twelfth, we fetfailes 
ninth of September,wee anchored in the Bay of De/ifa in Socorora. The next day wee 
Went on fhore to faluce the King, who was readie with his troupe to give me entertainment, and 
told Me of the Warres at prefenc in India, the Mogoll and Kings of Decanie ioyning to roote the 
Portugals out ofthe Countrey. The reafon whereof was , their taking of a fhippe which came 
om Zedda in the Red Sea, Wherein was three millions of Treafure, Héealfo informed mee of

thew my fee fonible of ehe dangers approaching; yea, euzras I couldbefolitary OF4#°° Wes; 
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thers; very earneftly crauing aide and affiftance from the Lord of hofts, and from, that mightie 
and mereifull God, who hath manifold wayes formerly deliuered me; ofteh I fay defiring his 
aiettie fo to guideand direétme, that I might omit nothing which might tend to the fafety of 

ny owne charge, nor the danger of the enemy: and that God would grant my requeft, I hada 
tong confidences and the fame againe often queld by the affembly of my manifold and gricuous 
Offerices,and but for Gods merciglufficient to drowne the world; wheteby forced afreth by pray- 

£ to piercethe Keauens, and flie vnto God fot aide againft both itiward and outward affaults. Ifo 
Felolued by Godsafliftance what to doe, if my afiitants the Mafters of the Ships would yeeld 
thereunto; knowing if we fhould receiue a foile riding at our anchot; our difgrace will be greater, 

to and’our enemies litcle abathed: but in moouing,1 mightmooue the Vice-roy in greedineffe and 


Pride, to doehimfelfe wrong againft the fands; hoping that that might bee an occafion whereby 
might draw him to fhorten his owne forces, and fo might open the way for our getting out 
eee thereit : which would rather haue been for a necelfitie, then any wa: hopefull : for ar 
efent our goods on the way, and daily by fome and fome expeéted to come hither, andif once 
$otten one, vnlefle it had pleafed God tomake vs conquerours, and driue the Vice-toy cleane a~ 
Way, I could not returne into my place, where onely (and no where elf) I could take in my I~ 
ding: 1 efteeming the Vice-roy toliold his honour in fo high regard , that he muuft haue been dead 
before he would haue giuen way.

Euerbefore my people came to fight, they are firlt tired 3 Or 
49 halfe fpent with the labour of the thip, as heauing at Capftaine, and getting vp our anchors, fer 
ting of failes, and other labours, which greatly quells their courages, making them in hor Coun- 

re th Weary and faint; and then of neceffitie muft become fouldiouts: whereas the Vice-roy. 

his fouldiours come freth to fight,beeing troubled with nolabour, which is done by flaues and in- 
lour fea-people, which are neuer accompted companions of Séuldiours. Second ifthe Vice~ 

toy loofe many men in his (hips, he may betipplyedaguine out of his frefh fapplyes,to be fetche 

mM theirneereft townes by their Frigats, whereas we could not haue one man fupplyed , how

. This prefent Thurlday atnighe, Thauig no Merchants at all aboord, but all employed in the 
Ountrey ( belides thole with Matter E/kington at the houfe at Swrat) I fene for all my Mafters 

30 to fipper, with fome mates, where (as the time ferued) Ibegan Speech of our apretert bufineffe, 
’ defining euery man to fpeake freely, how he thoughtbeft for vs to worke, confi lering fo the pre~ 
font tiraight we emed co be in; alleadging my confidence to be (for all the bragging of thele 
Portugals abounding in force ) that God would not fuffer their iniurious attempts vpon vs, that 
haue been tendernot to wrong them inthe Eaft, I haue had alfo aiealous conceit Carried ouer 
meeby the Wabob, and principals of the Countrey,as ‘though Thad been confederate with the 
Portygals, for that I did not fhoot at the faucy-gouerned bragging Frigats. I found all the Ma- 

: fters co my hearts defire, willing and traGtable co whatfoeuer I fhould with ; and had fome fewe 
Peeetes about our provident mooring, as alfo of the remoouing fomewhat lower downe, But ere 
4 fh; g, Let chem know my conceit, defiring their frée opinion therein: which was, that now our 


PS were as fit for fight as we could make them, and out danger by night if we rode ftill(worke 
Heuer fo prouidently ) ro preuent is not finall; therefore I thought fittelt inthe morning at low

Molineux with the Hope, t0 
Hebets the Enemieto fome attempt, when the tide thallbe vp; which beeing done, vpon the 
abou Wealfo with the other thteethips ftooil after her.T he Vice-roy and all the worthy Knights 
the it him, fuppofed Ihad been fying, haftened alfo as the ftreame would permit them, towards 
a €ntrance to ftop my comming forth; but contrariwife we all anchored {hort of the Hope, not 

Co Mtogether of purpofe to leaue her deftitute of our helpe , but rather doubting of depth for our 
cat (fo farre downe) toride at low water. I was no fooner at anchor ; andgonedowneto my 
fe bin, and fet downe to write, to give my friends and Merchants afhoare notice of my purpo- 
pas tefolution, how{oeuer it might Pleafe God to difpofe ofme; and that they might know it 
no rafhnefle, but in good difcretion to tend vpon my beftaduantages to preiudice my ene-

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mies;but prefencly I had notice,that three hips with moft of the Frigats were before the winds 
running ftem-long aboord the Hope, and the Gallions after them, 40 farre as the fands gaue leat 
We aflayed to weigh our anchor, but time not permitting, wee cut Cable, and fet faile for the 
Hopes vetcue, but the Enemies fhips were aboord her, and entred their men before we came 
ciently neere thems their men being entred with great fhew of refolution, but had no quiet abode 
there, neither could reftin their owne fhips,nor make them loofe from the Hope,for our great al 
fmall fhot; fothat when the principall were kild, the reft in great number, tor quietneffe fakes 
leapt into the Sea, where their Frigats tooke many of them yp. But firtt of purpofe to haue ba 
the Hope with them, they made preparation to fire their owne fhips,which was well perform 10 
without harme to the Hope, (praifed be the Lord of heauen) for fo foone as the fire was wel 

Ted, the fhips of fire were let loofe, and droue a ground on thefands, where the byrne til 
flowing water came and quencht them; whiles day light lafted, we continued c! nging, of {hot 
indall our fhips with the Gallions, they being on the out-fide ofa {pit of fand, and we on ae 
fides by which they did little harme to our Hulles, but to oar ropesand failes ouer head. In thi 
confliét befides them which were wounded, we loft fiue men,by great mifchance the Hopes mala 
top, top-faile, top-maft, and fhrouds came a fire, and burnt away, witha great partof them! x 
matt, by the fire-works that were in the faid top, the man being flaine that had the charge there 
of. This mifhap kept vs from going forth into deepe water to try our fortunes with the i é 
roy, but were put to our thifts, nor knowing how, or by what meanes to get the fi id Mal 0 


cured. 
The oneand twentieth, I fencto weigh the anchor we had cut the day before, The ewoand 
twentieth, I vnderftood thatmany great men, with fiueor fixe hundred horfe, and a Paring 
Father came downeto ia to fend on the morrow the Father with three or foure rinse 
Moores, to conclude a peace betwixt them: and the Nabob {ent me word that he fongheno 
thing , and’ was refolued to make none, but wherein we (hould be included. Healfo granted ™ 
what Timber we fhould want, which we made vie of.. Likewife we were promifed prow

Theeight and twentieth, the Wabob {ent to the Vice-roy great ftore of prouifion Goats, BT 4?

‘The one and thi@ieth in the morning, we recciued aboord from Cambaya Aiftic bales I ts 
theafternoone came Cogearfon Allee aboord, wlio prefented me with ditiers things; vie Oe 
great ftore of Bread, Rott-meat, Plantans, and Sugar, &c. With him came an old acqual™ 
of mine, a Perfian, he reported ynto me that there is newes come from Damon, that the £% and 
catried thither three hundred and fiftie men to be buried,and that this newes is moft ¢ des 
by out eftimate, there cannot be leife then an hundred more kildand burnt in their {hip Jy here 
thofe drowned, which the tide did caft vpathoare, They alfo related to me, thar not © 4 
in India they found oppofition, but allo the Perfrans againft Ormus, and the Malays #6 8 conclu # 
are in armes againft the Portugads: and whereas there had been fj pecch of a peace to bee fant 
ded betweene the Viceroy and Mocrib Can, he wiht me to allure my felfe it was broke?

packs white Baftas, feuen packs blacke Baltas, fixe packs Cotton-yarne, foure packs 

to blue Baftas,three packs Caudikens,one pack Crecany,al which were piefently tetcht 
aboord: this day alfo the Vice-royes fupplyes camein fight, which were two thips of 

burthen, two Iunkes, and eight ortenne of the Countrey Boates. The Nabobfent Lacandas to 
me me, that thefe fupplyes were not for warre,but fild full of combuftible matter to fire,and 

4 foto be let driue with the tyde vpon our fhips inthe night; which aduife Iwas glad to ynder- 
id, and addrefled my felfealfo to preuent that,and all other theirattempts with {maller thips, 

¢ Spring now neere the higheft, and fittelt for their aflaults, which euery tide lexpeéted: and 
tothew thatI wasin areadinefle to intertaine them, as alfo how little I cared for them ( hauing 

all the time formetly ridden without the like)T purpofed and performed the fecting and cleering, 

2 Surwarch, Morning and Euening, with a Volley of thot from euery fhip, and thebeft Peece in 
my thippe directed to the Prow of tie Vice-roy, which I did to daunt the courage of them hee 
muft employ, and to try histemper, whether it would make him angry or no: and J {till thinke 
pe roonss to goodend, Te pleafed God this day at night, when had featt leafure to mourne, to 

to his mercie my onely Son George Downton,who early the next morning was buried afhoare, 

be 7 Volleyes aforefaid appointed to try the temper of thie Vice-roy, {erued allo to honour his 


. This morning alfo came to meon (Mona Attalea Malabar Captaine, (with his troopeatten- 
ing tovifit me, exxpeting fome bufineffe this day by the Portugals to be attempted; whom I ine 
tertained with all kind re! spat by conference made the beft vie of his company that I might; 
by drawing from him the defcription of the principall Ports and Harbours in his Countrey, and 

Manifefting the defire I had to be acquainted with him, and to intertaine loue, league, and fami- 

Tiaricie beeween the Exgh/> and them, witha mutuall trade and traffique one with another : the 

Which with greatdefire he feemed to imbrace, willing me'to giue him fome Letters of my hand, 

fortheir thips tocarry tofhew tomy Country-men, wherefocuer they fhould meet them:which 

Adeliuered, as alfoa Letter for him to mooue their King for the kind vlage of our Nation,when- 

foeuer any of our thips fhould arrive in any of his Harbours,and {0 after leaue taken, he departed, 

Uprefenting him with a Sword blade, and three or foure kniues. The Mafter of the Hope com 

Baived; that belides thoft prefently kild, hehad many hurt, bruifed jand difibled for teruice : 

eerie Lent him forfipply, three men from the Gift, foure from the Hettor, and foure from 

the Solomon. . 

4 The fitch, I receiued letters from M Aldworth ftom Baroch, who writes of their arriuall there, 
and that the day before,nine Courles from Baroch, they were fet vpon by two hundred theeues, 
Rafhpooses, yids Pikes,{mall (hot,and Bowes and Arrowes ; and skirmifhing alittle while with

So aatgereand Portugall together a long time) they entreated leaue to fee and artake in the fight : 

Who fe Ccing no attempt that day given, ftayed aboord all night; and the Rafpoofe {ecitis the back - 

Watdneffe of the enemy, went the next day afhoare: but the other defirous to fee the illue there- 

ba flayed two or three dayes longer aboord; and then feeing nothing would bee done by the 
lemre, he departed. te ‘ 

The eae the fore-noone, we receiued more Indico aboord. ‘Inthe after-nooneall the Fri- 

, with the two Tunckes and two Gallyes, came driuing vp with the food, making thew of 

fome attempeat the inflant, either by fire, (which moft doubted) or otherwife: whereupon 

We all weighed togoe nearer to them, whonb fooner perceiued it, but they altogether made a- 

vay as fat as they might, and we came to an anchor not farre from our former place. This gee 

& Vice was nothing but'tomake vs think that thofé Fire-boats (hould come from the Northwatds, 

thar Wemight not miftruft their comming from the Northwards : and therefore the next da 

cunttnight, they affembled both Tanckes, Frigats,and Gallyes all together,a little without the 
nds, ‘to take away all fulpition of the North from vs : which I well perceiued,and did alwayes 
Tlolue, that that Way was the place of moftdanger for vs: And therefore gaue a {peciall charse 
F gooil looking out both wayes, but chiefely that way : which accordingly fell out; for thata 
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little wighin night we did difcerne them (betweenevs and a great light to the Weltward, ypom 
the Iland of Gago) creeping to the Northwards) vpon the flood, and then vpon the laft quarter 
ebbe,about ten of the clock in the dark of the night,before the rifing of the Moone, there came 
driuing downe two Fire-boats, being towed by Frigats, whom we difcouered before they came 
neate vs, and plyed at them both with our Ordnance and {inal thot, whereby wee beat off the 
Frigats that cowed them, who durit aduenture no further with them, but curned them off, who 
came driuing withthe tidea prettie diftance from the other. The firft droue cleere of the Gift, 
Heétor and Salomow,and came thwart the Hopes Haule, and prefently blew vp, and with the 
blow much of their vngratious ftuffe : but (bleffed be God) tonoharme to the ret ely

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cutting her Cable, fhee cleared her felfe. Thelatter came likewile vpon the quarter of the Ho 
and then flamed vp, but did no harme,driuing downe the ebbe,and came foule of vs againe on 
flood, the abundance of fewell continually burning, which our peoplein our Boats towed a 
fhoare, and the former funcke downe neare vs by day-light. This day Ireceined a letterfrom 
Malter A/dworth, who writes of the receit of a letter from Thomas Kerridge, fpecifying that Ne 
cholas Whittington is diftraéted, and out of his right fences,and that he writeth fomewhat doubt 
fully of Richard Stecle.

In December, Ianuary and February, the South South-eaft winds ate there very furious, from 
thé new Moone to thetul.

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Tanke which was a building, accompanied withaboutfiftiemen, his apparrell was a Mantle of 
blae and red linen, wrapt about him to his knees, his legges and feet bare,on his heat! a clofe 
Cap of checker worke, the Interpreters were certaine Adagadoxians, that {pake Arabique and 
broken Portuguife. Captain Newport prelenting him witha Peece and a Sword blade trom Capt. 
Keeling, receiueda welcome,and commanded toure Bullocks to be retutned in requitall, and with 
grauicieenough intertained them, giuing free libertie to buy and ll, and fignifying fo much by a 
‘Meflenger to the Inhabitants round about, and promifed to fend downe his owne Cattell ; but 
; profe(tel he had no power to compel or make price for others, burleft the trade open to euery 
To mans will. He fent for Coco Nuts to giue the Company, himfelfe chewing Bittle, and lime of 
Burnt Oytter-Hels with a kernell ofa Nut called Arracca, like anakorne, it bités in the mouth} . 
auoids rheume,cooles the head, trengthens the teeth, and is all their Phifick:it makes one ynufed 
to it giddie, and makesa mans {pittle red,and in time colours the teeth, which is efteemed 4 beau 
tie: this is vfed by all menhourely. From the Gouernour they were led toa Carpenters houle, a 
chiefe man of that towne ; the houfe built oflimeand ftone, plailtered with mortar or white 
lime, low and little Rooft,with Rafters of wood couered with leaues, the out-fides walled with 
Canes: they are kept cleanely, and their poore houthold-ftuffe {till neate, their Gardens paled 
with Canes, inclofing fome Tobacco, and Plantan trees. For Dinner,a boord was {et vpon Tref= 
félg couered witha fine new Mat, benches of ftone about it likewife couered, on which they face 
firlt water was brought to euery man ina Coco-thell poured out into a wooden platter, and ins 
a ftead ofa Towell, the rinds of Cocos. Then was fet boyld Rice, and roafted Plantans vpon the 
Rice, quarters of Hennes, and pieces of Goat broild. After grace faid, they fell to their meaty 
wich bread made of Cufcus beaten, and mingled withhoney, and fo fryed,and Palmet wine, and 
Coco milke for drinke. Pfent a Gentleman and my Chaplin to fee the Su/san himfelfe, who lives 
three miles vp in the land from Famboue che towne of the Gouernour, but they found him by 
chance there: he vied them courteoully, and made them dine with him, differing little from the 
former intertainement, onely the Gouernour and all other gaue him much refpeét, killing his * 
«hand, his name is Sa/tan Amar-Adel,a kinne to Mabomet, not vnlike to be defcended of fick an 
impofterous race, his clothes not vnlike the Gouernour, but fomewhat better ftuffe, his manners 
4.. differing much, beeing with leffe grauitie and State, fomewhat a light foole, and very haftie to 
© be deans with wine carried by the Engli/b. The other Vice-Sultan his brotheryin wliofe quare 
ter we were not, I {aw beeing come downe to our Road with three flaues to trade : he brought 2 
Cércificate from Captaine Sayers,chat he had vfed the Eng//b well in his Dominions,he is as well 
Xeriffeas Sultan, wl ich’is high Prieft: he kept akind of State in place, but ‘otherwife a poore 
Bare-footed roague! he offered to trade for Quick-filuer, and beeing asked’ what quantitie hee 
would buy; re fyed to foure or fiue Rialls of eight; when this merchandize failed him, hee fell a 
to begeing of does. Then I left him. eR 
© Ali the people are ftriSt Mahometans, obferuing much of the old law, and at this time being 
the preparation to their Ramdam or Lent, valle todrinke wine: they are very iealous tolet 
5. the Women or eMofeheer to be feene, of which we had experience by an alarme of onc of their 
* Priefts, who efpied one of ours comming to aVillage, who fhut yp all the Women, and cryed out 
if we came neere theni or their Church, they would kill vs; bucby the auchoricivof the Xeriffe, 
thePrieft was appeafed, and fuffured it with more patience.

Here was in trade a Tunike of Aadega/2ar with flaues :the Pilote of the Iunké called A4dlim 
Abrinme fpake Portuguife and told me on the South-fide of S. Lawrence, there was ftoreof Am= 
ber-pteece, and Cocos of the Seas hee was skilfall in the coaft,and imthelying and-bearing of = * 
, both in courl@and diftance, He had a great parchment Card, linedand graduated orderly, 
Which’ fent to fee: he found faolt with many things in my Card at fights which J.ménded / 
lis dire€tion, and with teafon, 2s thediftance from Secatra from the Maine, and taling quite! out : 
Certaine Hands to the Souzhward Of Mslalia, affirming there are noné fuch ¢ hiscountrty lyes 
from ‘Gue degree fiftie minutes, to foure degrees, the Port in two degrees tenne minutes, Norch 
latitude, goucrned by one King: he aflured me of trad¢ enough at his port to Joad lone thip with 
60 MarGill, Amber, and Tinta Roxathe promifed to bring me his Plot and foundings, anda fample 
of Tinta Roxa, but fome other caife diuerced him,chat he would tome no more at me, notwith« 
flanding I dealt liberally with him in prefent and in promifes. To theSouth of Magadoca; alb 
the Ports are gouerned by Moorifh petty Kings, even to Mofambique: heperfwaded me that wee 
might in many places trade for Gold and Silacr; thai radoxa the houfes roofes were silt, 
4 that 
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that they had gold in fand, and mingled with earth , which they efteeme not : of the Inland hee 
knew little, onely naming {ome places or Regions betweene Aagadova and Prefter lobn, as Odo- 
la Mahefis, Rebamy and Gala, of which Odela and Gala , are Chapbares which fignifiech mif-be- 
leeuerss | know not whether he meanes Gentiles or Chriftians,wQing the &me promifcuoully alwel 
to Preffer Iohnasto other Gentiles. Of Preffer Joby, he knoweth no more , then that hee isa great 
Prince and a Caphar: from Magadoxe to Cambaya, hee was expert , his brother who came with 
him tome, wasn fight againft che Hope ina Portugal thip, preffed from Damon, in which fore 
tie fiue were flaine, more he knew not, but that three fhips were burned , and the reft run aways 
he {hid the King of Dabul tooke courage on this viétorieand furprifed Chan!, Damon, & other the 1g 
Portugals Port Townes,was marching to Goa,that the Portugall was in great diftrelle of vidtuals. 
Thoped tohaue ftored my felfe with more diftourfe trom him, but I was , know not howsprt= 
uented? it were time well beftowed to fee this Coaft, and J {pake to fome of it, but it fared the 
worle for the Father. ; 

The Road of Afolalialyes in twelue degrees ten minutes, and for the firft fixe dayes the Cur 
rent {ets two leagues a watch South-welt,the Moone increafing at the ful,we woond yp North- 
eatt the other way but very ealily, for the moft part riding vpon the Current. The Adagadoxians 
made fome ablurdly beleeue, thac the Current {et fifteene dayes one way , and fifteene another, 
and fifteene dayes {till ; which becaufe of the sirft fixe dayes it fer South-weft, and afcer wee 
woond vp North-ealt, it begot the opinion of a wonder, but the Current fees conftantly South- 
weit,and before che full ofthe Moone, it had fuch power onthe ebbe and floud chat weeneuer 
woond, but at the full Moone and Spring-tydes we roade vpon the floud againft the Current it 
ronning vnder, and the tyde aboue, highing fixteene foote water, and the ebbe winding backe 
with the Current, fo that the fuppofed chance of the Current, was on the {trong tydes, at the 
fall Moone ouercomming itaboue: for at Sea when the spring was paft , 1 mi the fame Cure 
rent,and though we were {er to the Ealtward the firft day we wei ighed, vnto the Weftward che 
next, the caule was the Eddies of Zvanny one day,and Angazefia the other , but being cleere of 
themit fet his duecourfe, that I raifed little, anh did Weit-ward much. 

The fourteenth of Auguit,in the morning wefaw the Coatt of Magadoxia in foure degrees

To defcribe it mghtly, it was like a great Stage, 
and the Prince fate aboue as the Mock-Kings doe there. When I was entered, I knew not where 
tobe placed, but went right, and ftood before him, where there is an afvent of three fteppes, vp- 
on which ands his Secretary, to deliner what is {3 aid or giuen briefely. I told him, being an Em- 
baflador from the King of England to his father, and pasing by, T could not but in honour vifite 
him: he replyed Iwas very welcome, and asked me many queftions of the King to which I re~ 
plyedasI Touche fic : but ftanding in that manner below, 1demanded licence to come vp and 
Wo ftand by him. He anfwered, If the King of ‘Perfia or the Great Twrke were there, it might not 
beadmitted. Ireplyed chat I mult bee excufed, for I doubted not hee would come downe and 
meete them at his gate; but I defired no more priuiledge, then the Embafladors of fach Princes 
had, towhom I heldmy felfeequall: he protefted I had that, and fhould inall things. Then I 
demanded a Chaire, bat 1 was anfwered no man euer fate in that place : but I was defired, asa 
courtefie, to eafe my felfe againtta pillar, conered aboue with filuer, that held vp his Canopie, 
Then 1 moved him for his fasour for an Englifh Fattory to ke refidentin the Towne, sihicishes 
willingly granted, and gaue prefent order to the Buxy, to draw a Firma both for cheit comming 
vp, and for their refidence. I alfo defired his authoritie for cariages for the Kings Prefents, whicli 
_ he ganein charge to the (utwall. Then Tgaue him my Prefents, which hee tooke in good part, 
— Be ‘afcer fome other quettions, he faid to giue me content, although I might not come vp where 
Z he fate, he would go into another place, where I fhould come vnto him; but one of my Prefents 
wasa Cale of Bottells, which tooke him vp by the way,and after T had flayed a while, heard 
he was drunke, and one of his Officers came to mee in his name, with an excufe, defiting mee to 
goe home, and to take fome other time to returne to vifite him: this night ltooke my feauer. 
The fixt of December, we lodged ina wood,not farre from the Kings famous Caitle of M4av- 
doa which ftands ona fteepe hill, walled round in circuit fourteene Courfe: the Ca(tle is faire, 
and of wonderfull greatneffe. 
The two and twentieth, Matter Edwards met me, accompanied with Thomas Coryat,who had Matter Bd. 
pafled into Judia on foote five Courfe to Cytor an ancient Citie ruined ona hill, but fo that it ap- fi ini} 
+ 30 peares a Tombeof wonderfull magnificence : there lands aboue one hundred Churches, all of jer rorya 
Carued ftone,many faire-Towers and Lanthornes cut thorow many pillars,and innumerablehou- “ * 
; fes, butno one Inhabitant : there is but one afcent to the hill, it being precipitious, floaping vp, 
cut out of the Rocke, hauing foure gates in the afcent, before one arriue at the City gate, which 
ismagnificentithe hill is incompafled at the top about eight Courfe, and at the Souch-weft enda 
goodly old caftle:I lodged by a poore Village at the foot of thie hill. This Citie ftandsin the coun~ 
trey of one Ranna, a Prince newly fubdued by this King, orrather bought to confefle Tribute. Rannav 
The Citie was wonne by Echarfba, father to this Mogoll. Ranna is right! defcended from Porus, 
that valiant Jydian, ouercome by “Alexander : fo that I take this Citieto haue been one of the an- 
cient Seats of Porus, chongh Dely much further North be reported to have been che chiefelt, fa- 
40 mous now only in ruines. Neare that ftands a pillar, ereéted by Alexander the Conqueror, with 
Apreat infeription.The prefent Mogolland his Anceftors, defcendants of Famberlane ave broughe 
all the ancient Cities to raine, hauing sibecpled them,and forbidden reparation, ! know not out 
‘of what reafon, vnlefle they would aue nothing remembred of gréatnefle beyond their begin- 
niisgs, as if their Family and the world were équalls. 
The threeand twentieth, T arriued at eAdfineere, two hundred and nineCourfes from Bram= 
Pore foure hundred and eighteene Engifh miles, the Courfes being longer then toward the Sea, 
Ikept my bed. 
Thetenth of Ianuary,I went to Courtatfoure in the euening to the Durbar, which is the fanuary 10. 
_ placewhere the Magoll fits out daily, to entertaine fore to receiue Petitions and Pre- 
So fents,ro giue commands, to fee and to be feene. To digrefle a little from my reception,and declare 
the caftomes of the Court, will enlighten my future diftourfe, The King hath no man but Eu+ Eunuches only 
‘nuches that comes within the lodgings or retyring roomes of his houle: his women watch with- 2nd women, 
in, and guard him ygith manly weapons ; they doe tuftice one vpon another for offences. Hee Bs houfhold 
“comes cuery morning toa window called che Iarmneo, looking intoa Plaine before his gate, and COO" 
fhewes himfélfe to the common people. At noone he returnes thither, and fits fome houres to 
fee the fight of Elephants and wilde beafts. Vinder him withina raile attend the men of rancke: 
‘ ftom whence he retyres to fleep among his women.At after-noone he returnes to the Darbar be» 
fore mentioned. At eightafter fupper he comes downe to the Guzelcan, a faire Court, whrein 
_ inthe middeft isa Throne ereéted of free-{tone, wherein he fits, but Jometimes below ina chaire, 
6 towhichare none admitted buc of great quality, and few of thefe without leane, where hee 
ifCourfes of all matters with much affabilitie. There is no bufinelle done with him concerning 
the State, Gouernment, Ui peitiad of War or peace;but at one of thefe ewolatt places where it 
as Prbliely propounded and refolued, and {o regiitred, which if-it were worth the curiofitie, 
might be feene for two fillings : but the common bat people knew as much as the Councell,

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and the newes euery day, is the Kings new refolutions, toffed and cenfuredby euery rafcall, This 
Neceffitie of courlé is vnchangeable, except fickneflé or drinke preuent it, which muitbe knowne : foras H 
the Kings pre his Subieéts are flaues, {0 is hee in a kind of reciprocal bondage, for hee is tyed to obferue thelé 
tenes, houres and cuftoms fo precifély,thacif he were vnféene one day,and no fufficient reafon rendred, :

doores, and be feene by fome, to fatistie others, On Tuefday at the Iarrneo he fits in Judgement, 
neuerrefufing the poore{t mans complaint : where he heares with patience both parts,and fome- 
times fees, with too much delight in blood, the execution done by his Ele phants, [Uimernere,

: __. _ AtheDurbar I was led right before him ; at the entrance of an outward raile, where met 10 
Buceoniag mee two principall Noble Slaues to conduét me nearer. I had required before m ing,leaue to 
fo heKings — yfe the cultomes of my Countrey,which was freely granted,fo that would performethem pute 
tually. When I entered within the firft raile, Imade a reverence 3 entring inthe inward raile, : 
another ; and when I came ynder the King, a third.The placeis a great Court,’ hither refort all f 
forts of people. The King fits inalittle Gallery caersheaat Ambatladors,the great menandftrane’ 
gersof quality within theinner-moft raile vnder him, railed from’ the ground, couered with 
Canopies of Veluet and Silke’; vnder-foore laid with good Carpets : the meaner men reprefen- i 
ting Gentry, within the firft raile: the people without, ina bale Court, but fo thatall may fee 
Faceofthe the King. ‘This fitting out hach fo much affinity with aT: heatre, the manner of the King in his 
Prefencelikea Gallery ; the great men lifced ona Stage, as Aétors ; the Vulgar below. gazing on, thacanealie 20 
Theatres“ deféription will enforme of the place and falhion. The King prevented my dull Interpreterbide 
ding me welcome, as to the Brother of my Mafter. Ideliuered his Maiefies Letter tranflateds ~ 
and atter,my Commillion, whereon he looked curioufly ; after,my Prefents,which were well r¢ 
ceiued. He asked fome queftions ; and with a feeming care of my health, offered me his Phyl 
tions, aud aduifing me to keepe my honfe till Lhad recoxered Rrength,and if in the interim Inet 
ded any thing, J thould freely fend to him, and obtaine my defires, He difmiffed me with mot? 
fauour and outward grace, if by the Chriftzans I were not flattered, then ever was fhowen toany 
Ambaflador either of the Turke or Perfian, or other whatfoeuer. arta 
The fourteenth, I fent tothe Prince Sultan Coronne, his third fonne by birth, but firit in fae 
uour, that I determined to vifite him, not doubting he would vfe me with due refpet : for 1 was qo Ff 
enformed he was enemie to all Chriftians, and therefore feared fome affront. Hee anh Ya 
fhould be welcome, and receiue the {ame content I had from his father.He is Lord ofSwrat Out, 
chiefe refidence, and his fauour important forvs, : ‘a 
The twoand twenticth, I vilited the Prince, who at nine in the morning fits out in the fame 
manner (as his Father) todifpatch his bulineffe, and to be feene.of his followers, He is proud nas 
turally, and I feared my entertainment.But on fome occafion henot ing to come our, whem 
he heard of my arriuall, fent aprincipall Officerto meete me, i a mee intoa pout 
roome (neuer before done toany) and entertaine mee withdiftor our owne bufineflé h 
anhoure, yntill the Prince was ready , who came abroad on purpote, and vied meebetter then 
t his promife. I deljuered hima Prefent, {uch as Thad, but not in the name of his MaicRic, itbergo 
ing too meane;, but excufed it, that the King could not take knowledge of his being Lord of ; 
Surat fo lately conferred on him, but hereafter I doubred not his Maiefly would fend to him t 
according to his worth, This was the refj pect of the Merchants,who humbly commended them-_ : 
felues to his fauour and protection. He receiued all in very good part:and after opening of fome 4 
grievances and injuries {uffered at Surat by vs from his Gouernours, of which for refpeét co him ;

and courtefie then all his Countrimen, and tobeeftcemed hofpitable, anda receiuer of flrangers,

did, and was receiued with extraordinary familiaritie and kindneffe, offering mea Lecke of Rue 
pias, and fach other curtefies fo great, that they befpake their owne refulall. His fauour wit h the 
King, his credit, his counfell, all was offered that could fulfill complements. And this 1 mult 
contefle, that froma perfon reuerentin yeares it feemed more cordiall, and for in fome Difcourle :@ 
{peaking fo plainly, of his fellowes in Court, truthes in mine owne experience, I reiolued hee 
wasa good natured and right hearted old man. He told me much of the Cuftomes of this Coun- 
trey, of their fernitude, of their want of Lawes, of the increafe of this Empire, wherein hee had : 
ferued three Princes in grace and fauour, of which times hee flewed me a Booke or Annallof all 3% 
memorable Aétions which he had daily commited to record, and had compofed them into a Hi- 
ftorie, the Copie whereof he offered me if I could procure it tranflated. Concerning the Kings 
reuenue and the manner of raifing it, befides confifcations, gifts , and cuttings Vpon great men # 
that the Gouernment of euery Prouince did-yeately pay a Rent! as for his Government of Pa* 
tan-onely, he gaue the King eleuen Leckes of Rupias, (the Rupias fetling is two fhillings two 
pence) all other profits were his, wherein he had Regall authoritie to take what he lift, which 
was efteemed at fine thoufand horle; the pay of euery one at two hundred Rupiasby the yeare, 
whereof he kept fifteene hundred, and was allowed the Surpluffe as dead pay : befides the Ring 
gaue hima Pention of one thoufand Rupias a day, and fome dinaller gouernments. Yet he affured 
me there were diuers had double his entertainment, and aboue twentie equal.

In the morning I went.At my comming he came’ to meet mee 
and with extraordinary ciuilitie carryed me into hisroome prepared where hee had fome comp 
ny and one hundred feruants attending, two of his fonnes,being afather to thirtie. He entert’y* 
ned me with fhewing methe Kings little clofets and retyring roomes- which were painted with 
Antiques, and in fome panes Copies of the French Kings and other Chriftian Princes ; wanting 50 
no Court-fhip. Thathe was a poore man,{lauetothe King, that he defired I fhould receiue fome | 
content, and that therefore he haddrawne me toa flight Banquet to earebreadand falt togethers 4 
tofeale a friendthip which he defired me toaccept: that there were many great men able 
fhew me more courtelie,bue they were proud & falle wifhing me to trufttonone,for that if 1a 
bufines to the King of any weight,either cécerning the Portugals or any other, they would neuer 
deliuer truth who were my Interpreters, but only what either pleafe themf{elues or would nF 
tent in the relation. That therefore I fhould neuet be rightly vnderitood,nor effet my bufine é 
withouc abulé, nor never cleerely know my eftace yntill Thad an Engh(bman that could eee 
Perfian, and that mightdeliuer my minde Without paffing the tongue of another, whieh Mes 
King would grant me if I could find any : for that hee had conceiued'a good opinion oe eet? 
thelattnightat the Gufél Chan, having brought before him the Tewels of Sheck, Feri, chat 
nour of Labor lately dead, he remmbred me of himfelfe, and feeing a Pi@ture of his own fike, 
leafed him, he deliuered it to -A/aph Chan, commanding himto fend it me'to weare for me ty : 
with many wordsof fuuour towardsme, which would make all chegcear men reper" 5, ; 
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In this time camein Dinner. So fitting on Carpetting,aicloth was layd and diuers banquercing Riesevenien 


fet before vs,.and the like alivilea part forthe Gentlemen that companied him, to whom hee 
went toeat, they holding it'a kind of vitleaneneffe to mingle with ys. Whereat I told him, hee 
promifed we pouldjeatebreid and {alt together, that without his company I had little apperite

Countrey., Tanfivered himas became ciuilitie and good manners 5 fohee {ent for one prefently, 
and queftioned him if he would venture the iourney, (ho teeming willing hee prefentedto mee, 
and {aid he would prouide fome Toyes of the Countrey for his Maicftie, and fend min my 
companie. By the mannef, this feemed to me to be earneft.

commanded him to Beagala, excaling himlelte to be feene,and fo hauing difpatched him without 
fach incommoditie as was feared would arifeif the two brothers met, hee intended bimfelfe to’ 
fettle Sulean Caroxne in the warres of Decay, to which all the chiefeftwere fo contrary, that the 
King feared to fend himdowne as was the refolution fome monethes paft, and therefore diffem=

Hefecond of September, wasthe birth day of the King, and folemnized asa reat 
Feaft, wherein the King is weighed againit {ome Iewels,Gold, Siluer,ttuffes of old, 
Siluer, Silke, Butter, Rice, Fruit, and many other things of euery fore alittle, which 
is giuen to the Bramini, To this folemnitie the King commanded Afaph Chaz to ter 
for me, who fo doing, appointed me to come to the place where the King fits out at Durbar, a” 
there fhould be fenc for in; but the Meflenger miftaking, I went net vntill Durbartime, and fo 
milled che fight, but being there before the King came out, as foone as he efpyed me, hee fent La 
know the reafon why Icame notin, he hauing giuen order? I anfwered according to the errors 
but he was extreame angry,and chid Afaph Cham publiquely. He was {fo rich in Jewels, chat of 
muftconfefleT néuer faw together {o vnuallewable wealth. The time was {pent in bringing, 
his greateft Elephants before him, {ome of which being lord-Elephants,ha their chaines,be!® 
and furniture of Gold and Siluer,attended wich many giltbanners and flags, and eight or te 
Elephants waiting on him, clothed in Gold, Silke, and Siluer.

Sodrinking, and commanding others, his Almonds, 
Maieftie; and all his Lords became the tineft men I euer faw, of a thoufand humorssbut his fonne 
fap Chan, and two old men, and the late King of Cadabar,and my felfe forbare. When hee 
Sould not hold vp his head, he lay downe to fleepe, and we all departed. At going out, mooued 
“Yfaph Chan for difpatch of my priuiledg essaffuring him his Maietty could gme meno Prefent fo 
. Xceptable; ithe pleated not to difpatch me, which I doubted not, ifit lay in his power, but that 
e other hinderance was in my way, I would onthe morrow mooue the King, he defired mee 
Not to doe fo: forthe King loued mee, and had giuen order for it, that the preparation of this 
. Peat had hindered him, but that row hee would ferid it me, and doe mealkferaices 
The fourth of September, Tfound it eafie to iudge what vexation itis to traffique with thofe 
Athlete people.

particulars as he liked, and left out quite all the Conditions, demanded formerly by him of mets 
defiring him to put it in forme, and procure the Seale, orto giue me leaue to receitte mine owne 
denial from the King, and fo to depart the Countrey. Thete I finifhed in Per/ian the fame day, 
and fént them to him, they are recorded in their order. 

The eighth, Afaph Chav {ent to me that anfwer, That abfolutely, he would procure nothing 
fealed, thatany way concerned the Princes gouernement; that I fhould onely expeét from him 10 
what we defired, whofe Farmans were fuficient,And fo reuealed that purpofe which he hadlong 
in pragtife,to make vs wholly depend on tlie Prince. Now Ihadiuft caufe to looke out,and was 
blamelefle if Lfought new friends when he had forfaken me, refolued to trie the Prince, and to 
{eeme to depend wholly on him, hauing fent formerly to his Secretary foure claules, to which 
demaunded his Firma» for our prefenc vic at Surat, for the Fleete expeéted, which his Highnelle 
had agreed to. ; 

The tenth, I went to the Prince, whocaft downe to the Secretary his Firman by mee defired 
and promifed; fo thar hoped I had been at reft. The eleuenth, I receiued it,but when I read ity 
it was in two of the foure claufes demanded and promifed, much different,and one whole branch 
left out; fo L returned it witha round anfwer, I would not accept it, nor fiffer any goods to come. 
athoare. Neuerany man -hadtodoewith fomuch Pride, Couetouinefle, and falfhood. At night,, 
Trodeto Alerxe Socorolla, the Princes Secretary, to ex latethe bufinefle, and todeclare my 
refolution of departure, but I found the Firman not fach as I was enformed,but containing all che 
claufés required by me, thoogh in phrafe, to my indgement, fomewhat reftrained, which he exe 
pounded in the belt fence, declaring that it was the Princes intent to fatisfie my defire fully,an 
that it was fuficient, I vrged the obfcurity of fome points;defiring him as he had cleared his High 
nefle meaning to me, fo he would by his Letter to the Gouernour of Swrat, which hee graunceds 
principally commanding that the Cuftomer fhould pay for fiftie clothes, which hee had many. 
moncths bought, and now would returne them ynto the Factors, to their extreame lof, In the 
ende, be opened the old point of the Princes defire, that I {hould rely on him, and nor crofle him jo 
in bufinefles of his Gouernment with the King, and I fhould find him a better friend then 1 €X* 

eSted: and finally gaue me fiuch fatisfaétion in all points, that I was both plealed, and in ome 
vee of good fixcceife, the rather becaufe he is no briber, reputed honeft, and did vadertake on his 
credit, to whom the Prince had referred all bufinefles,that we fhould not fuftaine the loffe of one 
Piste, ner any the leaftiniury: {0 Taccepted the Firman, which ypon tranflating I found verie 
effe€tuall. 

The fixteenth, I vilited the Prince, purpofing yet to runne on ina way of feeming dependaneo 
on him, vntill I heard from our fhips, and what entertainment they were like to receine this 
yeare.l found him {ad, fearing the comming of Sultan Parnis to Court, Belo mae Cour 
and importuned to kiffe his Fathers hands; who had graunted him, but by the power of Normal 4g 
was after difwaded, anda command fent, that the Prince fhould take his ionrney right to Bengas 
yea although the King had fallen downe, and taken his Mother by the feet to obtaine her leaue 
tofee his Sonne. The Kings remooue continued, but whether,no man could certainely refolue

I neuer faw fo ferleda’ 
countenance, nor any man keepe fo conftant a grauitie, neuer {miling, nor in face fhewing any 
se{pect or difference of men but mingled with extreame prideand. contempt of all,yet I found 
fome inward trouble nowand then ale him, anda. kind of brokennefle and diftraétion in his 
thoughts,ynprouidedly and amazedly anfwering futors,or not hearing; If can iudge any things 
he hath left his heart among his Fathers women, with whom hee hath. liberty of conuerfation» 
Normahellin the Englifo Coach the day before vilited him,and tookeleaue,(hee gaue him a cloak. 
all imbroydered with Pearle, Diamonds and Rubies, and carried away, if I erre not, hisattent> 3° 
on toall other bufineffe, } 

‘The fixe, I receiued a letter from Mafter Browne, from Amadanuas, who certified me of & fray, 
begun by the Portugalls; fiue of them fetting on an Engljh Boy in (ambaya, and difarmin| himg! 
vpon rumours whereof John Bronne and Lames Bickeford went to his refcue,and were aftailed by, 
feuen of them, One fhooting a Piftoll, hurt Joh» Browne inthe hand,but his heart laynot theres 
they defended thomfelues honeftly, brauely, like Englifhmen, killed one, hurt fome others, 
chafed them vp and downe'the Towne like beafts,to the great fhame of fuch villaines,and repu- 
tation of our Nation. To revenge this, the Portwgalls being arriuen in their Frigats, diuers came 
afhoare,no more Engin Towne but the three mentioned, The Gouernour vnderftood the occas 
fion, and fent the Capwall witha guard to our houfe, and fhuc the water ports, expelling the Pore 40 
tugalls, by commanding vpon painc of chaftifement not to meddle with the Englfb: and fo de 
liuered them fafe out of Towne, who are returned to Amadauas.

An Armenian defivous to turne (Moore, procured Noble-man to bring him to the King, 
whom the King asked why hee turned (Moore, whether for prefermenct © hee anfwered, No. 
Somefew Monethes after crauing fome courtefie of the King , hee denyed it-him ; faying, 
That hee had done him the greatelt fauour that could bee, to let him faue his foule, ‘bue for 
his bodie hee himfelfe fhoull prouide as well.as he could, 

The King likes not thofé that change their Religion, hee himfelfe beeing of none but of his 
Owne making, and therefore firffers all Religions in his Kingdome. Which by this notable 
example can make manifeit : The King had a Seruant that was an Armenian , by name Scan— 

30 ders to whom vpon occafion of {peech of Religion, the King askedif hee thought either hee 
orthe Padres had conuerted one Moore to bee a tre Chriffian, and that was fo for confcience 
fake, andnet for money : who aniwered with great confidence, That hee had one which 
was a perfect Christian, and forno worldly refpeét would bee other; whom the King caufed 

prefenily to bee fent for : and bidding his Mafter depart, demanded why hee was become a 

Chriftian , who rendredcertaine feeble, implicite, Icfuiticall Reafons , and auowed that hee 
would neuer be other : whereupon the King praétifed by faire fpeeches and large promifes, to 
withdraw him to the folly of Afabomet, offering him Penfions, meanes, and command of 
Horfe , telling him hee had now but foure Rupiasa Moneth Wages, whicl was apoore Re- 
_ ward for quitting his, prepuced faith; but if hee would recant, hee would heape vpon him 

49 many Dignities : the Fellow anfwering ; it was not for fofimall Wages hee became Chriftian, 
for heehad limbes, and could earne fo much of any AZabometan , but that hee wasa Chriffias 
inhisheart, and would novalter it. This way not taking effect, the King turned to threat 
nings , and menacings cf Tortures and Whippings ; but the Profelyte manfully refoluing to 
fuffer any thing , antwered, hee was readie to endure the Kings pleafure. Vpon this refolu- 
tion, when all menexpeéted prefent and feuere caftigation, the King changed his tune,high- 
ly commending his conitancie and honeftie , bidding him goe and returne to his Mafter, and to 
dere him faithfilly and truely , giving him a Rupia a day Penfion for his Integnitie. About 
two Monethesafter, the King hauing beene a hunting of wilde Hogges, a beait odious toall 
Moores, and accuttomed to diflribute that fore of Venifon among Chriftians and Razbootes, 

Jo féntfor this Armenian, Matter of this conuerted Catechumen ot Mahometae, tocome and 
fetch part of his Quarrie. The Armenian not beeing at home, this his principall Seruant came 
to know the Kings pleature, who commanded him to take vp a Hogge for his Matter, which no 

fore willtouch; which hee did, and being gone out of the Court-gate, was fo hooted at by 
the Adahometans , that hee threw downehis Prefent ina Ditch , and went home, concealing 
from his Matter what had paffed. About foure day es after the Armenian comming to his watch, 
the King demanded of him whether the Hogge he fent him were good meat or no;who replyed, 
ce neyther heard of, nor fee any Hogge : whereat the King remembring to whom this Hogge

food, and Tae »and hard vlage; and thar they ad fate in Judgement vpon him and his 
companie, and had giuen them all condemnation, there to remaine varill they heard out of Hol 
land; and could be content to remaine, fo as we could keepe them from the Iand of Polaroone, 
&c. So Mafter Corthop tooke his leaue and was brought ouer ayaine ynto vs, and being landed, 
we prefently relealed their hoftage, and fo departed for ‘Nero. Now the eafterly Monfon be- 
ing come, we fitted a Bandan Praw to difpecd away from Bantams, to gine aduife what had paf- 
fed. Itwas concluded, my felfe, Mt Hynfley Matter of the Defence, and others, to the number 
of foure Engéyb , and fourteene Bandanefes of Polareone {hould goe. Weehad the greater num 
ber of men, doubting of the Hollanders laying wait for'vs, whereby we might by rowing free 
our (elues, and indeed che Principals of Polaroone defied it, Thefe which wee brought , fue 
them are principall men, one is the Sabandors fonne; the principall of the Iland his farher iss 
the other foure are Oreycayas, and the reft their {eruants: Thefe alfo came to deliuer the Nut 
meg treeand earth of thé faid land, and to manifeft theirloues vito the Englifh. 

Wee fet fayle ftom Polaroone the feuenteenth of Aprill, 1617. and as wee fell with Bortone, 
ftanding our courfe for Adoccafar, we difcouered a great fhip and pinna(le , they {eeing vs, gaue 
Vs chafe baring a prefle faile, fo that wee had no way to efcape them, onely wee muit perforce 
ftand in for Bortone, and did. Halfea day Giey gaue vs chafe, and had fetche vs vp had we not 
rowed hard, { we were neere the Towne of Bottone by night, thinking they would not haue 
comefo farre into the river. Next morning wee perceitied this thip and pinnaffe, almoft within 
Musket thot of vs, prefently we landed moft of what we had in our Praw , and carried it into 
the Woods, and went prefently nto the King, and gaue him a Prefent (fuch things as we had) 
to the value of thirtie Rials, defiring his protection , which he promifed vs in all kind manners 
and fent his feruants to put all our things in houfé , and put vs into two feuerall houfes to lodge, 
and to keepe in, that we werenot feene abroad ; fo wee tooke ourleaue. Wee were no fooner 
gone but prefently comes the Hollanders, and giues a Prefent three times the value of what wee 
gaue, enquiring what we were that were landed: but the King replied, that he did not know: 
The King demanding them how long they meant to flay, they aid, fixe dayes : hereuponthe 
King aduiféd ys to ftay fo long time, to fee if they will goe or not, that wee might goe wich the 
more fecuritie. The fixe dayes being expired, they would ftay fixe dayes longer to mend their 
Maft, as theyreported. So, feeing their intent, and our Praw lying in view of theirthip and 
Pinnaffe, that we could not goe about to fit our Praw, but they would haue taken notice there- 
of. Wherefore I bought a Praw, and the King commanded all our things to bee carried by his 
flaues into the fame, lying out of fight of the ti Andall things being fitted, fene hismen out 
of the riuer, palling neere the Holland {hip with the praw, and to carrie her abouton the back- 
fide of the Iland, and féne fiftie men with vs, and conueighed vs over landvato the faid Praw; 
where we went prefently aboord , and kept vnder the Hand yntill neere night ,and fo flood 
our courfe for Mfocca/or, heard no more of them. Weewere enformed that the Hollanders kept 
watch euery night vpon the water neere our Bandan Praw at Bottone, 

Wee atriued at Moceafor the Ruenth of May, 16x 7. and there we found the Artendance pre= 
tended for Banda, but could not beat it vp, the Eafterly Monfon being come, Sowe thip; ‘a in 
the Attendance, an hundred and eightie fackets of Mace which was bought at Meecitte and 
fede the Praw for Beniarmafin and Suckadania for aduice, and that a fapplie of goods was not 
yet come to furnith thofé parts, as was pretended, for that the Salomon was not arrived yet aC 
Baytam, being long expected. ‘ - 

The third of lune wee arriued with the Atsendance at Bantam, vnderRanding of the death 
of Captaine George Barkley. And Mafter Ball facceeding him Captaine of the houfé : ynto 
him I delivered achiags » viz. two Sutrenders , the Hollawders Letters and other Copies 0 
Letters to them written by vs,andall things elfe of our Proceedings in Banda; all which, 
doubt nor,but your Worthips fhall receitte by the firft conuayance. 

Alfo, may it pleafe your Worthips to vnderftand, the Meffenger that came ouer firlt vnto vs 
from the Hollanders, hauing beene with vs two {uerall times , with Letters from the Princi- 
palsof the Hollanders at Banda; This Fellow called Chriftopber vas Loare, ashe reported came 
ouer vnto vs ina Praw, and three Blackes with him, faying , that he was runne from the Hol- 
landers v pon dilcontent, the Captaine of Were hauing abufed him, and that he loued the Engl, a 
and woul ferue vs : allo was exceeding earneft with vs, prefently vpon his comming outr, am 
importuned vs extraordinarily, that we fhould goe that night vpon the Iland of Polaway wich 
fiftie men, and he would wartant vs the land Fi Polaveay, and would bring vs fo that we {he h 
take the Cafile, dilcouering vnto vs his plots.

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The twelfth of Aprill, we had much adoe (the Current fetting vs right on the land of Zefon, 
halte @ league from Cape de Gala) to double it with tacking offand on that night. The thir- Mafter Hatch 
teenth, the Genefall came aboord the Gift, and eftablithed mee Maftet of her, The fourteenth, made Mafter 
the Bee departed from vs for the Coaft of Coromandel, The fixe and twentieth, we were neere of che New. 
the Southerly land of Nicobar. The nine and twentietly, wee anchored on the Mayne of Sw- ete 
mmatra, che high Hill Lambre (by fome called Pedire) bearing South South eaft halfe Eaft from 5

ken, and went the famenight neerer to Achen : and anchored the firft of May , a little to the 
Wett of the Court. 
The tenth of Iune, wee weighed to goe for Teco, buc with foule weather were put backe a- 
ae Thenineteenth, we againe fet faile. The fourth of Auguit, we came to an anchor in the 
oad of Teco. The firlt of September, we fer faile for Bantam, where on the two and twentieth 
‘we arichored. Onthe five and twentieth , arriued there the French Pinnaffe from Jambe, on the 
Coait of Swmarra, On the thirtieth, came in the Vaicorne from Adufilpatan. The fourth of O- 
Gober, we fet faile for Zaquatra, and then anchored on the fixt; and thence againe on the twen- 
tieth to Bantam, with the Lames,Vaicorne and Bee. The feuen and twenticth, the James had her teake agaiine 
2p leake brake out againe, which did increafe by report two foot water in a Jaffe , and fiue foot in in the samen 
hold before they knew of it. Theeight and twentieth, they ftitched a Bonnet with Ockam, 
and haled it vnder her, which hauing beene there a quarter of anhoure, theleake ftopped, fo 
that the water increafed not aboue halfe an inch inan houre, They refolued to careene her, and 
We hiaited to get out our Ordnance and Prouifions. Thetwelfth of Nouember , fhee was in like 
cafe,and men were fent from euery fhip to pump her (and haling the Bonnet againe to her keele, 
thee was thight as before) at the Hand where fhee was to be careened. 
The fifteenth, the Rofé anchored at Palamban point from Teco. The nineteenth, foure Ships 
out of England, the Moone, the Clone, the Samfon, and the Pepper-corne ; Sit Thomae Dale and Sit Tho. Dale] 
Captaine Zourdaine being both in the Clowes the Sune being loit at the Iland of Inganio, and the 
30 Globe loft their companie betweene the ve of Geod Hepe and Saint Lawrence, ‘They had moft 
of their men fickeat their arriuall. The eight and twentieth, they anchored by vsat the land, 
being in all thirteene faile, the ames, Gift, Vuicorne, Clone, Samfon, Moone, Pepper-corne, Thomas; Englifb thips, 
Bee, Aduife, Rofe, little Francis, and the Prize, This afternoone the Swunet Skiffe came aboord see ail 
the Moone from Inganio with the Matter and Cape Merchant , the Minifter; and twentie men ‘8"" 
inore, the Ship being fplit in pieces, and alll her ficke men drowned, being cightic or ninctic of swane peritha 
them. The Inhabitants of Zngamio came downe on them which were gotten on land , and flue ed. 
feuen or eight, hurt the Mafter and others, with wooden Darts, Then they made them another 
Boat of boords and broken pieces that came from thefhip. So there came fixtie or feuentie men 
in the Skiffe and this Boat; and nineteene or twentie were left on the Iand ficke and hurt, 
# which were after taken in by Jowa Prawes and brought aboord the fhips,being in miferable cafe, 
with want of clothes, brufes with the Rocks, and burning with the Sunneand falt Water. The 
nine and twentieth, the G/obe arrived. 
The third of December, the Bee fet faile for Inganio, to fee if they could haue any thing , but 
was forced backe with crofle windes. The fourth, the Blacke Lion of the Hollanders arriued from Blache Lion 
the Coaft of China, Palatina, and other places; her lading, Pepper, Rice, Sugar,and fome China 
Commodities, by report, to the quantitie of fixe hundred tunnes, This night Sir Thomas Dale 
Caufed men togoe out of other fhips aboord the Adoone, the (lone, the Samfon, the Globe, being, 
but weakly manned : which the next day anchored clofe by the Blacke Lion, which yeelded on 
fompofition. Sliee was, by report, of cight hundred tunnes , had in her cightie men , and two 
Jo &% foure and twentie peeces of Ordnance. The nineteenth, Sir Thomas Dale in the Moone,

The third of Ianuary, Mafter Jackson,the Land Captaine of the James,dyed ofa thot which 
had taken away his legge at Jaguatra, The uenth, Shotand Powder were lent to the King of 
Jaquatra to take the Hollanders Caftle.The ninth, we wayed from this place to the Weltwarde 
The twentieth, we efpyed two fayles to whom we gauechafe in vaine, they failing better then 
wee : the next day wee efpyed foure , which wee chafed as the wind would giue leave till 
night, The fiueand twentieth, the Bee was fent to Adarenzh for prouilions The one and thir 
tieth, we anchored in the Road of Bantam. - 

The three and twentieth of February, Sir Thomsas Dale weighed to 20 for Laquatra, with the 29 
Moone, (lowe, Globe, Samfon, Pepper-corne, Hound, Bee, Rofe. The feuen and twentieth, the 
Great lamus, the Gift, the Unicorne, ani the little Lames weighed from Bantam Teguing in the 
Road the Aduice and the AMfofzmbecke or Prize, < k 

The firft of March, the Flemmings faw ysand weighed, and we madeall the fayle we could to 
Bet yp to them, and they keeping the weather of vs, their Admirall let flye two Peecesat the 
Great James fidt :and then we went to it onallhands, As wee fought, one of the Flewmsings 
ranne aboord their Admirall by chance, and bore ouer-boord his owne Botfpret and Beak. et 
and the Admirals Ancient. The other two Flewmings feeing that, fhooting a {hot or two, ranne 
away and the reftafter, We tacked and chafed them, but they going better , went from vs ¢X- 
ceedingly , and wee gaue ouere The thirteenth, the Bee came to vs in Bantam Road |, from Sit 30 
Themas Dales Fleet at Laquatrat, " 

The feven and twentieth of Aprill, 1619, there came a Tuncke amongtt our Fleet from Patae 
nia with Flemmings goods anda Flemming in her, which we tooke. The eight and twentieth, 
the Dragons Clawe came toan anchor at Palambam from Surat, 

Thetwentiech of May, we fet faile in the Road of Afarongh, to goe for the Coalt of Core- 
mandel, being eleven Sayle in company, the Great James, Aoone, ift, Unicorne, Cloue, Globe, 
Pepper-cornc,Bee, Rofe, Aduife, anid the Surat Pinnaffe. At fiue in the afternoone wee anchored 
betwixt Beffe and * Cracatawe. Theone and twentieth, a Councell was held aboord the Ad- 
miral (che Afoone wherein Owen Bodman was condemned for burning the Blacke Lion and ochet 
trelpalles, who was hanged the next day aboord the Afoone at the Yards arme. ; 

The thirgieth of Tune, we came to an anchor nine leagues Eaft from Afafilipatan. We ftayed 
in thefe parts till the tenthof December. 

The nine and twentieth of Tuly, the Vricernes Shallop was caltaway at Penara, wherein M 
Rice and Harris, and foure men more were drowned, 

The fiue and twentieth, we anchored neere Teco, and faw three fhippes, which the next day 
came to vs, being a new Fleer; the Palfgraue Admiral, the ELzabeth Vice-Admiralt > the Met« 
chants Hope Rere-Admirall. We all wayed and went into the Read of Teco, 

The fourth of March, weall fet fayle in Teco, The fifth, the James met witha fhoald, 204 
they had much to doe to faue her from grounding This fhoald lyeth from the white Mand, South- 
ealt, two thirds Eaft, three leagues within two Glalles,the James and Unicerme met withano- 4° 
ther thoald, and ftayed vpon it at fiue fatheme water , and within a Cables length of fifti¢ fae 
thomes, and then the White Hand bore North-welt by Welteight miles and an halfe off. The 
ninth, we bore vp to goe to rhe South of Némtas, This Iand is neere twentie leagues long,a®! 
Iyeth South South-eaft, and North North-weft. Onthe Welfter-fideis great fhoalding , on the 
Eait deepe water hard by the fhoare. The twentieth, atnight wee hada great ftorme, and ha 
many Corpo: Santos, vz, at the head of the Maine-top-mait, and on the Mel ‘on yard , the Forte 
‘top-mait, and the Mezon Top-maft. The next morning, the ftorme beganne to breake vp, 
we faw the high-land of Manning Cabo.

Ac che South-welt point of Sumatra lyeth'the Hand Pola Tellre in fine degrees “fiftie feuen

Taquatra on {hoareand aboord the fhips. Fleet for Iapan 
‘The fourth of Iune, the AZoone, the Palfgrane, the Bantam and the Praw ; fet fayle from Jas and Manillas, 
20 quatra for Tapar, and the CManilla's. Theleuenteenth , wee fer {aile to goe to Cracatow to cut 
new Maftsand Timber to sheath ourihip , and beeing a league and halfe from the Roade; met 
with a fhoald where we had but two fathomes water (being fiiddenly on ground) at the fhippes Shoald 
head, and fiue at her fterne : but ptayfed be God, got off without hurt. It is Rockes and Corall 
andlyeth halfe way betwixt Jaquatra’ Road, and the Sand to the Eaftof HeétorsYland, Ifyou 
keepe the Flemmi(> Caftle and the top of che highedft hill one right ouer the other ; you fhall goc 
cleere in or out, If you cannot fee the hill keepe the Caftle South South-eaft, but if you keepe 
it South by Eait, You will beneere it,oronit.

Hee is about fiftie yeeres old, 

and named Afahomet Aga, } 

When we came necre, he bowed himfelfe and wee. did reverence : then bade ys fit downe, -y,.; 
and demanded our Nation and buiinefle. Wee anfered, we were Exglifmen, of London, Mer- ane confes 
chants, who by command of the-Ambafladour of His Maieltie of England, refident with the - 
Great Mogoll (with whom we hold league and amitic) aré comne to this Towne to treat forli- 
cence of free Tradé: That we, were friends to the Grand Signior , and had traffque at Conftanti- 
nople, eAleppo, and in other places of his Dominion , and hoped the like here: that wee were 
come to delire his, and the Ba/has Firman; forlikeliberties heere as is granted vs by the Grand 
Signior both for prefent and future times, as intending to vifit their Ports yearely with plentie 
of Englifhand Indian goods:that we had likewife in command from the {aid Embaflador(which 
Jad heard of diners Pirats, Exgl!, Dutch, French, Portugals, Malabars,and others which in. 
felted che quiet Trades of this Port, and principally the Grxerats, our friends) to take them, and 
free thole Seas of fich incombrances, protecting allhoneft Merchants fhips and lunckes from 
iniurie.: and thefe were che true caufes of our comming. Hee then rofe vp and bad vs welcome; ‘The fill ft 
applauded our defigne, and dem: anded why wee were fo fearefull to come on fhowe without 4 nected dine 

ledge. We anfwered, that about fixe yeers fince, fome of our Countrymen were here with kind ship amanof 
thewes and promifes entiled alhoare, and by the then Gouernour betrayed, emprifoned, and ma -) by feae 
ny murthered : whofe harmes made vs cautelous for our owne fafetie. But that we were noo- fa ote 
therwile then we profelled, they. fhould shortly know by the teftimonic of two Guzerat Iuncks, lea ee 
one of which had not come this yeare, but for the palle and promift of thefaid Embaflador that trey-men in 
pur (hip fhould defend them home-ward bound from Men of Warre in thefe Seas , hauing cfca. thofe Scas, 

ed rifling laft yeere by men of our Nation, through our opportune comming to our refcue; who 
d apse es fife at her Port, and fenc their chiefe Commanders into England to anfwere thole 
Wrongs to our Kings friends. Hee acknowledged our Nation good and friendly, promifed thac - 
we fhould liue on ene and negotiate as {ecure as in our owne Countrey , that hee would alfo 
procure the Bajba to confirme thefame, and would give vsany content, That for the ill vfage 

rmerly, the Gouernour then was an ill man, long fince remoued, and now lining in difprace at 
Stambolaiand {ware by his Mahomet and by his Beard, that not onehaire of vs fhould be dimini« Conpentinopes 
fhed, nor any wrong offered : chat he would therefore proclayme our liberties thatnone might ute 
pretend ignorance todifcourtefie, Hee withed vs allo tolooke out a houfe in’‘Towne fitfor our 
perfonsand goods, commanded two of his principal Chaufes to attend vs, and till wee could fic 
our felues better, recommended ysto the Jov-Merchant his entertainment, defiting him to affilt 
ys in all things. 

Thus pe our Prefent delivered as from our Captaine and many kind thankes, wee Wenthy ‘The vifie the 
the Jewes perfwafion tovilit the Scrinauo, who is likewafe chiefe Cuftomer, whofe feruants Seria, 
Chimfelfe not being then at home) entertayned vs with much ciuilitie, and brought vs into a 
faire roomé, not much inferiour in building, or furniture to that of he Boigincut, where we had 
left him, and whence he foone returned and wel ed ys,with-much courtefic , affyring ys of 
whatfoeuer the Gouernour had promifed, and thache himfelfe would feoall execuced,who had 
power allo to right vs. We were informed that this mans authoritie was noleffe in che Towne 
then the Gouernours, who was by him diregted ia matters of weight: liee feemed a heartie old 
man, After he had made vs Drinke Cohoand Sherbet, we tooke aue and refted that night 


The next morning, wee fpent an houre to view the Tov Jobferue the countenances Of 7, ¥; a 
the people coward vs, whom we found gentle and courteous, efpecially the Bawians and Gaze- yeas * 
rats, of which here liues continually great ftore, as Merchants, Shop-keepers, and Mechanike Thedefcriptle 
Trades, their hops neatly built and cleanly kept. Theit Marker or Bazar appeared well furnifhed onthereo!, 
With all necelfaries, belies fruits daily brought out of the Countrey. “The Towne for the moft 

art built with bricke and {tone fairely playltered ouer with Playlter of Paris : the building 

lat-roofed fome two Movies igh, with Tartifes on the top, whercon they build Summer hou- 
fes of Canes and Mats, in which they reft in the nights and palle the'firft quarter of the day, has

, being about two Theirncarnes,

uemed Towne then this of A4Zocha. Betwixt the Gouernours and Scriwanocs is the Wharfe, a- 
bout twelue {Core fquare, neere which adioyning to the Goucrnours houfe isa platforme rayfed, 
built with hewen ftones, with Battlements towards the Sea, about fortie paces {quare,in which 
are mounted thirteene or fourteene {mall Peeces of little force. Again{t the landing-place are 
two faire Bralle Peeces about fiue foot in length; on the other endis the A/fandica , a aBraile 
Peece of fixe foot, which carryeth a Bulletas bigge as a Canon.

Hoia Nafansfonne, the principall Judia Merchant of the Towne, profeffed and promifed all 


‘Kindneflé (for wee went to his houfe) and after a cup of Coho and Tobacco (which isy-fually a- 


mongft thefe people) we went againe to vifit the Gouernour before wee went aboordl, who role 
and met vs, caufed vs to ficby him, welcommed vs, promifed as free Trade here, as in any 0- 
ther place of che Grand Signiors Dominion, nor would denie vs any thing reafonable ; faid-thae 
another Gouernour fhould fhortly ficceed him , but oneas his brother, honefter then himfelfey 
who fhould performe all the promifes which he had now made; at our requeft, commanded the 
Water-Bayliffe co furnith vs with Boats at all times to carrie’ vs , or water from fhoare for the 
fhipaboord, After this we vifited the Scrizane , and found him very courteous, promifing to 
come aboord to fée our hip, and bid our Captaine welcome , andaftera health of Coho difmil- 20 
fed vs to returne to the thip, where our two pledges approued their kind vfages, whofe depar- 
ture washonoured with fiue Peeces. 

On thefeuenteenth, the Scrizano, our pledges, the Jew, and twentie perfons attending came 
aboord, brought a Bullocke, Bread, Quinces, and other Fruites, and a Cake of great roundnefle 
and thickneile like puffeepait, wherein were baked Hennes and Chickens very well drefled,and 
pleafing enough toa daintie palate; we alfo with a Quince Pye, Crabs, Sacke and Strong-water, 
added our belt welcome, He would needs bee {worne brother to the Captaine , which waslo- 
Iemnized with a Cup of Sacke, and after much mirth and view of our thip, hee departed with 
great content, B? 

We had water brought by poore people at reafonable rates, Wealfo had ginen good reafon to 30 
the Gouernour and Scrisano (who approoued it) to make euery Iuncke that fhould arriue to ane 
chor by vs, and there to ride till they had difcharged their goods. The Gouernour was willing, 
we fhould examine and compell them hereto,becaufe fome Junckes palled by their Towne to o- 
ther Ports for Trade, to the lofle of this, 

The one and twentieth, fixe at night,we had a ftorme of wind off the thoare with Thunder 
and Lightning very vehement , but no raine, which continued halfe an houre, the reft of the 
nightextreame hot. This ftorme brought fand and duft aboord in abundance, notwith{tanding, 
we roade a good league from fhoare. The fue and twentieth, we had a meflage from the Scrinae 
zo, that the Gouernour and him felfe had receiued Letters from the Ba/ha of Sinan, eae 
them to receiue and entertaine vs withall kindneffe , to permit ys toliue and Trade among! 
them freely and quietly. alt . . 

Tgnorance of a new Gouernour mutt excufe ws of the charge of a new Prefent tohim. His 
arriuall was on the feuen’and twentieth , the Ordnance of the Towne and Iunkes , and of out 
fhip welcomming him. Hee fent our fornier Pledges aboord with thanikes ,and a Prefent of 
Plantans, Limes, Mangos, Melons, Bread, and one Bullocke, promifing in the Bafhas name like 
trade here, as at Conftantinople. The two Pledges remained aboord all night , and went with V8 
on fhoare the next day, where we found the new Gouernour,and the old fitting atthe end 
a large roome, adorned much what as at our firft arriuall, or better. He is about foure years Old, 
named Raab Aga, was accompanied with diuers principall ‘Turkes and all chiefe Merchants _ 
now in trade of Surat, Din, Dabul,Sindu, Calicut,and Cananor. Atour approch he onely mo- 52 
ued, fo did the Tikes: the Merchants rofe, and faluted ys. He cauled vsto fit downe by him, 
told vs that the Ba/ha, the Vizier of the Prouince , informed of vs , had commanded to giue V5 
content: and befides his Lords command, hie knew vs tobe friends of the Grand Signior » and 
to haue Trade at Conftantinople, Aleppo, and other places of his Dominion, a Nation of friendly 
and honeft difpolition, and therefore we fhould find him our good friend ,and readie to doe vs 
any courtelic, and giue vs as free Trade, as. wee any where had vnder the Grand Signior , OF 
Great Mogoll. We told him we were Merchants , and our thip Vice-admirall to a Fleet of fue

» hips, one of which, was depaited from Surat homewards, three from Bantams and other places 
. tothe South, and our thip by his Maicfties Embaflador employed hither (with fach circu 


ces as before are delivered ) that if ouriuft requelts of free Trade be granted, wee pa ofed wade 
Ournext comming to fettlea Faétorie here, and yeerely to frequent this Port with ipping 

with Engifh and Indian goods + fignified our intents againft Rouers, and what alreadie we 5 f 

done in aka cafe againft our owne Countrymen : intimating that it was necdleffe to preffle with 

the insonueniences which might arife from denying vs Trade, who were able to force 4 ate 3

hinder others from commihg s the feare-of which, had caufed.fome.alreadie: to pale by this 

Towne to Gudda,the Port of Mecca, one hundred and fifty leagues farther vp,a Towne of great 

Trade, and others to other places. He replied, we fhould be as welcome asto any place in our 

owiie Countrey, and vowed by Gow, Mahomet hisheadandebéard., we thiould liue>as fecure 
fronyhurtas in ourowhe Land, Weasked whav,fevutitie he would giue vs 5 belides his oath 
(héanfwered) hisFirma vader his Chop, and procure the like trom the Balba.» With this wee 
deemed:contentgand gaue him thankesj:nor did ener people {cenie more'willing to giue content, 

then they: «which, Dthinke, arifech not from confcience, orloue, but feare, feeing ysable to in- 
terueretheir Trade: After ome queftions of our Embaflador ,now-refiding av. (/onftantinopley 

and touching the Porrugats, and Spaniards, (which he faid were proudand vnfaichfull Nations) 

fomedpeech happened of Sir H. Adiddletax; we demanded the catfeof that treacherie towards’ Cauleiof uy. 
him? hee anfwered,che!Vizier atithat time, wassaybloudic, cruell and ill-minded man of: ki tencherig

The fecondiof December being Saturday, Sir Thomas Dale and Captaine Ball came aboord, 
becaufe wehad proclaimed a Faft through both the Fleets , and the Exercife to bee aboord the 
James the next day, which was the Sabbath : on which morning , the Prefident and diuers Mer- 
chants came aboord, bringing Mafter #renne in companie : the Preacher of the Swnne, who ¢x- 
ercifed inthe fore-noone, and Matter Copeland our Minifter, in the after-noone. This day the 
Beeler faile for Engano , being, formerly ordained to goe thither, in hope torecouer fome mo- 
neysand goods they hold of the Sune. The fourth inthe after-noone , the Swart Leo arriued 
from Potania, and rode to the Weltward of Poolo Paniang ; Matter Denten in regard of his ace 
quaintance among(t the Dwstch,was fent aboord of her in the barge, to enquire from whence fhee 
caine : who when he came aboord», found one Hendricke Lanfon his old acquaintanceya man that 
had beene chiiefe Faétor for the Dutch in Potamia along time. This man with another inferiour 
Fa@or came aboord the AZoone with Mater Denton, where they were well entertained, till Sir 
Thomas Dale came aboord, and fogne after were feton thoare at Bantam the Gime night , before 
day we refolued to goe forth with foure fhips, the Afoone, the Clone the Globe, and the Sam/on, 
that we might the better incompafle her, At breake of day wee were faire by her and after a 
few exchange of Parles, they yeelded yp their thip, vpon condition that they might depart 
with all fach goods, as did properly belong vntothem, On the fixt, we brought her in neere 
the land where we had left the reit of our Fleet. 7 

The fourteenth ,the Bee returned againe beaten back with foule weather, that fhe was not able 
to get out of the Straights.On the fixteenth in the after-noone,there came twentie Portuguexes 
aboord the Lames Royal, fied from the Dutch at Lacatra, which were freely receiued, and kind 
ly entertained, Thiseuening, we were readie to fet faile with eleuen fhips great and {mall for 

facatra, in hopeto beat away the Dutch thips from thence ; ‘The names of the (hips were the 
Moone , in which Six Thomas Dale went, the Gift, wherein I went my felfe ,che Unicorne, the 
lowe, the Globe,the Samfon, che Pepperscorne,the Thomas, the Bee,the Ro/e,and the Swart Leo ;

becaulé they had moft of her prouifion in them. The ninteenth in the morning , wee fet faile 
with our Fleet aforefaid, and the fame day wee anchored betweene Poole pale , and Poolo 
Tynda, ‘The twentieth in the evening, we anchored with all our Fleet about a leagueto the 
Northwards of Heéforelland. This night we fent the barge to the F/emmyfb Mands, where they 
found no people at all vpon the Souther Hand there lay a Dutch Galley which they fet on fire, 
and fo returned pine a fame night. This euening, wee defcried feuen roders in the Bay of 
Tacatra. The oneand twentieth early in the morning, thefe feuen thips ftood off with vs vn= 
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till they were fomewhat neere the Hands, and there they came to an anchor altogether. This - 


afternoone we {tood in towards them ,and anchored a mile to windward of their Fleet. This 
euening, we had aconfultationaboord the Moone, where it was refolued, That the next mor- 
ning we fhould affaule the Holland Fleetin manner following : The Globe, and the Sam/on, for 
the Suune ; and the Thomas to pafle in betweene them, fitted with combuttible matter to fet her 
on fire; the Moone,and the Clone forthe Golden Lion; the Gift, and the Bee , for to attempt 
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the Angell; the Unicorne,and the Refé,for the Denil of Delfe ; the Pepper-corne was {ent forth to «

On the three and twentieth, in the morning, , the Holland Fleet ftood off to the Weltward 
clofe vnder Anti-Lackie, The Dewill of Delft borrowing, fo neere that fhee came aground, and 
fate faft for a quarter of an houre ; which was no fooner perceiued by ys,but forthwith we made 
towards them with all our Fleet ; yet before we drew any thing neere; fhe was flipt offagaine ;

in Words, promifing to grant any teaforiable requeft, ifthe Engl would aft him in furprifing 
of the Durch Caftle. This morning before day, the Francois departed for Polaroone,with diuers 
prouifions for reliefé of that worfhipfull Gentleman, Mafter Nathaniel Corthop , and his compae 
Aidetothe . nie, Gon fend her thitherin fafetié. The fixe day, we held'a confilltation aboord the Afoones 
King offaet- — where it was refolued, That out of our gteater {hips we fhould land fix Peeces, three Cuhierings; 
ne and three Demi-culuerings, with powder and thot, conuenjent to affift the King of Jaccatra 30 
againft the Dutch, alfo that Sir Thomas Dale fhould remainein the Road with eight Saile, to 
countenance the bufineffe, and my &lfe with fixe thips to plie for the Straits of Sunda , to lie in 
waitfor the Holland Fleet. Thé'fiue and twentieth, being Munday, wee gotinto the Road of — 
Becee,and anchored in fifteene fathoms oze, about two miles from the thoare , the South point 
of Becee, bearing South=weit on¢ quarter Welt,and the North point of Sabaioa: (the Welter Ile 
of Poolo Tiga, being ihiut in vpon it) did beare North by Welt three leagues off. The twentie 
feuen and twentie eight, we watered our fhips, and cut wood ; and my felfe with Mafter Coit~ 
more, and other Matters went afhoare twice, to view ‘the Harbour ; which wee found to bee an 
excellent place for refuge of a {mall Fleet againfta greater force. The one and thirtieth , by or- 
der from the Prefident, we put into Bantam Road with our Fleet. 
The firft of Februarie, Captaine Job» Fourdan the Prefident came aboord ; who acquainted me 
with all the paflages betwixt them and the Dutch, in the Caftle of Jacatra , during the time of 
Thitagree- my ablence ; which was that the Dutch had condeftended todeliuer over their Fort ynto the 
menewas cro& Eno//), vpon condition they might depart with bag and baggage, and a fhip for two thoufand 
fed ape Pam Rials of eight, to cartie them for Coromandel, On the fourth, Sit Thomsas Dale with Gixe {hips 
wigece vix. the Moone, the Clone, the James, the Peppercorne , the Hound, and the Aduice, arriued in 
leauetobeat BantamRoad.

Here , after our arriuall ynder- 
thebuth,and ftanding that the Pormgram of Bantam had dealt vader-hand with the Distch, to hae the Cattle 
thought him- of Faceatra deliuered into his hands (who before had vniuftly difappointed ys of it)we thought 
felfefo have ie fitting, thae the Prefident, and the reft of the Principals fhould repaireaboord, and forthwith 5°

birds,butin fine CO get all their goods and protifion from the fhoare. The tenth, eleuenth , twelfth, thirceenth, 
wasdeceiued, fourteenth, fifteenth, and fixteenth, we were imployed in getting the Honourable Companies 
moneys and goods absord the fhips : during this time, the Pangram {ent divers flight meffen- 
gers vnto the Prefidenr, todemand (as from themfelues) the reafonof his departure , he (a5 he 
faid ) giuing them no other iuft occafion , fo to Ieaue his Countrey : whereupon the Prefident 
drew certaine Articles’ of the feuerall wrongs and grieuances, that the Engli/> had recei 
from time to time at his hands, which were to bee tranflated intothe Jana language , 29 
fent vnto him. piel: 

The feuenteenth, Mafter fet aduiled from Zacatra,that the Flensmings were fortifying daily. 60 
‘And alfo,that when the Meflengers of the Paneram demanded the furrender of their Fort, with 
part of their Moneyes,Goods and Ordnances;They anfwered ,Thac it was their Malters 00% 
and therefore not fit for them togiue them away. About noone, wee heard of the arriuall of two 
Dutch thips, inthe Road of /acatra. The fame night , Sir Thomas Dale with cight thips, went 


for Jacatra, in queft of the faid thips, and I remayned here with foure to attend vpon the i 
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dent. The fixe and twentieth, we had certaine intelligence that foure Holland thips were at an- 
chor in the mouth of the ftreights of Sunda: this euening we went out with the James Royal,the 
Gift, the Vntcorne, and the little Lames; and the next morning anchored neere Poolo-Pen-lang, 
to pridy vp our fh ips, and to take in water and planks that lay by our fide, 

The firft of March in the morning, we weighed againe, and plyed towards the mouth of the 
Streights, where we deléried the foure Datch thips aforefaid at anchor, neere ynto the Iland 
called Tamporon, which lyeth about three leagues to the Weftward of Vinx or Pallambam point. 

Sofooneas we defcried them we made towards them with all {peed ; and they in acarelefle fa- putch brauery:

neere vinto them, the Admirall and the re(t bore yp withour dhipbeine the winder moft of our

This I declare, becaufe men may the better vnderftand the infolencie,or rather vinivalencie of vinkvalencie 
of chis arrogant Nation, tocome on with fuch a Spavif» brauado, and fofoone to run away, of the Dutch, 
They had no fooner begun, but theyere as quickly anfwered from our fhip, in {ich a meat ure, 
that within the Space of two houres (by the gractousalTitance of Almightic God) wee made. Their flighte 
them as quiet as Lambs; the Admirall , that firft gauethe on-fet, being the firftthatranaway, 
and after him all his Fleet ; whom we chaled vntill night, and chen finding them too light of 
foote, gaueouerthechafe, The night wee ftood queritowards Poole’ Tunda, The fecond in the 

+ © afccrnoone, weanchoredagaine in the Road of Bantams thisday we had newes from Jacatra; 
that one of the two Dutch thips aforenamed, was falt.on ground hard by their Caftle, and that 
they themfelues at fight of Sir Thomar Dales fleet; hadfer heron fire. The other thip which pitch thip

The of March, we confulted aboord the Unicorne,of our belt courfe to bee taken with, 
the Fleet, where it was refolued, that we fhoyld Boe for the Coaft of Coromandel, which (as we 
were informed) is a good Countrey: for the fea of mens and abounding with Rice , Wheat, 

Butter, Grauances, &c, which could not here be had for any money, 
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Prill 19. 16x9. being Munday ,all cur fhips being together that were in this place,and 
the threedusks at anchor amongft ys, wee refolued in counfell to put the honorable 
Companies Commillion in execution, which was to appropriate the Chine/es goods vine

our {hallop found as thee was founding of the Ghanell. To the Eaftwards of this place thereape 

Many ands, peared many {inal lands, and by the report of the people in the Juncke, the Sea is full of Hlands 
Eevee the South-ealt end of Banco,and the Ile of Burxeo. Now this was the South-eaftend 

Seafullof I. of Banco, which did beare North North-eaft,halfe North about two leagues off ; and the Land 

lands twist from this Point vnito the entrancepf the Streights of Banco, did lye Weft by South neerelta- 

Bauee be Lour thirteene leagues : there as Wee were at anchor , the forelaid Point bearine North by Eaft 
halfe Eaft two leaguesanda halfe, we found (by obferuation of the Sunne) the thip to bee in 
three degrees and eight minutes South latitude, 

Munday in the morning, (hauingllittle hope to find's paffage betweene the South-ealt end 
of Banco and the forefaid lands , by reafon of the fearefil fhoaldings which wee had alreadie 

Strcightsof found) werrefolued by the helpe of God to goe through the Streights of Banco , and there with= 

Banos all preféntly came to faile, fering offs neere as we could iudge, the fame courft thac we came 
in in which courfe we found more dangerous fhoalding in our anding off, then wee haddone 
inour comming in before. After we had gotten about eight leagues olf South South-welt from 

Current, the South-ealt point of Banco,we Reered away South-welt by Welt, the Current fetting North 4° 
welt, which madea Wettby South way neerefts this courfe wee run fiue Teagues, and anchored 
in eight fathom Ozie, about nine at night, 

Lucepars. The ninth in the morning, we defcried LuceparaNoxth North-welt feuen leagues off, and 
fteered in neere with ic vntill we had it North twoleagues. In this courfe we came onerafpit 
where wee had but foure fathom and a halfeand fue fathoma quarter lefle , but drawing neere? 
vnto Lucepara, we had Sue fathom and a quarter,and when it was North two leagues oft al Ozie 
ground. And foall the way before, now, and after that we had brought it North two leagues 
off, as I haue faid, we fteered North-welt by North, vntill Lucepara was North-ealt of vs, and 
had fiue fathom the fame ground : and then we went Weft Noith-welt » hauing alwayes Ozie, 
ground till we were within two leagues of Sumatra fhoare in fixe fathom, Here we hadonr Ile 4 
of Lucepara Ealt South-eaft three leagues anda halfe off, And a Hill vpon'Banco with a deepe 
{wampe North by Wet neereft, being a failes breadch open of the Point of Sumatra, which was 
then North by Welt halfe Weft from vs, about three leacues off: wee fleered from hence 208, 
with the forelaid Point North by Weft, and had fixe anda half and feuen fathom, foft ground, 
vatill we came within a league of the Point, where edging toonecere the fame, we had but fin 
fathom and a halfe, and foure and halfe in the Boat hard by vs : but had wekepra litele further 
offthat Point, wee might haue gone away in feuen, eight, nine, and ten fathom, and foall the 
Streights alongft , borrowing carefully with our Lead vpon the Swmatra fhoare; but hee that 
keepech any thing neerer vnto Banco then ynto Sumatra, fhall haue very vijcertaine fhoaldings 
fometimes deepeand otherwhiles thoald, and commonly foule ground, whereas on Sumatra fide 

if you fhould come into fhoald water , yet the ground for the moft part is fof, ozie, andthe 

font farce more certaine; all which will more plainly appeare by my defcription of this 
lace. : 

P Friday, the twelfth in the euening, haning brought the North-wel Point of Bavee noe 
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aft, we opened two'fmooth Hills with a little Hummock betweene them, the Nor“hermott of 
them being the Northermoft Land of’ Banco, and bearing from the Nortli-welt Point aforefaid; 
Northeeatt nine leagues off: This night we ftcered North North-eaft, to goe through the Cha- 
nell betweene Lingaand the North end of Banco, finding twentie three, twentie two, twentie; Linge 
eighteené,and fixteene fathoms: ozie, vntill we came neéere the entrance, and afterwards fifteen, 
fourteene, ‘vhirteene fathoms, going through the paflage. Linge vilech at firtt in three ‘ands, 
the Northermoft being bigger then both the other, ‘rifing fall of Hummocks 5 being neere two 
leagues'im length.’ The Hes of Linga have certaine fragments’ of Hes intermixt among (t them, 
thewing'like Hay-cocks, whichis a good marke to know them. ‘From the fmooth Hill, which 
Io is the South end of Banco, vntill the South Weftermiolt Ne of Linge, North by Welt ten leagues, 
Eatt North-eaft halfe North. From the middle of the greatelt Ile of Linga: (which is che North 
Ealtermoft of them) lyeth another {mooth land nine leagues off, anWabout two leagues to the 
Eaft North-eafthalfe North, From that'there is'another flat Haid; and off the North Point of 
the round {mooth Mand; lyeth alfo-a little fragment like a Rocké, In the way betweene this 
fmooth Iand and Linga you haue fourteene and thirteene fathom water , alfo beitig in the mide 
way betweene them , your courle is North, to pafle alonghtby the Eafter-fide of Bintam, This 
day atnoone wee were in one degree South latitude, ‘tle greateftMle OF Linga South-welt fue 
leagues, whereby we gathered that the great He of Linga ftood’in’one degree and ten minutes A itte Hand! 
neereft. Thisafternoone we fawa little Iland to the Weftward of vs, about eight leagues offy 
20 which lyeth North North-weftneereft from Linga. 
_ Sunday, the fourteenth at noone’, having madea North way foure and twentie leagues , by 
helpe of the Wind and Current, which did fet North, we haddightof the high land of Bintam, Bintam. 
rifing with two Hills anda deepe {wamp betwixt, being to our tudgement twelue leagues from 
vs. Atchis time alfowehad fg ¢ of three or foure Hummocks,rifin, like ands, South-weft by 
Weft cight leagues shere we lounded and had ground ii tweittie fathom, From Lingaynto this 
place we had fourteene, fifteene, fixteene, feuenteene , siehiecenestod twentiefathom ; as wee 
fixppofed , ftream ground ; for wee had not meane’:at all times totrieit.. From mid-day the 
fourteenth vnto he fifteenth at noone,North a third part Weft, feuenand twentie leagues. This 
_ foure and twentie houres, twentie one, twentie two, twentie three, and twentie fore fathoms . 
30 This day fiom twelue to three, three leagues and a’halfe. Herewee faw Poole Loar; bearing Poole Lavt, 
North-welt halfe North from vs, by our iudgementabout twelue leagues off, at this inftant we 
had feuen and twentie fathom, the ground like vito Fullers earth; ‘this night Poole Loar bein, 
North-weft by Welt eight leagues off, we had nineand thirtie fathom ozie. From the fifteent! 
at noone, vntoeight the next morning , we made a North Norch-wett halfe Weft way fifteene 
leaguess The fixteenth at eight, Poolo Loar did beare South-weft by South off vs fixe leagues; 
diftant the very body ofthe Hand Hermano de Layo, Weft South-welt halfe Weft feuen leagues Hermano dé 
off and Poole Tymon the South end Welt halte North ten leagues ; and the North-eaftend Weft La. Re 
North-weft halfe weft ten leagues off. This euening wee anchored within toure miles off the ?¢!0Tymen, 
.  Norih Point of Zjmon in foure and twentie fathom, ftreamy ground , the Point it felfe bearing 
40 Weltby South halfe South. This euening,] fent ee about the Point, where they del. - 
~~ cried a Towne anda lunke, riding clofe by the fhoare, and diuers Praws a fifhing , whereof one 
came to them to enquire what Nation they were; and told them, that at che Towne there was 
good frefh water, and Buffels, Goats, and oe asst gs 4 
Wednefday in the morning, about foure of the clocke, wee fene the Mnicores long Boat with 
‘ours to the {aid Towne, who returned in the afternoone with foure Butts of water apiece , not 
‘willing to fill more becaufe it was brackith. At the watering place they founda Iunck of Jor, A Tuncke of 
which was fet out for aman of Warre, and hauing twentie {mall thot befides Lances and Jaue-, 40" 
lins; he reported to our people that he had taken a China Iuncke , and fold her on the Coaftof 
Zor, ‘And fent me word, that he would take my part againft che Portwgall , as long.as his life did 
‘ 50 lat. In thenext Bay to the Sourhwards of the North Point of Poolo Temon , wee found very 
good frefh water , but we could not conueniently take it in with our long Boat; for fhee drew 
fiue foot water being loden. Thus hauing fpent our day in this place to little purpole : Lieedaile 
the firft of the night, directing our courle for Patania, fteering away due North withlittlewind parani¢; 
all night. 4 
Trt at noone, we were in threedegrees and fortie minutes South latitude, hauin: made 
a North halfe Weft way, by meanes of the Current , which did fet a way North by Welt about 
2mile an houre. ‘This atternooneat foure, hauing made'a North halfe Weft way about eight 
leagues, we delcried the Ie of Tingoran North North-welt fitteene leagues off : This vight wee Poole Tingorani 
palled along by Poolo Tingoran, about fixe leagues to the Eafterward of 1t hauing twentue eight; 
6 thirtie and thirtie two fathoms foft ground. acti oe t 
Friday, ac fixe in the morning, wehad Poolo Tingoran Welt South-weft fewen leagues off: here 
Wehad (ixe and thirtie fathom the fame ground. This day at noone wee wete in fue degrees 
and thirtie minutes. Téngoran bearing South one third part Eaft fourceene leagues off, whereby 


Weconceiued that the Ile of Tingeran fandeth in foure degrees and fiftieminutes. This mie 
= ; a n 
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noone. we had likewife the South-Ile of Poole Rowdox,Nort-welt by Weftfeuen leagues off: and 
inthe fame night at eight of the clocke, I obferued the Crofiers and made the thip to be in fiue 
degrees forcie eight minutes, the Eaftermoft (which isthe greateft of the Iles of Poole Rowdon, 
bearing Weltfoureleagues off. From eight at night yntill noone the next day, our way Was 
neereft North-weft by Weft nine leagues ; in this courle the depth we had from twentie eight 
to feuenteene fathoms : thenthe Northermoft Iland of Poole Rowden was South one third part 
Eaft, foure leagues off ; being a round Hummocke much like to Pomo in the Gulphof Venice, 
but fomewhat higher, and more compleat : thefe les of Rowdon are good high ine and a faire 
depth from the one end tothe other, on all the Eafter Gide, and as I am informed a faire Channell 
betweene them and the Maine, there are in all, thirteene or fourteene Ilands great and fmall, zo 
Saturday from noone, ynull Sunday, cight in the morning , our way was Weft North-weft nine 
leagues ; here wee faw twohillsby the water fide, bearing Welt oft vs fiue leagues off, rifing like 
two Tortugas, From Poole Tingoran ynto Potania, is very high land alongft vp in the Countreys 
andlow land by the waters fidewitha fandie Strand at leaft twentie leagues to the Sourhward 
of the Point of Potania, and how much farther I know not ; but fo farre Thaue feene,. This $a- 
turday in theafternoone, as we ftood in Weft North-weft to the two hills aforefaid » wee came 
from feuenteene vntofourteene and thirteene fachomes , hard ground ; and as wee drew neerer 
the hills, che depth encrealed againe toninteene fathomes ozie, and thence to eighteene and fe~ 
uenteene fathoms, thefameground. 

Sunday the one and twentieth, from eight in the morning ynto feuen at nightjourcourfe was 20 
North-weft three quarters Welt thirteene leagues, keeping for the moft part, within foure 
leagues of thelow fandie fhoare, the depth all the way tifteene »fourteene , and thirteene fa* 
thoms: hereatfeuen weeanchored in thirceene fathomsand a quarter ftreamie ground , the 
Northermoft point in fight ( falling downe from. a reafonable hi igh land at the end of all 
the low land ) did beare Wett North-weft halfe North, neere three leagues and an halfe off 


" Sixe leagues South=eaft by South froin this Poinélieth aRocke, as high aboue the wateras the 


Hall of afmall thip : we pafled along about a league and an halfe to the Eaftward of ie, finding 
noalteration of our former depth: this point aforefaid I call, the Gurnets Head. From this 
Point, the land trendeth away Weft Nerth-welt, and Weft by North , vnto the entrance of Po 
tania Road’, being all low land ftom the Gwurnets Head vnto the very Point of the Road, and 30 
Jowelt of allat the fame Point, From Garnets Head vato the faid low Point, the diltance is 
fixe leagues sand all che way of faire depth, yntill you draw neere the low Point of the Road? 
but there you mutt giue a good birth,becaufe there lieth a fhoald from it halfe way ouer vnto the 
Welter thoare: therefore'you muft not borrow tooneere it , before you haue he fhoalding of 
the Wefterfhoare: and there you fhallfind the fofteft ground. From the low Point, as you 
range ouer the Bay vnto the Welter fhoare, you thall not haue aboue fiue fachomes, and foure 
thomsand an halfe, when youare in the Road; where you thall haue the low Point Eaft North 
catt one third part Eaft, and the higheft mountaine on the Welter fide of the Bay will then beat 
Souch South-weft one third part Wett. 2 ae 
- Thurfday,we anchored in the Road of Porania,where we found the Sam/on, and a Dutch Pine 40 
nalle. The day before we came into the Road, I went afhoare to the Engli/b Factorie, Where 
found Matter Adam Denton, and Matter Richard Welding lately come from Jambe in a Praw with 
diners Englih of the Sansfons companie, who were all glad men to fee fach Englifh {hips in that 
Port, Atmy comming tothe Engli/h houfe, Tacquainted Mafter Denton with the caule of MY 
comming, which was, forRacke and freth Vidtuals, whereof wee ftood in great need ; where- 
upon he prefently gaue order, to lay out for all'things neceffarie ; that within fix dayes we a 
furnifhed with fixteene Buts of Rack and Rack-apee,whereof three Buts of Rack-apee,W& 
from the Dutch ; which curtefie they did vs,to haften our difpatch: Beeues, Goats,and ae 
we had herein plentifull manner, Here alfo we bought Dammar and Oyle for the trimming * 
our thips, becaufe I vnderftood it was very deere in Japan. Heere alfoI found a {mall Frige 59 
bought bythe Engi{b , which being of nogreat vfe inthis place, by generall confent it was 
poset ering that thee with mot of the Exgi{b Sailors fhould goe along to attend vpon the 
Tames Roya 

The laitof May, we departed from Potania, but 

The firft of Iune , at feuen in the morning, wee defcried a {mall Rocke, which appear’ ed 
little aboue water, lying very dangerous for {hips that goe from Potania for the Head of ce, 
boia : when this Rocke did beare North North-eatt halte Eaft, a league off; then the high-land 
ouer Gwonets Head was South South-we(thalfe Welt, thirceene leagues off , and by cornet 
tion, the low point of Potania Road was eighteene dca off , Welt South-weit Se 60 
from vs. After we were out of the Road of Potania, in feuen fathoms, the depth increafed of 
derly to eight, ten, twelue, fourceene, fixteene, eighteene, twentie , twentie two, and iy Boe 
foure fathoms, vntill we had fight of the Rocke; and about two leagues from the Rock aH te 
and twentie fathoms ozie : and fich wasall the ground from Potania to this places ae jah 
noone, thisRocke being Weft from vs about foure Ieaguss off, we found the fhip to bee From 
degrees twentic minutes, : 
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~~ * From hence vntill the third at noone, Eaft halfe North fortie fiue leagues , here we faw Poola 
Pube Ealt Notth-eaft halfe North) eight’ leagies off /haning fourteene fathoms ozie+ all this Poole Hube, 
eight and fortie houres we ‘had ozie ground the depth’from twentiefeuen to thirtie fixe fa- 
thoms, and from thence deeteafing againe to fourteent'fathoms, which was the depth wee had 
when we faw this Mand. ‘This Poole Hiibe rifeth frit with one round hill, then as you come 
neeter, you {hall fee a fhouldér of fomewhat, high larid rifing in hummeckes : but notaboue two 
third parts as high as the round hill, being all one land with if, and’ then fhall you fee another 
Jeffer round Hand tile, which is neere about the highth of the hummockie land, and lietlr clofe a 
aboord the greater Hand.

greateft Iand, which wasalfo the higheft. The next morning wee weighed againe; and flood 
away Eaft by South, and Eaftby Eaft , hauing but little wind. This euening ac fixe, wee had 
the bodie of Hube Weft by North, foure leagues off, From hence wee fteered away Eaft’by 
South, and Eaft, vaicill fixe'the next morning, but the Current checked ys to the’ Northward, Custeat: 
by which theanes we inidde‘ur way to the Northward of the Eat. baa , 
The fife, from fixe at nighe varill fixein the morning, we ranne fifteene leagnes'; the courfe arta 
afore-faid, and here we had fight of avery lictle'round Iland, bearing foure leagues off: 5 and to 
the Southwird of it about a mile diltant, along flat Rocke a good highth aboue water! From 
29 Poole Hube vntill We came three leagues off this little round Uand,we had thirteene} fourtéene, 
fifteene fithoms, and fifteene, fourtecné, and thirteene againe , all ozie round, Wher we were 
within ewo leagues of this {mall Mand, we had thirteene fathoms fandie ground, Here we de- 5 
feried Polo Candor, the Northet end of it bearing Eaft by North, from this land about {¢ euen Poole Canderi 
leagues off. This day at noone wee found the fhip tobee ineight degrees fortie two minutes : 
Norch latitide, tle higheltland on Pool (andor being Balt from ys fixe leagues off: from Po- 
tania vurill wee were in fight of Poole (andor, che winds for the moft pee Were Re South 
Soutl:-wetl. ‘This day atnoone wee fteered away North-eaft, North-eait by North, and’ in 
the night Norch Nortli-eaft ; fo that wee made North-ealt by North in all yneill thenext day 
at noone, about foure and twentie leagues : In this courfe wee found thirteéne and fourteene 
30 fathoms ozic. ‘ 
Tuelday, the fixtat noone, we had fight of two Hummockes wpon the Coat of Camboia; camboid. 
bearing North by Ealt, 4nd to the Weltward of thatlow Land, From Poole Cader vntill wee 
came in fight of this Coaft, we found the Current {etting Ealt by North: here allo when wee 
faw thole Hummockes bearing Northby Eaft nine leagues off, wee had twelue fathoms ftreas 
mie ground, Wednefday the eventh at noone , wee found the fhip to bee in ten degrees fortie 
two minutes , haning runne from the former noone vntill this prefént , North-eaft a quarter 
North fiueand twentie leagues? heereby wee found , that the Current fetting Eaft by North; 
had cartied vs ten miles to the Northwards of our computation , our depths from twelue to fix- 
. tence, twentie, and twentie foure fathoms sand fo to twentic, cighteene, fixteene, fourteenc, 
49 asaine, fandie ground, ‘From the afore-faid two Hammocks ,as wee did coaft it along within 
eight leagues off the fhoare, and fometimes more, fometimes leffe, wee aw high Land all along 
vp inthe Countrie, and in many placesby the waters fide, {mooth Land about the highth of 
the Lizard, with many plots of white fand vpon it, as well as by the waters fide. The firft 
white {pots that we faw vpon the fmooth Land,was ypon the very Point that is ten leagues 
to the Weltward of the Cape Ceffier, which at firft feemed to bee 2 Towne with faire houfes Gapecaffier, 
and white walls: this Cape did beare Weft North-w* fthalfe Wet from vs, about fixe leagues 
off, this prefent day at noone, when we were in ten degrees fortie two minutes. Thurfday at 
noone, we were in eleuen degrees thirtie minutes having gone twentie leagues North-eaft halfe 
North, from the former noone. ‘The night before, at eight of the clocke, we came to ananchor 
$0 intwentietwo fathome ftreamie ground , where the Current did fet Eaft halfe North , vntill 
twelue ; and then finding that it had recourfe to the Weftward, wee weighed anchor againe, 
and fteered away North-eaft , and North-ealt by North ,allthe night; and fo yntill the eight 
at noone afore-faid : in which courfe we had from twentie two to twentic cight , thirtie two, 
thirtie fixe, fortie, fortie foure fathoms ; and a little before noone , fortie feuen, and after that 
wee hadno eround. The caufe why wee anchored that night was, that wee found very yn- 
certaine fhoalding, hauin; had cighteene, twentie, twentie two, and twentie foure fathomes : 
and after noone on the fodaine we came into fixteene, fourteene, twelue, and the Uxicorne be~ 
ing faire by vs had but nine fathoms and an hulfe. 
From the eight vntill che ninth at noone , wee fteered alongft the fhoare North North-caft 
fixteene leagues, Norch by Eaft fix leagues, North fix leagues, and North by Weft nine leagues; 
which made inalla North by Eaft one chird part Eafterly way, thirtie fix leagues : here we had 
Cape Parrella Welt South-welt eight leagues off, being in the latitude of thirteene degrecs thir~ CapeV/arelle, 
teene minutes : this Cape is called by the Chine/és (Jemtam) which in their language doth fig- 


hifiea Chimney, becaule it hath a tharpe Hummocke on the top of the hill , much like vnto

Chimney on the top of a houfe, From the ninth vntill the tenth:at noone , North two third 
parts Welt twentie fixe leagues, the latitude fourteene degrees thirtie minutes ; here we were 
about ten leagues off theland; and theday before, wee came not aboue fixe leagues off Cape 
Varrella, by which I gather, that the land trendeth away North by Weft from Cape Varrell 
Sunday at noone,we wete in fixteene degrees ten minutes,hauing runne from the former noone 
thirtie three. leagues and one third part,due North, Munday at noone, twentie fixe leagues 
North Norheeatthalfe North, latitude feuenteene degrees fortie minutes, the Current hauing 
Ayman, fetwys fixe miles to the Northwards. This euening at fixe, we defcried the Ie of eAynams, the 
highland bearing North-weft by North twelue leagues, wee hauing gone from noone feuen_ 
+ leaguesNorth-ealt. From hence vatill noone the next day, North-eait! by Eaft twentie two 10 
» leagues : here we were ineighteene degreesand an halfe. This morning, we chafed a Portugal 
Frigat, but thee was of folight burthen that we could not come neere her, 3 
| The fourteenth day at noone, we were in ninteene degrees thirtie fiue minutes, our way from 
the former_noone North-eaft twentie:lixe leagues whereby wee found that the Current had 
saw? carried ysfoure leagues to the Northwards of our account : and yet this day at noone, with 
Gurren. our boats in feuentie three fathoms ozie, and found no Current at all. Here we faw many Rip- 
Ripplings, _plings like ouer-falls, as though there had gone fome great Tide, but found none as yer. This 
atternoone at fixe, we anchored againe, with our boat in fixtie eight fathoms ozie fand , 
found afinall Current to the Southward, The fifteenth at noone » wee had runne feuenteene 
leagues North-eaft by North : here we were in twentie degrees thirtie minutes , the Current 30 
hauing carried vs feuen leagues to the Northward., here we had fortie fue fathoms {andie ozie. 
The fixteenth at noone in twentie one degrees and twentie minutes, we had fight of three I- 
« lands; the Eaftermott sy ih pani h-ealt, the Weftermoft North-weft, the neereftland 
nine leagues off + here we had twentie two fathomes ozie fand 3 We met with the wind here at 
Eaft Sonth-eait, which blew very frefh: but from Cape Varrella vnto this place, wee had the 
windalwayes, from the South South-ealtto the South-weft, Thenext morning at eight of the 
clocke, we.had twentie eight fathomes ozie, hauing runne from the former noone South-welt 
eleuen leagues: where perceiuing the wind and weather to encreale , wee thought itbetter to 
anchor, then to runne backe the way that we came. 
Sunday the eighteenth in the morning, the weather fomewhat faire,we endeauored to weigh 30 
9 Quranchors but even as our <nchor was apeeke, the cable brake in the halfe , being new, and ne= 
uer wet before; by which accident we loft a good anchor: The Onicorne, as wee were almolt 

p apecke, fhot off a Peeces whereupon I fent the Shallop fpeedily abaord her ,to know what was 
amiffe; who brought me word, that fhee had {prung agreatleake, which had almoft tired all 
their men with baling : which as foone as I heard, I fent thirtie men aboord of her jto cate 
their men by fells, vineill it thould pleafé Gon todifcouer the leake: this day the wind at 
South-eaft, which ftood to the Eaftward, making of a North-eaft way, vntill fixe at night, at 
which time we faw the former high Iland againe , North North-eaft one third part Ealt , ten 
leagues off , hauing twentie three fathoms. This euening, our men returned from the Unicorne, 
and brought. vs newes, that the great leake was firmely ftopt, whereat wee all reioyced. From 4o 
fixe to twelueat-night, we made a North-eaft way fourteene leagues , whete we had twentie 
fathoms ozie, From twelue to fiuein the morning, wee ftood to the Southwards , making a 
Sovthswret way three leagues and an halfe; here wee had twentie fixe fathoms againe ; ozie 
ground. 

The nineteenth, from fiue this morning, we caft about to the land, the wind at South-ealty 
wherewith we made aNorth-eaft way «and atfixeof the clocke were within eight leagues 
F of the aforefaid high Hand, bearing North by Eaftfrom vs: andat cight this morning , M 
‘Unicornes Roberts,Matter of the Unicorne, came abs of ys,and told mee that they had meat ted great 
Teaken, Jeake broke out, and that they mutt needs feeke out fome fmooth place toride in, the betterto 
fearch’their leakes, and to fit their fore-maft better in the ftep : hereupon I refolued to beare ij 52 
vnder the great Tland, which was now North by Eat from vs, in hope to find a finootli Road, 
the mote speedily to effeé& their bufinefe. There were many more lands in fight , both tothe 
Weftward,and to the Eaftward of vs;but this being theneereft to vs,and the likelieft,we fteered 
with it, being within thrce leagues of it, che wind began to duller, andthe night was at han 
therefore we plied it to and againe, vntill the twentieth in the morning,and then the wind was 
fo farre Northerly, that wee could not ceafe the place. This day I wentaboord againe of the 
‘Unicorne, to know what they intended to doe ; where I found them all very willing to ftand it 
alongft, becaufe the wind was faire ; not doubting but that they fhould bee able to overcome 1f* 

; When I heard their refolution, Icauféd all my Laskayres toremaine aboord the Vacorne, Liphasive 
fift them as occafion fhould require, and fo we ftood away all that afternoone yntill midnight; 
with a faire wind, and faire weather ; but chen it began to blow fo much wind, thar wee were 
inforced tolie here a trie with her maine courfe all night. 

The one and twentieth in the morning, we faw the Vaicornea leagueand an halfeafterne o! 


VS, hauing a fore-faile and a fprit-faile out ; which, as afterward I perceived, was t0 ee 
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about for the (hoare.againe : Lprefently caufed.our fore-courfe to be madexeadié to flat out fhip 
after: her, although wee had little hope to allt hen inany thing.,becaufe the {ea was fo farre 
-growne, as our men werealofing cf.theirfore-courle, there camefuch.a violent guft.that they 
were faine to furleicagaine: it nor, our faile would haue beene blowne away., After the guit They lofe fight 
was ouer, we fet our fore-faile, and.tommake her weare. the rounder; wee braled vp our. maine ofthe Ynicorne, 
courfe, part of it being blowne outof .the boult-tope: before they. could furle it; after that the 
maine-faile was vp, we putzhe helme hard aweather, thinking that the {hip would haue come 
round, butall in vaine ;tor fhee would not weare aboue two or three points, and then come to 


Jo agiine., Now the fea was fo growne, thatiwedurit not let fall our Sprit-faile sand the wind fo 
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violent, that we could not loofé our fore-top-faile : and this while the Vnicorne was outof figh 
when we faw that our fhip would not weare, we fteered away, as. necteas wee could lie Such 
by Eaft, yntill noone; hauing made our way South by Eaft thictcene leagues from the Souther- 
moft Land in fight ouer-night, which called the Aforocco Saddle, by realon of adeepe Swampe Morocco Saddle 
on the top thereof... This SaddleLland aforefaid liethin twentie one degrees forsic fiue minutes oF Saddle- 
North Jaticude, ichath on che Wefterlide foure or fiue very {mall Hands clofe by it sand on che Hand. 
Eafterne (ide three Iands.in fight, lying, all three pext hand Eaft. North-eaft fiom ie, From 
Saddle-le, to the Weltward , there are many ands ; fome North+weft from it jothers Welt 
North-weft, Welthy North; and the Southermoft of all thofe, Iands in, fight did beare from 
this Welt, aboutyfifteene leagues off. This afternoone, our fhip waxed very leake, having on the 
fodaine foure footandan halt water gid » which imployed both. our Pampes going a long 
time before we could tree her. T ‘owards the ‘cuening, it pleafed G.o. to difcouer three or foure 
great lealces betweene windand water which when out Carpentershad ftopped:, wee found: Leakes; 
great cafe and comfort, for then we could let the Pumpe ftand fuill halfe an houre, and fret her 
againe with one Pumpein little mote thena quarter.of an houre...Krom this day noone , vittill, 
the ewoand twentieth agnoone, fi es thewelt, witha coals of Courfers yand, 
by, Weft a Hull: herew twenticfeuen fathoms and am hale ozic. 
"The two and twentieth in theafternoone,the violence of, the wind began to decreafey aitd cons 
fequently, the furic of the waues allayed, which caufed our fhip to grow the thighter, where. 
by we plainely perceiued, that the mall bare of ourleales were betwixt wind and:wacer, and

firft to encourage them to come againe. This Euening, at fixe, the wind came Vp at North 
North-eaft, by meanes whereof, and a little helpe of the Current fecting towards the North, 
ealtby Eaft, which made an Eaft way nine leagues to the twelfth atnoone. Heere we had the 
highelt Land of Formo/a, South-ea(t, the neereft land about eight leagues off, the neather point 
of it Eaft by North ten leagues off our depth, fortie fixe fathomes ozie: the latitude twentie 
fiue degrees twentie minutes. From the high Land of Formo/a, Aretcheth outa lower Land t 
the water-fide, being a white fandy fhoare, and finooth fand Hils farther vp the Countreys 
much like tothe Coaft of Barbary.

Furfland, which 1 then likewift deliuered : By Captaine Borner I vn= Fepgyning a 
derftood of two moneths Trade granted at Teco, of aboue onethoufand and three hundred Bas rien tor 
hars of Pepper, then in the Dragon, and of more then one thoufand and fiue hundred remayning lackofmeancs;

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at Achen vnbonght;for lacke of meanes. To the end that fo littleas might be of our fhort time 
fhould be loft; the fifteenth in thenight , Captaine Bonner fent off his barge with Mafter Ai 
ehols and my {elfe, to goe alhoare, and acquaint the King &c, with our licence for Trade ; as alfo 
to take an houfe, and4o much as might be , to feteach thing in a forwatdnefle. The King. fee~ 
med very willing; appointing, as we defired, a very conuenient houfe clofe by the fea fide, next 
to the Cuttome-houle, and promifed fo foone as he faw the Kings Letter), mufters of our goods, 
and had concluded of ‘the price ; order fhould be giuen for prefent weighing. . 
The nineceenth, Mafter'Wicho/s went aboord the Dragon , riding two leagues withote che 
Road, and brought the Kings Letter afhoare with him , which feene and read, Proclamation —_ 
thereof was prelently {ene into the Countrey, and many in the Towne had good quantities of 1 
Pepper bought Peppets which they would noe fell till the Kang had firlt begunne. The one and twentieth, the 
acTeco, Dragon &c, came into the Road, and mutters of goods landed , the greateft part whereof was 
Cainkeenes, blue $elas; and the price was concluded, fiftie Selas,thirtie fue Cainkeenés,fixteene 
Thepriceof _ blue Byronnes, red Selas thirtie two, and of Baftaes according to the goodneffe, eight, tem, ant 
Pepper, andof ewelue Pieces for a Bahar, which valued according to the rates worth in readie money, twentle 
Swat goods.

Wee in vaine fearched each bufh and place about our houfe, and I wentto call the Cowals 
(or Waiters) who every, night till chis , kept watch ina Balley within twentie paces of our 
houfe ; mifling whom , I went inftantly co the Pongolo Cowallas houle , and calling him , asked 
him where was the Watch she faid, at the Balley;which I denying , he affirmed to haue charged 
one that night. Then I toldhim wehad arran flaine, and willed him to fearch narrowly, if any 
fufpicions, perfon could beapprehendéd, he forthwith went and acquainted the King therewith, ° 
who prefently came downe with the Chiefe chere-abouts, faw the dead bodie, and aflirmed, he 
would doe what might be, to find the murtherer : Mafter Nichols charged the Cowals to bee 
aétors, or authors hereof, and required co haue them all fent for, and one after another to touch ts 
the Corps, whereto the King gaue order : and when each one had taken him by the hand, and 
no caufe to fufpeét any appeared; Mafter Nichols demanded if there were no more Cowals 5. it 
was an{wered, no more faue one, who was ficke ,and kept his bed ; him the King commanded 
tobe fent for, whofe very lookes and demeanour condemned him in the opinion of all; to bee 
the villaine fought for, the King commanded to take the dead man by the hand , which with 
extreme quaking, and many diltraéted gelturesand anfweres hedid, but would not hold it an 
time.

St pleafed Adagter Geo. Barkley, the twentieth of Februavie , 1616. to fend mee with Ric. Hunt, 
(who died at Bantam) upon the attendant ta your felfe,but the Monfon being {pent wee could but fetch 
Maccallar, where I ftayed but eleuen moneths, in expettation of our Fleet for Banda , which was a bot ‘ 
one when st came (to incounter with [uch au Encmie) being but three hips, and the bef? of themrun 
away aforechand, l meane the Thomas, Master William Hakeridge leaning my felfe and bis Mate 
Tatten, and Purfer, with fine more of bis companie aboord the Salomon, ood God heoweth what s 
become of ther, which had we beene together, doubrlelfe we bad gelded them of their great Bantam, b#t 
being asmwewere fo deepe fips , banin, upwards of two hundred quoynes of Rice, befits Arack fix bun- 

Larres,thirtie foure bales of cloib with other provifions, as neuer was Poolarcon fo fitted, if ithad 
pease God, wee had all fafely bere arrined, for that wee were too too much oner-matched by their 19 
rat Forces. 

There bath beene this yeare a great mortalitie in Baritam, the chiefe Fattors there , with Generall 
Pepwell and the rest kept the [laps there fo long , that there dyed abene tro hundred of our men there 
before therr departure from thence. 

The Frenchmen shat arrived at Bantam, thefe Flemmings tooke their Dutchmen ont of thems 
perforce, tothe ouerthrow of their Voyage, and for any farther matter not worthy the writing thereof: 

Now to come to our felues, and our taking the Bantam being neereft-us, of the Flemmings foare 
Ships, yet fome distance off, and the fine and twentieth of March laft paft, about noone fhot at vs,whem 
we fone anfivered againe with shot for foot al that afternoone, but our Powder was nasght, and could 
not carrie the fhor home, when theirs came ener vs, but nener touched vs to the fetting of the Sunne, 20 
Soone after the wind comming Easterlyjwewerein she middest of our foes , and being fo much oner 
matched, were by them firprized and taken, but the Bandanezes eight of them cy very valiantly, 
andkilled the lemmings, three men ont-right nd bast them three more: tut the rall man of Poolon 
way, ad another little man with him, played their parts excellently, for they drone the Flemmings omer= 
boord, by fortie at once ; fome up into the foure (brouds, fome one way, and Some another that they bad 
Seonred the Deckes of them all, Ishmkeif the Bandanczes had had them vpon plaine ground , they 
would hane put the Flemmings te the fiverd enery man of them, for that they were exceedingly fearen, 
fullto deale with them, but by their Boats and fubteltie, they killed the Bandanezes, and tooke fenen or 
eight Boyes prifoners, whereof one or two of them is runne away and efcaped from hence ont of thet 
hands, and t hope got fufely to you there by this time. Now, after tbat wee came toa ‘parley with the 3° 
Flemmings, they killed us three men bafely, both againft the Law of Armes and all good wanners be= 
Sides, bringing vs afterwards 80 Nero, where they made pillage (by the Dutch Generall bis order) of all 
thar we had keeping our men in Irons, thefe Flemmings being fo clofe in all their doings, that their 
owne Shippers cannot kyxow their determination; and yet ther Generallis bound with them in comspatilt 
or lfe 1 shinke little would be by them performed, what I can Iwill aduife_you,though I cannot perfwade 
yon, but Lbefecch Godblefe you, and all with you. 

Master Caffarian Dauid ts kept by the Dutch Generall at Pooloway , being fent by the chiefe 
Factor and counfell at Bantam, Cape Merchant of the Fleet upon the Salomon, and my felfe bis fe= 
cond upon the Thomas, configned all by Commiffion unto your felfe, and is referred to Be dy 
The firft prefent I writ Mafter Caffarian at Pooloway missing Lowe meaine you with all Occur~ ae 
rences Ht: hath paffed, that you might not be ignorant of any thing, nor frustrate your hopes in. 
Savion of whit'new cannot be, J fiy, the more to blame them at Bantam, [0 care/ly to heepe ‘hele Pope 
there fo long, unto the eight of Januarie, laft before, they fent them away from thence, which hath 
brought vpon vs all this miferie. The Joippes arrmed at Maccaffar the fecond of Fe Loft, and 
through extremitie of foule weather it was the feuenth of March, before we could fet faile from thencee 
1 pray youreturne my hearty commendations unto Mafter Mufchampe, Maiter Hayes, and Thomas 
Eoord, with all the reft of our louing friends, there likewife Matter Lane, Maffer Churchman, Ma- 
fier Kellum, and Thomas Fowle,commendthem/felues heartily omto yon all, cannot yet beare from 
Matter Callarian, I shinke hereafter we frall goe for Amboyna, where MaflerDauis is and twentie 50 
sen more,the reStare at Ternate,L, pray you excufe my not formerly writing to you,becanfe I doubted the 
deliverie, and thus much at prefent ball for this time {uffice, and with my hinde[? commendations palid 
sour felfe, 1 befeech God ro keepe you out of the bands of all your enemies, and make our mecting ioyfish 
tocach other, and fo inhafte I ref, 4

you write the certaintie of it, likewife, they report that our men did not runne away Wi A Ne 
Defence, but would haue carryed her for Ceyras,but that the Flemmings manned out twoof their 
Jong Boats, and tooke the Defence, and brought her into Were. :

Los Friend Mafter Nathaniel Corchop, / heartily falute, thefe are to certifie yon, the fewenth 
of, March we departed out of Macaffer Road, with tbe Salomon , the Thomas and the Atten- 
dance, MMafter Callarian Dauis being our chiefe Cotmmander of allthe fhips,the thirteenth of the fame 
moncth, being ncere the Streights of Salersme loft company of the Thomas , which wee newer heard of 
10 fince all:of vs being bound direttly for, Poolaroone: the fine and twentieth of she fame mioneth , beeing 
breske of the day, the Salomonard the Teudance beeing withes fonre or fine leagues of Poolaroone, 
wwe {iow foure fayles of Dutch [hips, three of thems being 10 he Enfterne of vs, the orber being thein Ad: 
mirall, was necre unto the lland of Poolaroone, that diy. beeing calme wu lictle wind. Eafterly , wee 
towed with our Boats and made the befimsanes we could to get the Iland ; the Dutch fbips anime the 
mindof vs,bore withrus at two a clocke in the aftertooie, the great Bantam Vice--Admirall got within 
Shot of xs, and plyed her bef? 19 vsyandwe vequited ler to sr power at fore aclocke; the Starve which 
tooke the Swanne,andthe Swanne Lhewife got within hoe of us, atcight aclocke nt night.

prenented which mifchiefe grew from a Molajo Letter, written by a Flemming rbore im Maccaller, 
aid fentin a Tranketo Amboyna, aduifing of or comming « otherwife wee had: bene at our Port be- 
fore that the Flemmings had heard of vs, ‘Herenpon the Flemmings layed waight for vs,enh foureof 10 
their beSt [bips of Warrey and three moreveadieto fecondthemif need required. Now the Thomas 
being loft our of our Companys we plyed our Voyage with the Salomon , and the Attendant fol 
tothe South-ward of the fhoalds that are off aBuctonc. Ard the fine and twenteth of March laff, 3 
day breake we had fight of Polaroone; about fine leagmes off, prefently upon this we deforyed three fayle 
of Elemmingste the North-ward, and one tothe Eaft-ward , to fay , she Bantam , the Trow , the 
Swanne, aid the Starre that tooke the Swanne, which of rhefe Joippes the Bancam came fomewhat 
neere vs about noone, and bad we beré bad the Thomas ix onr Company, wee hadfurely Gelded them 
of their great Bantam for that hip was’ fome diftance from her Conforts; and fecing onr weakueffisbe= 
ge fight and fhot at vs, whom we foone anfwered againe with [hot for Jhot, but onr Powder was nanght 
andconld not the fhot home, when the Flemmings Jhot- ower vs , thus wee continued but no 
done of eyther fide tothe fetting of the Sunne, for that we were fome diftance off, and being fent to 
toolate : the Monfon faylesus, the wind comming now Easterly and in thewghe brought our ene 
mies round about vs, at which time of being fent by MaSter Caflarian’ aboord their Vice-Adesivall. 
‘The Bantam to kyow their intent which was. according to their protest made at Bantam againft vs, thom 
the Trow: their Admivall very bafely foor : the Salomon twice therough and thorough, killed 
there foure men , and burt vs ten men more, thus werewe by the Flemmings:firprized , taken Prie 
Saners, and pillaged; who kept vs first in thesr hips at Neto and now clofe Prifoners in Pooloway, 
Caitleten of vs, the reftare carryed for Amboyna', andthe\Moluccas, 

Now if onr three [hips ad bene fent fooner,we had nor onely arrined fafely at Polaroone with wo 
hundred and fiftie Quiens of Rice , for that Lknow there was no leffe providedin Maccafter, bt alfe 39 
we had gained the whole commoditic of Nuts and Mace, with both Conntrey of Banda, and 
Lhewife'; and the Blemmings conld not bane bought two hundred Suckles of Mace whereas now t 
hase bought at leaf? rwo hundred Tunnes, The neglett of which thusmuch importerh , shough it proe 
wot the lofe of both commoditie and Countrey héreafter. © : at “tea 

The fuse avd twentieth of May laft, the Blemmings marched with fener hundred and fiftie Soule 
densest Lantore, ut the Bandanezes ane thems {uch a repulfe', killing them foure men , and 
burt thems fixteane more, that the Flemmings came off againe, and newer beate their Drnmme.

The fewenteenth of Aprill, the Orrenkayes of Lantore came ouer to me to conferre about kee- 
ping the Iland another yeare, which they promifed to keepe out the Hollander from trading 
with them, onely relying vpou our Forces the next'yéare. Wee agreed to hold it out till the 
next yeare. The eighteenth, by a Praw that went to Bottoone, I fent a Letter for Bantam ,t0 
be conueyed by that King to Our Faétorie at Aaccaffer , fignifying the taking of thefe hips ,the 
onaduifednelfe in fending «i sf emleefonaly (for one day fooner had brought themin) neither was 
there aboue halfe a day of Wefterly winds, ta bring them to Neto) that many poore men were [laine 
maymed, or held it flanerie wirfe then Turkith-flanes sand. had not foure or fine Tata lunckes come eal 
in, for want of vittuals we muft alfo bane ginen vp, and fiill line on Rice only with a litsle fib, which is ' 
Soule weather 53 not to be bad; daily expetting an alfaule from the Hollanders and wifh it not [0 MMe 
able to fland out, as willing to make them pay deare, Gc. He {ent another alfo for refrefhment © the 
Fadtor at Maccaffer. 


The twentieth of Aprill, we were aduertized that within two dayes the Hollanders would 


affaile 
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aflaile vs, but they camenot. The thirtieth, they trayned their men, about feuenhundred, I 
fentanother Letter to:Mafter Bail (where, in relating the fight thele words are vied.) The At= 
tendance before they yeelded gawe the Bandanezes their:fmall Boat; fo they efcaped to Poolaroone. 
‘But the Salomon was fabelayd : that the Bandanezes cowld not goe ont of ber. Master Caflarian 
yeclded in that manner that if I bad beexe in his place, before I would bane done it , I wowldbaue fimke 
downe * right inthe Sea, That was in this manner : After they had fought from two villnine at night, * Ths hedid 
being almoft boord and boord, the Datch called unre him terake in bss Colours, firike his fayles and fore-tell his 
come bimfelfe aboard, which all hee wid, they detayned him and his Boat. So onr men in the fhip played ee deathid 
4 goodand wife part likewife: for shey perceining cheir Commander kept aboord the Dutch  fhippes, went pe abd. 
To and got the Bandanezes Swords, and hid them frem them: only two of them kepe their Swords pri- ” 
aately s ninetcene had no weapons and flowed thems{élues in the fhip, and fome eight orten of them with 
their Creexes and two Swords,at the Hollanders entring of or foap killed the Hollanders at least forty 
of thems, and burt diners more of them ;, most of this flaughter being done by two of the Bandanezes 
only, For at their entring orr mer kept themfelues in the fore-cafile apart, while the Bandanczes 
fought; but at last being taken, the Hollanders killed fome trvelue, and Saned fenen of the youngest. So 
farre as can Iperceine, they neither refpett right or instice, but fiand altogerber upon force of Armes. I 
bane but thirtie eight men to withftand their force and tyranny, our wants extreme: neither haue wee 
villuals or drinke but only Rice and water, they bane at prefent eight (hips bere and two Gallies, andte 
myknowledge all fitted to come againft vs, looke daily and howerly for them, ee. He fignitied alfo 
20 both to him and ina Letter.to the Fa&torat Maccaffer, that he had not, fince firft hee came into 
thefe Hands, receiued one Letter or aduife from any Englifb. 
Ina Letter from Mafter Lane to M. Courthep, is written that he had fent away the Bandanez 
es, but one Richard Tawton Matters Mate of the Thomas would not fulferic , for feare of the 
Dutch feucrities and that they {eeing no remedie, (hot William Shoply, after Mafter , and cut the 
care off of the Gunners Mate neere off; another they ranne thorow the backe. Thisisliketo 
be the caufe of taking away their Swords. ‘The feuench of May , the Salomon went trom Ves 
vo laden. The fue and twentieth, the Hollanders gaue an aflault on Lantore landing eight com= 
panies of Souildiers, contayning about fiue hundred men, but were repulfed with loffe of foure 
Of theirsand one Bandanexe. The twoand twentieth, for further certaintie I fent another Let- 
30 terto Mafter Ball, ; 
The eight and twentieth of Tune, I had a Letter ent mee frony Matter Caffarian Dawid, 
wherein he fignifieth the Dutch threats of petpetuallimprifonment , if I came nor to better 
confideration : which I anfwered, refelling the Hollanders lyes towching the Attendants Boat ta Dustch lyesto 
hen up by them with bloud; and another, that I fhonid fend the General a Letter to fierrender the 'arre the Ling.

»@ Bout the moneth of December, 1620. the DutchGenerall hauing prepareda 

is force of fixteene fhips, declared to our Prefident , that hee entended an exploit 

\o4 ft the good of both Companies, without mentioning any particulars of his 
elignes. 

‘Ant fecing vs to hatie 6 fuch forces readie to ioyne with him, hee faid hee 
would attempt it alone, And the third of Tanuary, 1620. he did fet fayle from 
Jaguatra with his faid forces, and arriued at Banda about the third of February following. 

Prefently ypon his atriuall, he made great preparation againft the Hand of Lamtore, which 
Hand was entetly by the Inhabitants chereof deliuered ouer vnto our people for the vie, 
vnder the fubiestion of the Kings Maiestie of England, whereof our Captaine of the Ile of Po- 
Jaroone had taken pofleifion, and had alfo fetled a Factory there, 

When our chiefe Fagtot * in our faid Te of Polaroone , heard of the purpofe of the Dutch 
Generall againft the faid Ile of Lanrore, he wrote a Letter vnto the faid Gencrall, aduiling him 
that the fiid Ie of Levitore did belong vato the King of England, and that therefore hee thould 
not attempt any violence againtiey seeingehereis an accord made in England bctweene VS+ 
Which Letter, the {aid Generall threw from him ina'great rage, {carce youchfafing to reade it

outer, and caufed the Méllenger to bee thruft out of doores, requiring him to aduife our Faétor of 


Polaroone, prefently to fend to Lantore, and fetch away all lich of our people and goods as were 
yponthae [and ; for whomfoeuer hee fhould find there, hee would take as as his veter Ene« 
mies , and they thould fare fio better chen the Inhabitants. 
And within ten or twelue dayes after he landed all his forces there, and fubdued the faid I- 
land. So long as the fight endured, our Faétors and Seruants there(being three Engh/h and eight 
Cbinees) kept themfelues within doores, and afterwards our people came out of their houless 
and told them, the houfe wherein they were , was the Enghs houfe , and that therefore chey 
fhould not meddle therewith. > 
Neuertheleffe they facked our houle, tooke away all our goods , murthered three of our Chi« 
nes Seruants, bound the reft (as well Englifh as Chinexes) hand and foote, and threatned them to 
cut their throats, binding them tliree {cuerall cimes to (euerall (takes, with thei weapons readie 
drawne out, and did puca halcer vpon our principall Faétorsnecke, drawing vp his head , 
ftretching out his Sor) readie toput them todeath, yetdid not execute them, but as they 
were bound hand and foot (as afore-faid) tumbled them downe ouer the Rockes like Doggess 
and like to haue broken their neckes, and thus bound , carryed them aboord theiriliippes » 
there kept them Prifoners in Irons, fouréteene ot fixteene dayes. ee i 
After the conquett of the Iland of Lantore,the Dutch Gencrall threatned to doe the like vn- 
to Polaroone, wherefore our principall * Faétor of Poltrooe being there but newly arrived, 
went vate the Durch General vato the Caltle of Nero, and told him that hee heard that hee 
purpoléd to take Polaroone by force, which he could not beleeue, although his owne Mefienges 
fent to Polaroone, to{peake with our Faétors, had giuen it out alfo, that the General himfe! 
fhould fay, that if the Exgd/b did not come prefently vnto him, and yeeld the {aid Fort of Pé- 
Jaroone vnto him, hee would fend his forces, and ouer-runne all the Countrey, but hoped hee 
would enterprize no fuch thing againit that place, confidering the Articles of agreement, 22 
knowing how many yeares (co the great lefleand charge of the Company) wee held pofleffion 
and maintayned the place to the vie of his Maieftic of England, 
The faid Generall made little anfwere tot, as though there were no fuch matter intended, 
whereupon our faid Faétor tooke his leane and came away 
But the nextday lie was followed to Polaroone, with an Armado of twentie fixe Prowess 
and one hip, which did put the Inhabitants of Po/aroone in facha feare, as they knew not what 
to doe; whereupon our chiéfe FaGtor there asked the Commander of thofe forces, what his pur 
pofe was with fich a Fleet there, amtthat if heattempted any thing againft Poolaroone, it was 
abreach of the Articles it being in our polleffion, This could not preuaile with him,bue faid the 
Land was theirs, and they would have it by faire meanes or force, and as for cur profellion, they 
would not acknowledge it (the Inhabitants and not we being Mafters of the place) and £0 the 
Dutch Commander went athoare vnto the Inhabitants. is 
Whereupon the faid Inhabitants asked vs if we could and would defend them, but perceiult 
we were not able to defend our flues, much lefle to fecure them: they were forced to yeek:

Whereupon our faid Faétor wentagaine vnto the Dutch General to the Cattle of Nero to 
conferre with himthereabouts, but he would giue no other anfwere, but that hee hadreferted

Afcer the faid Dutch General had futdued the fore mentioned Mand of Lantore , hee con- 
ftrayned them to deliuer vnto him, the principal of all their children for Hoftages: Then hee 
tooke away from themall cheirdimall Veiléls and Boates, and then he alfo required all the men 
of Lantoreto be brought ynto him, and they brought him all the principall men,, but this did 
not fatisfie him, but he would have all the Bandanexes, which hadayded them , as alfoall their 
wiuesand children, {malland great tobe brougheas Prifoners aboord his fhips. 

Which when the Bandanexes perceiued (doubting that he meant to make them all flaues and to 

_ earriethem to fome other places) they agreed together to retyre themfelues into the higheft 
30 and ftiongett places of the Land, and there did fortifiethemfelues, whereupon the Durch tue 
of themand tooke twelixe hundred perfons Prifoners, molt of them being women and children;

N the yeere 1602. a Fleet of fourteene faile were fent out ynder the command of, Wibrand Herman deTrte, 
Warwicke Admirall, and Sébalt de Wert Vice-admirall :the Maurice of foure hundreth tunnes, ”r!sVoyage, 
the Holland three hundrethiand fittie; the Nafaw three hundreth and fortie , the Swe two voz 
hundsethand eightie, the Aoone two hundrerh and fiftie, the Srarre one hundreth and s¢ightie, 
the Parret a Pinnafle of fiueandtwentie sallby Am/terdans, Three Zelanders,one of foure hun 


Moluccas, the Nafan and Erafinus to Chia the Holland, Hedge and Starreto eAchen, the Sur, 
Virgin,G'c. to Bantam.

The thirteenth of May,they had anfwere of theirletterto the King of Candy,now encamped 
at Manacrawari, defiring the Hollanders to come with their fhipsto Puntodi Gallo, mifing to 
hefiege it fitft,and to giue the Hollanders that which he had promifed, and one thonfand Quintals 
of Cynamon,and as much Pepper for tribute, that being wonne.He defired allo the Vice-admi= 
rall to meet him at Vintane, halfe way betwixt Matecalo and Candy: Nleane while the Hollans 30 
ders tooke three Portugal (hips, two of two hundreth tunnes > the third of feuentie, and after , 
that a fourth of eightie,but the goods not worth the while,except to gratifie the King of Candy:

Thefe 
Zeilonians worthip Pagodes, of which the Hollanders faw fome in Candy of fine or fixe fathoms, 
reprefenting Adamas the inhabitants affirmed, proportioned by artificiall fymmetry to the foot= 
rint of Adam in amountaine neere, The Kings of Panane,Matecaloand Poligamme, acknow~ 
edging theKing of Candy their foperiour,who is thus reported to haue attained * the Scepter. 
A certaineKing of Sitabague fifteene leagues from (andy, about thirty yeeres befcrehad taken 
Candy, the King whereof with this his fone and daughter fled tothe Portugals, who at Goa 50 
baptized himby the name of John of Auffria, (as is beforefaid) and brought him vp in (/olumbo. 
But Candy rebelling againft the other King , the Portugalsenthim after that Kingsdeath to 
Candy, Where he was acknowledged King, and then followed that which before you had of the 
Kings daughter (of Sizebague.) To returne to the Darch, they returned to Achen, and thence a- 
gaine to the le of Dar neere Sumatra, and thence after divers Portugal prizes taken to A4ac~ 
cafer.

thought berter to abftayne from bactell and to ermit them to build a Cattle on Nera. Onthe 
fiue and twentieth, fixe Companies of Hollanders (each one hundred and fiftie) went to Nera

Souldiers fhould offer them violence. : sealants Verte bale 
The Admirall hereupon with his Militarie Councell ; two Gunners and ewoBoyes Went ad Mhidean, 6 
mongft them, commanding the Souldiers to looke to their Armes and expect his Tetutne. But which they 
they withina quarter of an houre hearing a great cry * inthe wood, and two Péeces difchar= Sa led 
ged, sent Yercis co tee what was the matter, wich fixe Musketiers, Who marty ae thir. nanly As 
tie paces into the Wood, before hey were incountred bya great company of Blackes, sit b

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they difcharging their peeces, the other fouldiers came inand refcued them putting the Blackes 
to flight, andin the chafe found the Admirall and his Company laine , whom they brooght on 
their thouldersto theirnew tounded Caftle, Of the Ho, #were that day flaine inall forty 
two perfons.; Onthe chreeand twentieth, they few the Dutch Fifcall with diuers others, On 
the thirtieth, the Hellanders. with two Companies {poyled all they could in the Hand. On 
‘the cwelfth of June, the Datch killed fiftie B/eckesin alunke, On the thirteenth,the Caitle be« 
ing, well-nigh finifhed, was named Wafan, of James Bitter the Captaine; 
~ Onthethree and twentieth of luly, the Hollanders attempted Slanga , a towne of the 
Blacks, bac returned with the lofle of thirtie,and one hundred hurt : Bitter himfelfe haning his 
legge broken, wherof he after died. On the fourteenth of Augutt;the Manders fent to treat of a 
peace, faying, that though they had offended the Hollanders in killing the Admiral and chiefe 
men,yet they alfo fhould remember what harmes they had done tothe Handers > in fubuerting 
their Cities * and Temples, firing their Villages aah Eos with great flaughters euery where, 
‘The Hollanders anfwered,that they would grant peace , on condition they would fiveare that 
they would thereafter haue trade with none other Nation* whatfocuer:it were, but fellall theis * 
Nuts and Mace to the Hollandersonely ; who onthe other fide promifed todefend them from 
their enemies, and to prouide them of Rice and neceflaries for food » with a reafonable price for 
their wares. On thefe conditions, peace was concluded, and by oath on the Aicaron confirmed, 
the fifteenth of Auguft, 2 

How brittle this forced peace was, appeareth before by the Iournalls of Captaine Keeling 1g, 
then there,and Dawid Adiddleton foone afcer,and by the Dutch owne ftories,which complaine of: 
their trade wit Capiaive Middleton, cheix confpiracie alfo againft the Hollanders, the Hollan« 
ders facking of » the Blacks killing diuers Hollanders in a@wood,ofakinde of. Siege of their 
Caitle, bloody fight, the Caftle almoft famithed,, allin the fame yeere that this peace was con= 
cluded, So little force is made of Force, when any euafion appeareth, eff pecially when Mercury 
is turned to Mars, and men begging trade will torce Forts vpon free Statesand Gouernours, 
No maruaile if hereupon they found the Hollanders perpetuall worke, as you haue beforg 
read in Floris, andat lait fent and obtained trade with the Englifh , ratifying the fame by relige 
nation of fo many lands to his Maieftie : which Soueraignety the Dutch ftories (by me traced, 
and faithfully followed in the former relations) doe no fo muchas mention by them foughtin 39 
articles of Rea or tothem by the Ianders offered, Hence the warres betwixt the E; 
and Dwich:and the hatefull difafters, betore recited : the Hollanders making a bridge of Englifh 
fhips to get ouer Englifo bodies and blood tothefé Hands ,.euen without denutiation of watrey 


“fore heard of. : 


Hauing now gathered this out of the Durch owne Hiftories and Iournalls, 1 prefume not t0 
difpute (for euen they themfelues and thefe their Hitorians being iudges) who feeth not the 
ftate of the cafe. But I haue thought good to adde for further illuftration; chis relation of their, 
gaine by that trade,as one of that fociety hath lately publifhed : after which I will giue youthe 
teftimony of the Prieft of Poolaroone (a man there of great efteeme) touching the Banda caley @ 
Difcourfe of mine owne added for illuftration : and that men may not miftonftruc thefe things, 40 
to thediftalte of the Hollanders in generall, but rather of fome of their Maiors or Commaun- 
ders and Committees there (which you may vnderfland alfo in like differences with the Portia 
gals) Thauc added (coend this bufinefle) anexcrast of alittle Booke tranflated out of Dutch, 
which as he {peakes meanely of their gaines by this trade ; fohee imputeth the faule to the ill 
gouernment and Gouernours, 


Thegaines which the Hollanders had gotten by the Eaft India trade,taken out of 
Booke Tranflated out of the Dutch, perfwading toa Welt Indie Trade. 


N Ow to let you fee how much we fhould be hindered, if we fhould leane off the Eaft Indian Trade, cr 
N the lke hinderance,wefoonld confequently alfo faile of tenching the ‘and firength of thefé 
Countreyes. In the Records of the Eaft Indian Company it appeareth, that from Anno 1 5§95eto Anno 
1601, included, they ent ons fortie and fice (hips, whereof there arriued three and [fortie'againe in thefé 
Connsreyes richly laden. Ships that brought for returne, (all charges dedwéted) two hundred and thirtie 
Trnnes of gold, clesre gaines for the Merchants of the {uid Company. Further, by the Records and 
Bookes of the aid Eaft indian Company: it is alfofhewed, that for ibe fpace of eleucn yeeres we had til 
about thirtie fhips rw os EaftIndia,wah fine thoufand Sea-faring men,and that they expetted t0 60 
receine from thence at leaft shree hundred Tuns of gold in capitall,befides that which they had in the land» 
Now I. referit to your indgement, what the faid Companies the laft enfiting tenne yeeres umbillthis site 
bath gained ? who within the time of fixe moneths bane had a goed returne of fortie Tuns of gold sf dont 
not butt you bawe heard of the rich lading that the two fhips brought herher,within the pace of amonet hy 
bring valued 90 be worth foure and twenty Thins of gold, in ich manner,that the particular, partners fiom 
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Anno 1605. (‘exery mans fulladuenture being delivered in) bane gained upon entety bindred ‘lders, 
unto this day,in ready money, the fumme of tivo hundred Gilders , sat yeh see wh man wil tbe 
flocke (hick at shis sime'be bath vy the Company) which he wiay doe when be will, be may for every 
hundred haue two hundred and thirtie Gilders : whereunto adde the Taterest, which the partners (from 
the firft money receinzd) to this prefenthaue gained, which alfo ss halfe x capital, there refterh to the 
partners particularly, upon emery hundred, of they bawe ventured and traded fixteene eyeeres in the Eatt 
Indian Company, in clearé gaines abone foure hindred Gilders. I fpeake wot this by report, but as a wit 
neffe thereof,bcsng one of the partners, thathaue received my part of the gine , “an may bane the ref? 
within eight dayes, if I willfellmy locke, which Imay at'alltimes dor, 

Io Secondly, we may by the Trade vfed by the [aid Company , ntillthe yeere 161.4. included , declave 
and prone, that the custome bonfes of the Countrey, by meanes of conuoyes, licences, tolls , and cuftomes, 
which the [aid East Indian Company bane, and pay, inward and outward, haue profited and recemed a~ 
bowe fine and thirtie Tunnes of gold, for the which the States of the land, base at fome times (as neede 
required) ayiled the (uid Company towards their warres in Yndia, with money and Jbaps : partly to eal 
the {aid Company of ome portion of their charge. Now,what they bane receiued in the custome-honfes 
of the Colivtrey, from Anno 1614. te Anno 1621. without doube it is a greater fumme, and much 
more then the former, noting what a rich returne they haue made within thefe fenenyeeres. Now to 
Sher what furtherance and benefit the common people hane bad and, gettin by this Eaff Indian Trade, we 
must note, that a Fleet of twelsse hips, doth coft in money and all other things thereunto belonging , about 

20 cighteene Tunmes of gold, to ferand fend it foorth : and Sere there is not aboue fine of Jixe Tunnes 
of goldin ready money fent ont with it : alithe reff is bought and prepared bere in the land , to the great 
benefit andwmelfare of the Countrey, and gained by the Inhabitants, that fell and deliner the fame. And 
enery [hip that comes home againe, one with anorher, payeth aboue a Tunne of gold for monthly wages; 

the Officers and Saylers alfe are inriched, which alfo ts gotten aed pri and among the Inha- 

bitants : whereby it is manife/? , what the common people hane profited ; befides,the great number of fo 

many thonfand people, that by meanes of this Trade aforefaid,are fet on worke, and well paid for it,ta fe 
great comfort and benefit of many pore people. . 

Thirdly, to fbew what the publike Common-wealth bath yet further gotten by this Trade, you miafton~ 

derftand,that the greateft profit of the land confifteth in the moft great burt and damage which the ene 

30 mie hath firft and laft endured , and yet endureth in Eaft India : far fince that we were prohibited to 
Trade and Trafficke sn Spaine, and other of the Spanith territories (which notwithftanding againft bis 
will, by other Natrons we doe continue with (goed profit) from Anno 1 bd bane owercome and fpoyled 
clenen of bis great huge Carrackes, Gatlies, and other great fhips; and made about fortie of bis Jeups 
unferniceable ; befides thofé, that in the luft ten yeeres enfuing, we bane fpoyledand taken » whereby our 
encmiestrade there , hath beene greatly impaired, and ours , by Gods bleffing (who onely is to be prayfed 
therefore) tothe admiration of the whale world, is greatly encreafed. Infuch manner, that the Staple 


of all manner of Spices, and other rich and coftly Wares , which for the [pace of two hundred yeeres 


together wasin Venice, (whereby the faid Towne Gets Lo and became exceeding rich) and after that 

by meanes of their Nanigation, was in Portugal, for the fpace of one hundred yeeres :-and laffly , for 

40 fine and twenty yesres bath beene in Holland and Zeland, and fince that by a good agreement made, the 

Jaf-yeere mas alfo brought into England : in fuch fort, that the King of Spaines Merchants , were for- 

ced in the yeeres aforefaid (contrary to all mens aie: tobuy Nutmegs, Clowes and Mace of vs, 

L will briefly declare , the prefent flate of the faid C in India, Yon mu? vnder- 

ftand’, that matter of Tre fa dn very good termes, ea hope’ by Gods belpe and bleffing, 
foall from yeere to yeere Sill be better and better, now the Englifhmen (by meanes of acontratl ma 

with them a yeere fince, +) ioyne their forces with ours: and we for our parts hauein Eajf India, thatare 

comming bome and here ia the Countrey, aboue fiftie Ships, double furnifbed with lly Saylers, as alfo 

allother things fit for the War, ana for {o long a Voyage, and about ten uiceng Forts ercof [ome we hane 

taken from the Enemie ; the reft bane beene eretted at the great coft ‘ana charges of the Company , and 

$0 made defenfible, which for the fecuritie of our owne people and, |goods,as alfo for the defence of 017 confe- 

derates are fifficiently prowided. Laftly, when they of Bantam began to lay an extraordinary toll upon 

ont Nation,and caufed vs to pay fiftie per cento cuftome, and yet we could not for all that obtaine licence 

of them, to build a Ware-houfe of fone and Morter , for the fecuritie of our Wares and Mérchandizes, 


for that being of wood, it was twice burnt : we were conftrained to tranfport our Trade\in Bantam toan—" 


‘other conuenient place , which is a firme land, and hath many good and connenient Hasiens init : for 
in my writings I finde, that fine yeeres past, Mataram the great Emperour of Laua, who ts able to bring

pany diligently and carefully tooke order,to ereét a Church and a Schoole therein , to the which end they 
Sent thither certaine learned men, as at the fir/t alfo they did, which with great benefit and encreafi, hane 
taught the Heathens the Gofpell of ( bristin their owne language , as wellas unto our men intheiy lan- 
guage: In fuch manner, that a King and a Prince of Amboyna, (where the Country people are much 
ideted nto dessilifls and heathenifh fuperstitions) fent two of their fonnes into thefe Conntreys; with a 
Letter vuo the Prince of Orange, to hane them brought vp at Schoole, and taught our language, and 
Chriffian Religion,that they might at their returne into Eaft India,be a meanes of planting the Church 
of Clrift there in India,and learne how to defend their owne natine Countrey. : 10

The Relation of the Prieft of Poolaroone, touching the beginnings and. occafions of 
quarrels betwixt the Dutch and Bandaneles, written inthe Malayan 
language with his owne hand, ina very faire Avabecke letter,and 
the fenfe rendred to me in Englilh by 4,.Rob.Haics. 


T His is the beginning of contentions betwixt the Jollanders and the Bandanefes, Two Hol 

landers ranne ftom them and turned S/ammes or Mahumetans ,»and inthe Prieflshoufeat 
Nero were flaine by three Hollanders , which in reuenge were flaine by the Natives, who ftayd 20 
hot there, but in the fury few other three Hollanders. This was ill done of them » toadde 

a double revenge. Soone after the Generall.of the Hollanders came thither with thirteene 

* fhips , anddemanded {atisfaction for the flaughter of his Countrimen, The Bandanefes. offered 
Dier(thatis , the wonted {atisfaction there vfed for man-flaughter, in money) for thofe laft 
three. But the Generall anfwered, that he came not now to demand fatisfaétion, but to make 
peace and league with them, which was done. The next yeere came another Holland General, 
Peter williamfon Verbuef; with fifteenc thips into the Hauen of Nero, andaskedleaue to fet vpa 
Fort at Tavinng Ratoo, or Ponit Ratoo, which the Bandanefes granted 3 but chen he refufed it,and 
demanded leaue to ereét a Fort in another place at Tamiun Minangis,which they refwled,But he 
comming before the Caitle of ere, with his fhipand Ordnance,terrified the inhabitants,which 30 
fled away ,and he poffelled the Caftle, and fortihed there, Then did the Bandanefes {ubtilly dif= 
femble friendthip, and thew the Genetall,and fifteene Captaines, with others about one hun« 
dred mien, in all.

» The feuenand twentieth of February, we began totakein goods, The fift of March, the 
Eagle was fent downe to guard the Princes Iuticke, antl'to hinder her farther lading, till free 
Jeaue andilibertie thauld be granted for paflage of Carts with goods, and other our pronifions, 
which haue bene teftrayned fixe of fener dayes by the grating Gouernour of ‘Ulpare : by which 
meanes no' Cotton Wool! could come dawne till our fhip was full Jaden forward on.

won Robuche Set fayle from Surat towards La/gues; the nineteenth day of Nouéember, and the firft day 


of December-following; they met with:the Hart and che Eag/e; dbout*eightie Leagues fhort of 
Jafques, whereall che foure hips ioyning together, they received moft certaine intelligence by 
a Portugal] Frigat which they met, that the Portugal! Avmado confifting as aforefaid of foure 
Gallions; two. Galliatsand about tenne Frigats; were attending them avthe Eafter end of Zaf= 
ques Road, where the Engli/ fhips mutt comé, and fo went along towards thefame, where the 
fixteenth day they found the faid Portmgall Armado, confifting in thee particulars beforenamed 
the Generall orchiefé Comimander whereof isnamed Ray Frere de Andrade, whom themfelues 20 
call the Pride ef Portugal; the Vice-Admirall ohn Boralio, and Inhabitant of Ormus',-and lace 
Admirall of thofeSeas;of the other two thips the: Commanders were “Anthowio Mufquet and 
Balthazar di Chaxes, vhis day prooued calme, fo that it Wasnightveres they cameinfhorone of 
another. : 

The feuenteenth of December, being the Lords day , wee intended to haue fanétified his fer- 
uice being vnder faile a league to Sea-loord of them, but about eight of the clocke with the 
Land turne} they weighed anchoriand borevp with vs , for whom (albeit they had the winde) 
we fhortned faile and ftayedneere about nine of the clocke, we ioyned fight with them, which 
continued vntil the darknefle of thenight iuftly challenged an aided fo longand weary awork,” 
they (liked kind Hoft to Strangers) leasing vs their anchoring placerolodgein, andiretyred 3° 
fome ten or cleuen miles tothe Eaftward there toamend and repaire themfelues ; weecannot . 
truely particulate vnto you theirhurts and loflgsin this fight, faue by reports of our Merchancsy, 
that Loby Boraliotheir Vice-admirall » andthe Captaine of one of: the ocher thips, were flaine, 
with fome'thirtie or fortie men our of thein Admirall, the reftyet vaknowne. The loffe or hurt 
ofourmen in your own fhips,the inclofed Note of this feuenteenth prefent, will make manifelt. 
Thus fora time we were notdifturbed by our enemies, though by contrary winds we could not 
get into the vfuall Road before the twentieth current. The twentie oneand twentie two , the’ 
moit part of your goods was landed, and defcrying the Portwgall Gallions,open of the Road, to 
come in, as Wefuppofed, with the Sea-turnes we therefore fet faile and Rood off wich them, bue 
after fome {mall {hew of bearing vp with the Sea-wind, they:clapt vpona Lake; and were fo 40, 
fortunate vntill the cight and twentieth day, that either they being to windward we could not 
comeat them, orelfeatanchor wee could not, without our great difaduantage , meddle with 
them. 

Theeightand twentieth, being Janacents day, both Fleets riding at the Eafter Points of the 
Road, not a mile diftant one from the others) we omitted no opportuniti¢ to give bactell'to our, 
wary ptotradting enemies, Who, as by his working appeared, if hee could haue auoyded fight, 
and by lingting, deloyes, and the beneftof his Frigats, haue hindred vs from the profecution of 
your Perfian defignments, he attayned vnto the full heighth and {cope of his imploymentss 

But about one of the clocke , the Lordfent vs a pretty gale, ourFleet weighed and putall 
things in order for to fight, the London and Hart next anchored withina Cableslength from so 
them ypon their broad fides, and {0 indured the hotteft brunt of this two dayes fight, for no {oo 
ner were they at anchor but it fell calme and fo continued all day, infomuch that the Roe Bucke 
and Eagle, who being fomewhat a Merne and fteering neerer the fhoare, with intent to anchor 
one vponche Bowe of the Portugall Admirall, and the othervpon the Bowe of the Vice-admi- 
rall , could not notwithftanding all diligence vfed , come to doeany feruicein halfe an houres 
{pace, but being come neere anchored, and all our fhips fo fitted to keepe our broad fides full vp- 
onthem. The great Ordnance out of our whole Fleet played (0 fat vpon them, that about three 
of the clocke in the afternoone, not willing to indure fo hor entertainment, they cut their 
Cablesand with the Tyde droue downe from vs , vntill being without reach of our Ordnance, 
their Frigats came and towed them away wonderfull mangledand torne, (for their Admiral go 
in the hotteft of the fight was inforced to heeld their ip to ftop his leakes, his mayne top- 
ouer boztd, and the head of his mayne maft ; the third hip both his top-matt, mizon mait, and 
part of his bow {prit were fhot away, the lefler thip had neuera fhroud left ftanding , nor neuet 
atop-maft; the Vice-admirall efcaped belt , for moft commonly hee had one or other of ee 
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fhips betweene him. and vs, Allithis night we kept them companie 5 with hope the next,.mor= 
ning to haue given them all, ot ome of them, their Pafle-port ,. but furueying our fhot and fin- 
ding no gteat (tore left, and withall confidering the great weight and import of the voyage we 
hadlito performe, we refolued out returne to 4a/ques, fot the{peedy difpatching of our bufineffe in 
hand, thanking God fon putting ourenemies to flight before vs, of whom ynto the prefent wri- 
ting hereof, wehaue heard nb newess neither are any of chemarriued ac Ormus of Maufear , a8 
our Merchants report, only itis rumored by fome Caffaires, who by {wimming elcaped afhoare, 
thae Ruy Frere de Andrado® ‘wasfaing, Allyout ships, prayfed bee God ; remayne feruiceable, 
and not aboue fiue men flairie on our part in thefe twolong and great battailes, and not many 
wounded, a3 by the Liltof theit names here inclofed willappeare. Among{t whom our worthy 
Admiral and kind Commandet , received a great and grieuous wound through his left fhoulder 
witha great thot, which. hurt hee with fachcourage and patience vnder-wenr, that gaue gieat 
hope ¢o vsall.of his much withed recouerie., but hauing befides his former wound two of his 
vppermoftribs on the left fide broken s the fixt of Ianuatie,he departed this life, thewing him- 
felte (as euer before) a refolute Commander, fo in his! paflage through the Gates of death, a molt 
willing, humble, conftant;;and aflured Cbriftian, his body we intended to have carried to Swrat, 
and there according tohis deferts to-haue performed his daft funetall rights , the Chyrurgians 
confidently pune by-imbalming and waxe-cloth to preferue him ‘without annoyance thi. 
ther, but notwithftanding this coftand their promile , his body, in regard of hig ant wound, 
prouing noyfome, we were entorced to He ‘him at a/ques, which was effected the feuenth

N our paffage from Toanna to this place, we loft fight of the Role and Richard, but wishin fice dayes 
I after, the Richard came to us with a Portugal prize at her flerne , which |hee bad taken that night 
we loft hercompany. It is awonder to tell ite The Richard being a Pinnalfe of about twentie Tunes, 
manned with fourteene Men ard Boyes, and haning but two finall Falconets inher , and the Porta gall 
of two hundred and fiftie Tunues, with two jppenes and fiftie in ber, whereof fenentie were Portugalls, 
the reft Mefticos and Slanes : the Richard comming gp with them plyed her demi.Dogs fo well, that 
in the fhooting off swentie (hot, it pleafed God they killed their oe me, which the reff perceiving fproke 
alltheir failes amayne,and like tall men came aboard the Richa ie ata time where the Mafter cati~ 
fedthews to be bound. buefearing to base toa many aboard, though bonndshe fent a terrible command to 
the reft aboard, that upon their lines they ould depart their [hip into ther great Boat , which they very 
valiantly performed, and left their [hip to the-vtter difgrace of themfelues and all their Nation, Gc.

Sothat here would be Ourowne monéy-againe aridimore, the fumme of three hundred nine= 
tie foure thoufand two-hundred twentie three pounds fixe fhillings eight penceaduanced to- 
wards thegenerall Stocke of the Kingdome, For although the Eaft Jxdia Companie fhall dif- 
burfe the greatett past of the faid fammeaduanced vate his Maicftie for Cultomeand Impott ; 
and alfo vato the Faétors, Officers, and Mariners, forwages, together with the coft of ship- 
ping Vituals, Munitions, Affurance and the like z yet all thefe (the’ Materials of fhipping one- 
ly excepted ) are but tran{mutations and no confumption of the Kingdomes Stocke. 

But if any man obieét and fay, that che izid Commodities being ‘brought into Egland (as 
isbefore written) they are either confumed in the Land, or being tran{ported into.forraine 
parts, they arechanged into other Wares So that ftill we want our hundred thoufand pounds 
inreadie money, The anfwere is, Firft, chat in the occafion of this difpute, wee muft conceive 
the faid Wares to be of no vie for this ingame s but onely for fomuch ,as doe concerne the 
Trade thereof. -and'Secondly, in the {aid Trade wermult confider, that although the faid goods 
be fent out, and returned home in other Wares from forraine parts; yet ill, chey are negotia~ 
ted to the increafe of the faid Stocke, and forthe imployment of the Subieéts, Lafily,if there 
be a refolution to determine and end thebafinefle : who doubreth , that the whole value may 
not bee prefently reeurned hither in readie moneyes*, For in Italie; Turkey,and other places, 
where they aremoft vendible to profit, there likewilé is the money free to be exported at. all 
timesand by whomfoeuer. 

Andas it is moft certaine, that fome other Merchandize , fent outof this Kingdome, were 
the meanes to bring in the hundred thoufand pounds in readie moneyes, which is here fuppofed 
to be fentand imployed in the Eaft Indies (asaforefaid) fo likewife, thereis the fame power in 
thefe Jndian wares, to procure other fummes of readie moneyes ; to bee brought intochis King~ 
dome : For let not man debt, but that money doth attend Merchandize, for money is thé prize 
of wares, and wares are the proper vie of money; fo that their coherence is vnfeparable, And 
ifthe French and the Venetians, made any doubt of this, they would not fo willingly permit the 
value of fixe hundred thoufand pounds sterling, or more in Spam’ Riallsand Dollers , yeerly t 
be carryed out of their Dominions into Turkey: whereof three quarter parts at leaft are imploy- 
ed, only for the buying of Perfia raw Silkes , which commoditie doth prefenitly enable chem 
with readie money from diners other States to performe the Trade; whereby theit wealth doth 
much increafe, and their people are greatly imployed. Sotoconclude this point, 1 will onely 
adde, that the Eaft Zudia Trade alone (although itbe driuenin noamplyer manner thenis afore 
written) is a meanes to bring more treafure into the Realme thenall the other trades of this 
Kingdome (as they are now managed) being pat together, For if the rule be trae, that when the 
value of our commodities exported doth ouer-ballance the worth of all thofe forraigne wares, 
Which are imported and confamed in thisKingdome , then the remaynder of out ftocke which 
is fent forth, muftof neceffitiereturne to vs in Treafare.I am confident, that vpon a diligent and 
true inquirie it will be found, that the ouer-ballance of all our other Trades together will not 
amount vnto fo great a fumme of money as the Eaft Jndia Trade alone doth ouer-ballance 12 
this kinde, 

And to make the matter yet more plaine , whereasit is already faid chat one hundred thou- 
fand pounds in money exported, may import about the value of fue hundred thoufand pounds 
fterling, in wares ftom the Eaft Jxdies,we mutt vnderftand that part thereof to be properly cal- 
led our importation that this Realme doth confame,which is about the value of one hundred 
twenty thouland pounds erling yeerly.So the remaynder being three hundred and cightie thous 
fand pounds, is matter exported vnto forraine parts in the nature of our Cloth, Lead, Tin,or any 
other native commodities, to the great increafé of this Kingdomes ftocke , and that alfo in 10 
much treafure, fo farre as the Eaft dia Trade can be rightly vnderftood to fubfift in this parti- 
cular, Foras all humane aétions have their Termination and Ends, fo likewife there mult bee 
an end a(ligned vnto theaffaires of the Eaft Jndies ; which are then truely faid to bee finithed, 
when this Realme is ferued, and the remainder of thofe Wares which are fent from hence be- 
yond the Seas, fold thereand conuerted into money; which likewife from thence may 
brought away freely and without the danger of Law, or prohibition. Forafmuch therefore as 
it is well knowne tomany men, that moneys are thus procured by the Sales of /ndian Wares to

Thus may we efteemé our good Mariners, to be of no fimall vfe ynto this Common.-wealth= 
but take them from their laudable and accuitomed imployments, for want of Voyages to Sea;

to write fomé thing more in the next part which concerneth omr commerce with ifirangerse . 
eAndrow I come tothe left point, which Ifeareis not the leaft amines the canfes of onr want of 

money (fo farre as any [uch may be,) and let it not feeme firange to any man ,that Trades fhould burt 

and mmponcrile a Conimon-wealth, fince it hath beene alwayes accounted an excellent meanes tobel 

and enrich the fame :. for, as this truth cannot be denied with reafon, fo it is likewife moft certaine,t 

the vnskylfull managing thereof hath euer proved a great decay unto thofe Nations whobawe beene ene 

tangled with fich errours, Ard are not the examples too fiequent in many of our one Merchants; 1@ 

who not onely by the perils of the Seas and fuch like misfortunes lofe their goods, butalfocnen throngh — 

waat of kuowledge, wifely to direct their affaires, doe onerthrow thee whole eftates? Neither may we 

property call this their loffé, but rather the Kingdomes loffe in them, Wherefore it were to be wifhed, that 

this myStorie of Merchandixe might. be left onely to them who haue bad an education therexnto; and 

not to be undertaken by fuch, who leaning their proper vocations, doe for want of skill in thas , both onere 

throw themfelues, and others who are better prattifed. rs 

But thereis yet a farre greater wifchiefe by onr Trades beyind the Seas when peraduenture , there 
might be imported ycerely a greater value in forraine Wares , then by any way or meanes wee doc export 
of our owne Commodities ; which cannot orberwift come to paffe, then with a manifest i ipping 
the Commonwealth : for as it is acertaine courfe to make vs rich, both in Stocke and Treafire, when 5 
wee hall carrie out a greater value of our owne goods then wee bring in of forraine Wares; fo by confen 
quence , a courfe coutrarse to this, muihof neceffitie worke acontrarie effet. Neither isthisimportaa 
tion meant otherwifz then concerning thofe Wares , which are cenfimed in this Realme: fer the Come 
modities which are brought in, and after. carried ont unto forraine parts againe cannot burt , but doe 
greatly helpe the Common-wealth , by encreafe of his Maiefties Cuftomes and Trades, with other ima 
Ployments of the Subietts : by which particulars I might yet fet forth the glorie of the Eaff India 
Trade, which bath brought into this Realme in fificene moneths face , wot onely fo much Spice, as bath 
Serued the fame for the [usd tome ; but alfo by the (uperfinitie thereof, there bath beene exported into fora 
raine parts for about two hundred avd fifteene thoufand pounds flerling. So then let all men indge, for 
what a great value we may hope hereafter to export yeerely ; when unto thefe Spices wee may (by Gods 30 
affifiance) adde the infinite worth of raw Sikes , Indices , Callicees ,aud fome otber things: all which 
are t0 be :fjued in the nature of Cloth, Lead, Tine, or any of our owne Merchandize ‘to the enriching 
of this Kingdome by encreafe of the common Stocke. So then to.conclude this point ,wee ought not 60 
auord the importation of forraine Wares , but rather willingly to bridle our owne affettions tothe modem 
rate confuming of the fame: for otherwife, howfoener the Eaft India Trade ix particular isan excela 
lent meanes greatly 10 excreafé the Stocke of money which wee fend thither yeerely, by returning home 
fine times the value thereof in rich Commodities ; all which (in fhert time) may be conuerted into Trea= 
fare, as is plainely Jhewed alreadie. Tet norwishftanding , if thefe Indian Wares ths bronghe 
home cannot be pared, to ferue for that purpofe of Treafure; but muft bee fent forth together with owr 
owne natine Commodities; andyet all litle enough, to pronide our exceffe and extraordinarie confume 40 
of forrainte Wares : then is it lkewife as certaine,that the generall Trade of this Kingdame deth binder 
and diuert the comming in of the faid Treafure, by oner-ballancing the value of onr Wares. exported 
with the importation and immoderate confume of forraine Commodities. 

Therefore, forafmauch as the number of the people in this Realme\are thought tobe greatly encrea= 
Sed of late time (both inthemfelues and firangers, whereby neceffarily the Commodities of this King- 
dom,andalfo forren Wares,are the more confumed and: walled, (a double meanes to abate the Common 
wealth) it therefore concerneth vs allin generall, and eucry man in his particular to flirre vp omr minds 
and diligence, to helpe the naturall Commodities of this Realme by induftrie, and increafe of Artss 
Seeing that the materials cannot be wanting to make [ach Stuffes , and other things as are daily brought 
unto vs fiom forraine parts, to the great aduantage of Strangers, and to cur'no leffe damage. Neither sa 
[hould wee negleEt the riches which our Seas affoord, while/t ovber Nations by their labour doe procure 
themfelues great Treafire from the fume, And as the diligent performance of thefe things would plen- 
sifly maintaine the Poore, and much increafe the common Stocke of this Kingdeme+ fo likewife for 
the better furtherance thereof, wee onght religionfly to anoyd our common exceffes of food and Silke 
msent, which i growne to fuch a height in moft degrees of people (abone their ubilitie) that it is now be- 
yond all example of former Ages, Neither és st needfull for mee to fet downe the particulars of thefe 
abnfes ; for they aré toowell knowne : and 1 ans confident, that the wifedome of our Gonernment dot 
endeauour to fee thems as well amended, to the glorie of God. the henowr of the King, andthe good of
